Executive ^ill Speak 
Wi'en IsTew Structure for 
Boys' and Girls' Exhi- 
bits Pormally Opens. 



Gov. Jolm E. 'Wcolcs will dedi- 
cate tbe new 520,000 State buiMlnE 
at tlLB Eutland fair grounds oa Gov- 
ernor's Day, Sept&mber 4. However, 
the building will be open to the puii- 
1 lie lor tile first time on Monday, 
September 1, wlian the lair begins, 

Tbe 100 by 74-root structure -was 
eompleted yesterday. It is located 
directly opposite tlie grandstand 
along tiie fence on the south side ot 
the grounds. Following the colonial 
type ot architecture, it has fluted 
i pillars, 2S laches in diameter, 20 feet 
rlilgli, -17111011 support a porch EO by 12 
feet, the floor ot ■which Is finished 
wltli concrete and mosaic slate. 

On the flrat floor will be located, 
tlie principal booths ot tho Vermont 
state and'tho boys' and girls' depart- 
ments. On each end ot the second 
floor are demonstration rooms, 35 by 
50 £eet, connected on each side o£ 
the building with 'balconies 17 feet 
vide and BO feet long, thus proyiding 
pleaty of space for club exhibits. A 
large . demonstration platform is 
located at the west end, -with seating 
capacity lor 150 on. tho floor below. 



First Floor Arrangements. 
Nearly all the first floor is given 
up to the 4rH club wort ol Hutland 
county under E. E. Bergs trom and 
Farm Bureau Agent T. D. Cook. 
i-Iore will bo shown fruit, vogotahles, 
canned goods, home cooldng, handi- 
craft and garments. 

Iieon. Smith ol Pittsford iviU ex- 
hibit numerous iiiaceB of manual 
training and achievement work of all 
Iclnds. Miss Valeria LaMouatain, 
home demonstration agent, will also 
have a display ot club work which 
Includss achievement work on. fuml- 
t\ire and chairs, also other exhibits 
that have been handled hy women in 
her cluibs. 

Lunch Counter Planned, 
The boys and girls will operate a 
fully-equipped, lunch counter at- the 
west end of the building and they 
will also operate a sales booth on 
the second floor.

; capacity of at - least 300. 
i Topped By Flag Poles. 

Near tho front door. In evergreen 
slato outlined by a red border, is the 
name oltihe building, "Vermont State 
i-H Clubs building."

on -top o[ the building, the Vermont

The RuLland Fair association lias 
let tlie contract to Earle & Merry 
of this ' city to erect a boys' and 
girls' building on tlic grounds wbich, 
with tha site, wiil cost ?2[),000. Grad- 
ing already lias licon liegun and" 
actual construction will be started 
in a leiv days In order that tlic build- 
ing may. "be ready £or use during tlic 
lair in September. 

"Tlie purpose .of the tiuildinB," 
Will L. Davis, president, said' yes- 
terday; "is to provide better iacilltics 
tor tbc boys and girls who are doing 
so much to better agricuituro and 
allied branches and to meet a de- 
mand from the state lor larger ac- 
commodations for exhibits of the 
forestry, asricuitural and other do- 
par tmenta." Mr, Davis indicated that 
it was expected the state would make 
much use ot the 'bulldliis and ivould 
have rcprosonlatlvcs hero through- 
out the lair. 

Fair Grounds Extended. 

The lair association has acquired 
property south ol the present leuce 
and tbo new building ivill" stand at 
what is now the intersection ol 
Coolidge and Dana avenues. The 
Tence will bo moved later so that 
the building will stand within the 
exhibition grounds. 

The building will be known as the 
Boys' and Girls' . building. It will 
be constructed oC woo<I, two stories 
'liigh-and 'wiil he painted to harmon- 
ize with the other lair grounds .etiuip- 
mont. 

■ . • Size 100 by SO Feet. 

The main structuro will cover a' 
space lOO by 50 foct and it will have 
an ornamental piazza DO by 12 Icet 
across the front and an addition' ot 
similar siza in the rear.

ing ol red and green slate will add

porch. Tho bulidins will have an 
imposing entrance to do away with 
the "barn door" effect of many lair 
buildiiiEs. 



Booths On First Floor. 
The entire first fleer will bo de- 
j voted to booths lor exhibits. If is 
expected that many 4-iI clubs Irom 
towns of Rutland county will enter 
exhibits as there has been a demand 
for some years for better accommo- 
dations lor such ' entries. Young 
people living outside ot Rutland 
county will - be asked to send cjc- 
hibits as a county and premiums' will 
be offered lor these entries. There 
is Indication that .conipctitiou will 
1)0 keen in this'- ^department,' Mr. 
Davis stated, yesterday, and he also 
said'jhat he . oxpoctod ; to ' see next. 
September tho largest exhibit by 
the state ot Vermont ever gotten to- 
gether. 

Demonstration Hall 

A feature ol tho second floor ot 
the new building will be a lecture 
room where the boys and girls may 
give, demonstrations and talks, A 
stage win bo provided and there- 
will bo a hall seating about' 250 per- 
sons. Some 'space will be left" up- 
stairs for booths, should thore.be 
an overflow on the floor below. 

Tho building will have uiaiiy win- 
dows in order to give the best pos- 
sible lighting effects and there also 
will be electric, lighting. A men's 
and a women's retiring roonj will be 

provided, botlv eciuipped with modern 
plumbing. 

Education Is tlje primary purpose 
ot, tho building, Mr. Temple em- 
phasized and every taellity needed 
by the 4-H clubs for showing their 
handiwork will be provided,' "he said. 




Frame of Structure for 
4-H Exhibits Will Be' 
Completed This Week. 



The frame and roofboards and 
part ot the siding o£ the new state 
building at the Rutland lair grounds 
will be completed by Saturday, it 
was stated yesterday by fair offic- 
ials. 

The building will be two stories 
high and will house 4-H club exhib- 
its from various parts of Vermont. 
On the first floor there will be ex- 
hibits of all of the departments of 
the state of Vermont, the 4-H clubs 
of Rutland county and special 
booths from at least six counties 
outside of Rutland county. 

The second floor provides for two 
demonstration and lecture rooms, 25 
by 50 feet, one at each end of the 
building and extending the full 
width. These will be connected by 
a balcony 17 feet wide and 50 feet 
long. 

Track Undergoing Repairs. 

Approximately 7S0 feet of woven 
wire fence is being placed inside the 
track in front of the grand stand 
and the track is also undergoing re- 
pairs. The course was found to be in 
excellent condition except for small 
spots where the clay had become 
thin. Workmen were placing clay 
on these areas yesterday. 

New sewers and. dranis are being 
installed on the south side of the 
grounds in order to drain more land 
and provide for extra parking space. 
Two acres have already been con- 
verted into available space for 500 
cars. 

Another improvement Is being 
made by putting gravel on the road 
to the south gate. It is stated that 
this will make less congestion for 
vehicles going to the New York and 
Boston highways. 

Ceilings are being installed in the 
restaurant booths and the barber 
shop beneath the grandstand. 

The fair advertising is under way 
and posters are being placed about 
the countryside within a radius of 
100 miles. It was found necessary 
yesterday to order 15 additional 34- 
sheet posters and the total' number 
of these large advertisements will 
reach 135.

Bip Improvements Made. 
Tlie sross receipts were a little 
short of last year — the largest in 
liistor.7. Tho doorcano. was a result of 
rain on Labor day, while last year all 
six days were clear. Tho attendance 
.on the oilier five days ran ahead of 
that In 10.^7. 

The new entraivco fo the fair 
Erounds was tho outstanding improve- 
ment of tho year and we believe it lias 
caused more favorable comment than 
any improvement wo liavo ever made. 

In order malie tho improvements, 
tliB large Jiorsebaru located neat the 
old entrance had to ha moved to the 
southeast part oE the grounds. 
^ The old structnre was practically 
torn to pieces and made new. Two ad- 
ditions, 13 by 14 feet, were made, tho 
north side boing used for ticket sellers 
and a superintendent's office and the 
south side for the secretary's office. 

A new ornamental fence about 500 
feet long was erected from the main 
entrance to the lower gate on South 
Main street. 

The total cost of tlio new entrance, 
including now fences, iron gates, wasli- 
rooma, electric wiring, painting, water 
and sower connections, roads and grad- 
ing, moving barn. Installation of turn- 
stiles and other ctiuipment v/as $10,- 
ooo. 

Flood Did Big Damage. 

The flood and windstorm last Nov- 
emher unroofed two lOO-foot harns and 
did other damage which necessitated 
an. expenditure of ?2aOO.'A large barn 
■was moved IS feet out of place, six 
bridgeg Tver& washed out, the pig 
pens wore moved SOO feet onto ad- 
joining property, five buildings con- 
nected 'with, the poultry department 
wero floated, the floor In tho boys' 
and girls' building was upset and 300 
feet of fence was leveled. 

Our roads received cousiderablo at- 

■ Isntion this year. On tho east side of 
tho grounds from the main entrance 

■ to the lov/er gate the road was widen- 
ed so that two lines of automobiles 
covild use it. All the roads or- the west 
tide and In .the oval were graveled. 

Our bridges are all new construc- 
tions. 

Tlie FIsIi ft Game building, was 
moved to connect witli another build- 
ing nearby. An addition was made to 
house fur exhibits. The building was 
placed on cement foundations. This 
change gave us more selling space on 
the midway. 



Our electric light system bad con- 
siderable new work .done on it. Our 
vaudeville sta.ge was wate^'proofod. 
Tho Arts & Crafts building was re- 
shingied with slate surfaced shingles. 
Extensive repairs were made to the 
grandstand. Four hundred fe^t ot 
water and sewer pipes were laid. Four 
self-registering and self-printing turn- 
stiles were installed at the Park street 
gate. An extra amount ot woric was 
douo on the track. 

Two Lots Purchased, 

Wo "have purchased two small lots 
wblcb border on our south line, one 
piece on Dana avenue with a frontage 
of 100, feet and 7-1 feet deep and the 
other on Coolldgo avenue with a 
frontage o£ 4S feet and a depth of 
1493^ feet. Thte gives us a contin- 
ous length of 250 feet on our south 
line. 

We havo no outstanding bonds, 
Eto(?k, loans or bills. We do not re- 
ceive outside financial assistance. 
There are no dividends to pay and 
tho trustees receive no compensation. 

The profits are used to make im- 
provements and 'make tho fair bigger 
and better each year. The replace- 
ment value ot our buildings and 
plant, not Including the land, is con- 
servatively estimated at 5170,000. This 
has been paid for out of the profits 
o£ tho fair. 

As usual WB are indebted to The 
Rutland Herald and for the past year 
to the Knickerbocker Press and Al- 
bany Evening News for tbe publicity 
given our fair; to the Chamber . ot 
Commerce, Boys and Girls club; Farm 
Bureau, for their special work; the 
merchants and manufacturers for 
their wonderful displays and to the : 
general public from all over Vermont 
and border states, who are helping to 
make the fair a successful and worth- 
while institution.

Plans for new buildings, rather ux- 
tciiBive in nature, w hie It ivill give 
mucli large accomoiodEitions for hoth 
race horses and the exhibits ot sheep 
nnd swine wore niado at a special 
mooting o[ llie trustees of the Rut- 
land Fair association lield at the city 
hall yesterday afternoon with tlic com- 
plete hoard present. 

As in years past the trustees uii- 
animoualy voted to have the fair Iield 
the first week in Scptenibcr' Labor 
Day weelt, the dates to be Sciitemher 
1 to G, inclusive.

175 race horses. 

Large Box Stalls. 

The now stalls will all be of the 
largo box type fitted with clecLrie 
lights and so arranged that the 
ti'ainers (:au sleep in the stalls with 
their horses. -In many instances the 
faster horses are stabled with their 
keepers and, up to this l^me, the Rut- 
land grounds have been able to aecom- 
modate only a very few under these 
conditions. 

Additions will also be made to the 
accommodations for the exhibitors In 
the sheep aud swine ■ departments. 
These will bo located just east of tlie 
cattle barns on the south side of tlie 
grounds, the exact style and type of 
tho buildings to be decided upon later. 

The race track, which aro partial- 
ly Tcsurfacoti last suuui/ e will be com- 
pleted this summer under the direc- 
tion of the traeli experts the Coatcs 
Brothers of t^oShcn, N, Y. Itorscmcn 
were well pleased witli that part of 
tho track wliich was resurfaced in 
1D23.

of New York state. 

Improve Grounds. 

Considerable attention has been paid 
by the fair management this year to 
erecting new buildings, moving some 
old ones, repairing the property and 
making „ it In every way more ade- 
quately fltted to handle the enormous 
crowds which are .expected to throng 
to the Rutland fair grounds during 
the week of September 1-6. 
■ Chief among the new buildings Is 
the industrial hall- which has been 
erected at great expense and work 
upon'.which is rapidly Hearing comple- 
tion. Worknien are now engaged in 
finishing shingling the structure, then, 
with a little grading work and Interior 
touclies' the' edifice will be ready -for 
use. The building parallels the Park 
. street fence • of the grounds. 

The new^ horse barn will be finish- 
ed in a few days, the sheep sheds are 
practically ready and work on the new 
40x60-f 00 1, vaudeville stand, which will 
give Rutland one of the biggest stands 
iu the country, will he started immed- 
iately.

Tho huge stage is to ho exactly op- 1 
posite the center of the grand stand 
BO that spectators may have a splen- 
did view of the superior vaudcvillo 
acts which have been obtained for 
this year."

The contract for the new liorse barn, 
which is to be 4S by ISO feet, lias been 
let to Charles Xoyes.

This barn will accommo- 
date 2S liorses.

Yesitertlay "was GOYemor's Day at 
llie fair— a veritatlG day of tragedy, 
inasnmcli as four persons met tragic 
[JeathB and another lies oa a bed lir 
the Rutland hospital with a broken 
neclt. 

Fully 26,000 people tvere on the 
grounds to honor the state's chief ex- 
ecutive, and a majority ol them wit- 
nessed the horrible airplane accident 
■which . resulted in .the death of "The 
Flying Parson," Lieut. Belwin W. May- 
nard, and two companions, and "Dare-- 
devil" . Smith's drop to instant death 
from a balloon.. 

Still others saw Ebon C, Ryder ot 
Middlebury, chief marshal of the lair, 
knocked to the ground by an auto- 
feiotiile and borne away to the hospital 
, where he lies in a critical condition. 

Crowd Inexpressibly Shocked. 
. It was the fair's big day, -with a 
record-breaking crowd in attendance, 
and, until 12.50 o'clock, wlien tho three 
aviators ended a spectacular nose- 
dive iti death, the sun shone on a 
happy crowd of carefree people. 

When the details of the several trag- 
edies became known to the throngs of 
.visitors it had the effect' of dampening 
' thetr ardor for a short time, but they 
soon recovered tli,eir~JiQliday spirit and 
tho merry hullaballoo continued. 

Gov. Hurtness and staff and Ver- 
mont's two candidates for governor, 
Redficld' Proctor' antl „Licut.-Gov. 
Abram W. P'oote of Cornwall, were 
among the thousands who witnessed 
the death of "Daredevil" Smith. 



Three in Fatal Ride, 

With ''The Flying Parson," at ihe 
lime Ot l)is accident, were Lieut. Nor- 
man H; Wood of Ticonderoga, N, y„ 
and Mechanician : Louis W. Beyette of 
Shoreham, both of whom died in the 
harness of their profession with Lieut. 
Maynard. ' . ' ^ 

The tragedy occurred at Kelley field, 
which the men, with Trorabley's Fly- 
ing Circus, use as a Hying center. The . 
manager of the circu-s gives as the 
cause of the accident a misjuding of 
distancQ- from the ground by Lieut, 
Maynard. who was driving the plane, 

Lieut..Wood was killed instantly and 
his biriy-badly mangled. . 

Lieut. -Maynard died on the fray' to 
the hospital. . . 

Mechanic Beyette lived only a few 
moments after he was taken to tho 
hcJ!;pital. 

The plane in whicl the four men 
-rode to their fate was totally v/ recked 
and immediately burned by the man- 
agement of the circus. 

Attempt Final Nose Dive. 

The three flyers had been up about 
20 minutes when the accident occur- 
red. Finding the plane working beau- 
tifully, according to the circus man- 
ager, "they decided to .attempt a nose- 
dive before alighting, but they were 
too close to the ground. Trembly said. 

The Avro machine with the three 
airmen soared to a height of about 
3000 feet. It went like a great bird, 
its wings shining in the sun like sheets 
of silver. 

■ Then a, graceful, gliding, sinuous 
descent began. The machine moved 
dowcwaSd, at first slowly, then gained 
Kpeed atid finally was righted by the 
pilot wlio turned his air vehicle, first 
from 50uUi to north, then from east to 
west, 

Machine In Earthward Plunge. > 

Again a graceful descent began. This 
time it was done in a series o[ glides, 
sort of air steps. 

When the plane had got down to an 
altitude of about 800 feet It was turn- 
ed nose downward for the final drop 
to earth. . 

For the fraction of a second the 
beautiful mechanical bird hung sus- 
pended and seemed to flutter in the 
September breeze. 

Then down it catapulted, rushing 
earthward at terrilic speed. 

There was no stopping this fearful 
descent. The plane struclc the ground 
with a crash ,a plop, rent into a thou- 
sand pieces of fabric, metal, wood and 
sizzling engine material. 

Underneath it all were the bodies 
Of the airmen— one dead, two. dying, 
Maynard Was to Speak Here. 

"Tho Flying P:irson,".as he is known, 
internationally, flew to Rutland from 
Lynn, Mass., last Sunday, He was a 
Baptist minister and was to have 
preached at the prayer meeting of the 
local Baptist .chiirch last night. Ho is 
survived by his wife and four chHdren, 
all of New York, and his father, Rev. 
Frank Maynard of Wallace, N. C., 
where the body was sent early this 
morning. 

A delegation from Rutland post, 
American Legion, escorted the body to 
tho train. 

LSesit. Wood was 3G years of age. 

His home was in Chicago where his 
parents. Rev. and Mrs. Lyman Wood, 
live. Of late Lieut. Wood had made 
his home in Ticonderoga, 
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Mechanician, Beyette was. 22 years 
old and the soii of .Frank Beyette of 
Shoreham. He hj.s been Lieut. 
Wood'a mechanician for several 
months. His body will be taltea to 
, Shoreham today: 

Gov. Hartncss Arrives.

,Hess and party, escorted by a troop 
of the Third United States cavalry

tion. 

.Late in the afternoon, after viewing 
the races, and the parade of ISO prize 
cattle, Gov, Hartuesa and bis party 
left the grounds in automobiles which 
stopped for them on the track op- 
posite the main entrance to the grand 
stand. ' 

Governor -Promenades Grounds. 

The governor and bis newly ap- 
pointed secretary ot civil- and mili- 
tary affairs. Col. B. W, Gibson ot 
Brattlehoro, together with other mili- 
tary men, occupied one car, and Maj. 
Leonard F, ' Wing of this city, com 
mander of the first Vermont battalion, 
and Mrs, Wing, with other officers, 
utilized. the second machine. 

Bx-Lient: Gov,' Mason -S. Stone of 
Montpeller and Bert L. Stafford of 
the city were also of the governor's 
party. 

■ Early in the afternoon the Hart- 
nesa party made a leisurely ' tour of 
the grounds taking cognizance of the 
concessions -which had been ordered 
closed on Wednesday. Neither the 
governor nor any member of his staff 
appeared to pay particular attention 
to any one ol the so-called games of 
"chance." 

During the entire day and evening 
a great throng of people coursed to 
and fro on tho midway and packed 
the grandstand to its capacity. A 
veritable sea of car tops blotted out 
every vestige ot green on the oval 
Automobiles filled every available 
inch of space near tho grounds.'

GIoijHng over its toll of three human 
UvesCenuffed oat in an airplane acci- 
dent' earlier in the rtay, Death again 
stallced through the upper air reaches 
at the Rutland lair yesterday after- 
noon, claiming for its fourth victiifi. 
"Daredevil" Smith, Boston parachiita 
jumper. 

Smith, aged 43, an expert hallooqist 
of 10 year's experience, pluugecl SOO 
feet to the grcuud when his third and 
Tuial parachute . failed to open as ho 
was executing a triple parachute drop, 
on his second ascension oC the day. 
Every Bone is Broken. 
Thousands saw him fall, hundreds 
discerned his frantic, mid-air efforts 
to open his tangled canvas envelope, 
and several actually saw him strike 
the ground, with sufficient force to 
drive his logs up into his torso and 'to 
break practically every bone in liia 
body. . , 

So far as external evidence w,?nt. 
Smith apparently was unaf£q(;ted.'j;i)y 
the airplane ,, fatality. Tlirea other 
aerial experts had met their death, but 
probably carelcssne,gs was involved, 
and as tor him-rwell, his time had 
not come. ^^m.^^^^ — ^^-r-:^ — 
. Made One Safe Ascension. 
His first ascension of the afternoon 
had' been made without mishap. Be- 
sides the air wasi ideal for ballooning, 
so calm that the, cheers of the crowd 
i had easily reached bis ears as he drift- 
ed lazily back to earth in Ms lono 
parachute. Surely, he reasoned, Rut- 
land possessed no air jinx, and - his 
multiple drop — always dangerous— 
would be completed in. safety. 
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TTet it was with unusual care that 
he superintended tlie preparation, ot 
each ol his three 'chutes. The 20 or ■ 
30 foot expanse of canvas was gone 
over, as were the ropes connocting 
it with the two-foot wooden, hoop he- 
low. 

Then each o£ the 'chutes were fold- 
ed into a compact bundle, some two. 
feet wide and about eight inches 
deep. Next they were placed, one 
above the other, and the three loops 
lashed together, with a ; safety "^belt 
below the bottom 'cliute, which Smith 
was to "ride." Everything was ready 
and the huge hot-air bag tugged at ita 
guy ropes. , ' 

Waves Get-away Signal. 
■ With no moro concern than the av< 
erage person would show In entering 
a motor car, Smith stepped through 
the thongs of tlie safety belt and wav- 
ed his hand as a signal for Ms assist- 
ants to drop the restraining ropes. /A 
moment latci; he shot into the air he- 
ncath the liberated balloon. "Up, up he 
went, until the figure silhouetted 
against the sliy as it dangled beneath . 
the careening air-bag seemed scarce- ', 
ly larger than a baby. 

Pulls Cut-a-way Cord--. 
When Smith had gained a height of 
about 3500 feet, he reached carefully 
upward and pulled the cut-a-way cord. 
A small steel Made severed the rope 
holding man and parachutes to the 
balloon. Down they dropped, for ap- 
proximately 300 feet, when the top- 
most chute opened. Hardly had it 
unfolded when Smith again tugged, at 
the cut-a-way cord. 

Do\vii he rushed for another 300 feet, 
when the second 'chute opened" to 
check Ms descent. ; 

Again his hand reached upward — 
the last time it was over to grasp a. 
cut-a-way cord. 

As he pulled the third shining steel 
hladc bit its way through the support-' 
ing rope, and Smith once more jdunged 
downward, with hut one 'chute remaia-. 
ing to halt his , descent. 

Last Parachute Fails Him. 
Down he came for 300 feet, the dis- 
tance in which a 'chute usually opens. 
But this 'chute— on which he had plac- 
ed his greatest dependence, — failed 
him. ■ Smith was seen to tug desperate- 
ly at the ropt ; in an -attempt to untan- 
gle the envelope. For a moment it 
seemed that ho was about to succeed. 
.A gust ot air bellied out one side of 
the 'chute, then the latter collapsed, 
and Smith plunged plummet-like to 
the ground. 

Falls in Swampy Spot. 
He fell in a swampy spot on the 
premises of A. D. Decker, on the east 
side- of South" Main street, near the 
fair grounds. 

His body was dri-ven deep into ttifl 
i soft soil and barely missod' striliing^

Those at the meeting incUuled Presi- 
dent Will Li. Davis; Vice PreKitletits 
■WilHam R. Busli of Benson and John 
H. Dugaii ot this city and Trus- 
teoK James C, Dunn and li^rank M. 
Wilson together with General Super- 
intendent David A. Barivcr and James 
E. Creed who is in charge of the 
grounds. It was announced later that 
the improvements would include tlie 
installation of concrete floors ia the 
boxes in front of the stands and the 
moving of the hand, stand in. front of 
the grand stand across tile track 
where all the vaudevillo and concerts 
will he conducted. 

The construction of tho new automo- 
bile and manufacturers' building is 
possibly one of tho bis.gest things to 
be undertaken l>y the association 
this ,vear and it tlie present plans are 
carried out the building, whieli will 
he of one slory, will be big enough to 
care of many exhibits and it will be 
constructed along permanent lines. It 
is planned to lease tho building for 
automobile storage the year around, 
many of the structures having been 
used by local dealers during the past 
year for antouiobilc storage. 

The cattle exhibit has outgrown the 
six big cattle barns whicit are located 
at the southwest end ot tho enclosure. 
One, or possible more, barns ''iQ by 75 
feet in sisje, will he built in the same 
locality and the show ring will he 
moved down into the small "cut," lhc 
banks ot which will furnish a natural 
grand stand for the spectators. 

Another improvement at this end of 
the ground will be the roconslruction 
of the duck pond and pen and the 
cages ivhich havt; boused the fancy 
birds and other exhibits in this sec- 
tion. 



The officialK were all of lhc opinion 
that the pl;itform.=; which have been 
used tor band concerts duriiig thu 
fair should be moved to the south side 
of the track, thus making all the 
spaco in front of the stands a grass 
plot. This will mean that all the 
vaudeville will take place on the oval 
side of the track. The flooring of the 
boxes, being exposed to tho weather, 
has rotted badly aud the officials have 
decided to put concrete floors in all 
them. There will also \sa a new orna- 
mental fence in front of the grand 
stands. 

On the big days of the fair last 
year Ihevn was considerable auto- 
mobile coniesLion and tho olfieials will 
plan an emergency opening for ma- 
chines. This will be just north ot the 
horse barns on the southeast side 
of lbs grounds and there will be an 
opening directly into the oval. This 
will take t>Trc of' hundreds ot ma- 
chines rapidly and will eliminate the 
traffic through ;hfl midway crowds.

Barker has an attractive lot ot 
horses. W. W. Scott and Noyes, who 
in the past two years have been largo 
prize winners, will also show this 
year and already they are shaping 
a number of fine show horses. It Is 
expected that within a few days it 
will be deSlnltely known whether or 
not Honi?r Davenport's Arabian 
horses will be here again this year. 
A few days ago Mr. Davenport's 
agent was in the city, trying to make 
arrangements whereby the Arabians 
would be shown here again.

How About A Trip To The Farm Museum? 



By YVONNE DALEY 

RUTLAND — If you want to learn a lot about the 
history of farming, unique inventions and ways that 
man has used machinery to help him through the 
years, the place to go is the Farm Museum at the Ver- 
mont State Fair. 

And, if you're lucky, maybe you can get Archibald 
Todd, superintendent of the Farm Museum, or one of 
the other Farm Museum historians, to give you a grand 
tour. 

Todd, from Mendon, is a wealth of information and is 
filled with anecdotes garnered from 75 years of obser- 
vation. 

"People had to be clever in the old days. They say 
we've progressed a lot ... I doubt it very much," he 
said as he explained the uses of various farming, 
household and travel machinery exhibited in two 
buildingsonthefairgrounds. 

Most of the items came as gifts from Vermonters, 
such as the grindstones and knives and other tools that 
were donated by Julia Blake and Helen Miner, now 
deceased. Their father was one of two wagon builders 
in Rutland prior to 1850, He had a shop on Pine Street, 
and many of his tools were "just lying around," Todd 
said, '"til two or three years ago when we got them." 

Here, you can see pleasure sleighs and work sleds. 
The first, fancy contraptions with nicely upholstered 
, seats are more impressive than the ones at the 
Shelburne Museum, Todd said, especially one pre-1900 
sleigh. 

There are hand-powered horse clippers, buckboards, 
wheelwright's tools, two-wheeled sulkies that came 
from Sudbury and an incredible array of cultivating 
tools and horse-, sheep- and even goat-powered 
machines. 

The real "gem" of the collection, Todd said, is a 
threshing machine that came from the home of Hugh 
BromleyofMiddletownSprings. 

The museum has a rare Eureka mower, flail and 
mowing machines and a large collection of craft- 



sman's tools, all donated by Rutland resident Jane 
Anderson. 

Fascinating are the early washing machines, laun- 
dry agitator and two-tub clothes washer, the hand wr- 
inger and the Saturday-night bath tub — all solid 
remmders of how much easier house work has become. 

Cider presses, ice block saws, cattle scales and 
stump pullers attest to the ingenuity of the old-time 
farmer. 

At the Farm Museum you can see how these 
farmers, self-sufficient folk, improvised and invented 
ways of doihg difficult tasks. 

The hows of clearuig land, sawing ice in winter for 
summer, cutting hay, root and corn crops for animals, 
preserving food and cultivating fields are all here to 
see at the Farm Museum. 

"We're quite proud of this collection, " Todd said. 

"How valuable is it? 1 don't know. We got it all for 
nothing, but I'd hate to have to replace it. I think it 
would be impossible to replace all this." 

"This equipment tells you a lot about what we were 
like," Todd remarked, pointing to the side-hill plows, 
the wood-frame plows and horse-drawn cultivators. 

"We were clever, mgenious people, used our heads 
and backs together, not against each other. All these 
subsidies now, man doesn't have to be too clever to get 
out of working. I think we're gomg backward." 

Wood water pipes found m Shrewsbury in 1979, but 
dating back more than a century, suggest that the 
cleverness of which Todd spoke was a way of life in a 
simpler yet in some ways more complicated time. 

"Each year Uiis attraction gets more popular," Todd 
said. Outside the museum, steam-powered engines 
were running, and Dick Pratt from Clarendon and Paul 
Whittemore of Rutland were making constant ad- 
jiKtments to keep the machines running smoothly. 

History is on display, and you have the chance for the 
next week to look into your past at the Vermont State 
Fair's Farm Museum. 
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UULES FOR JIILKING. 

A writci" in the Maine Farmer gives tho' 
following rules for milking cows ; 

"Having milked more or less, every sea- 
son, since I was a a 'wee-bit" of a boy, and 
having seen it done so poorly as to injure 
the cow, I propose to give a few rules for it 
whicli I iiavc learned from my own and oth- 
ers' expedience. They arc, 

1. Have a good stool to sit on. 

2. Have all your finger nailsfpal red 
short and smooth. 

3. Sit down and clean the bag, and wot 
the teats with the tirst stream of milk. 

4. Then sot the pail under, and milt as 
fast as YOU can conveniently — the faster, 
the better. A cow will give more mdk 
when milked fast then when milkcLl slow. 

5. Miik as thoiich the teats were full 

to the last, otherwise it makes them long to 
'strip' in a little wldle 

6. Never scold or strike a cow for run- 
ning about the yard or kicking. It gen- 
erally docs more harm tlian good. 

7. If she runs about, have patience — 
talk kindly to her — and tie ber up as a last 
resort, till she is not afraid. 

8. If she kicks, sit forward far enough 
for your knee to come forvrard of her leg, 
and she cannot easily hurt you or spill the 
milk. 

9 If slio switches you witli her tail, in 
'fly time,' fasten it by parting tho liair and 
tying it round her leg. Use a string if 
the hair is not long enough. 

IQ. If she holds up her milk, hatt with 
your 1 100 hands. What else does a cdf 
biiM for, but to make the mother giye the 
luilk down. ' .' ' .

Two new horse stable barns being made ready for the Fair. The barns 
contained twenty-Two (22) box stalls and are located in the area of 
the Southeast corner of the grounds. 

May 4> 1911 - 

The large depression in the oval is being filled with 100 loads of 
ashes and any other kind of refuse estimated to be at least 2 to 3 
thousand loads and is to be leveled off with soil from earth to tae 
removed from brook banks while creating an artificial lake. 

May 25, 1911 - 

The oval depression project is being carried on in timely fashion. 
June 22, 1911 - 

Six new cattle barns are to be erected during the summer and will be 
located in the Southwest corner area of the grounds. Plans are also 
being made to build a Floral and Convention Center. 

July 6, 1911 - 

Plans are still being made for the building of Convention Center. 
July 20, 1911 - 

More new cattle barns and a new fish and game building to be built 
on Riverside Drive. 

August 31, 1911 - 

Starting to decorate Floral Hall for the Fair. Also, a new loading 
dock is being built at railroad siding on West fence ].ine; to be 
300 feet long and 10 railroad cars can be unloaded at one time. New 
gates and fencing will finish the job. 

September 7, 1911 - 

Charles Morok, a pilot, has a show at the Fair with his Curtis bi- 
plane with all kinds of acts and fireworks. 

January 11, 1912 - 

At the Annual Meeting it was made known that the Grandstand had been 
completed and was completely paid for. Additional plans were being 
made for the Convention Hall. 

April 18, 1912 - 

Still filling and leveling the large depression in the oval. 
July 24, 1913 - 

Work has begun on a new machinery exhibit building and another fish 
and game building on the Park Street side of the Fairgrounds.

The annual race meeting of the ^'er- 
mont Road ar.d Trotting Horse Breed- 
ers,' association will open iu this city one 
week from next Tuesday. The list of 
purses aud entries assures exciting con- 
tests, and tlie only question has been re- 
gatding tlie track and the weather. The 
latter is alw.iys an uncertainty, but the 
new llutlaud tr.ack is done, aud it is a 
good one. 

The GO-foot-wide Stretch will allow 10 
horses to score abreast, and the grand- 
stand sits so high in its new position 
that uothiug but enthusiasm will call 
spectators to their feet. Bleachers aud 
a plank walk are now being built down 
ia front of the grandstand proper. 
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Notwithstanding the frefniency oi 
receut raius the track is iu excclieut 
couditiou already. It is all dried out 
excepting a little place at the upper end, 
and that is improving every hour. A 
little dressing is being done daily, as 
driving develops trilling imperfections, 
but by the last week in the month the 
best half-mile track iu Kew England will 
be iu the pink of condition. 

There is a fall of nine inches from the 
head to the foot of the home stretch. 
Then around a splendid turu to its cen- 
ter there is a rise of 14 inches. Grade 
is m iiutainod until into ttiebaek stretch. 
Here is a straightaway sweep of 620 
feet in which there is a rise of three 
inches. Then around iuto the center of 
the upper turn there is another grade of 
14 inches, and then an 11-inch rise to the 
top of the home stretch, where the fall 
begins. The outside of the home 
stretch is 14 inches higher than the pole, 
assuring escelleut drainage. The track 
will be fenced on both sides by a 3j.,'- 
foot fence. 

Beiug all "made" land, the track cau- 
not help being fast. Contractor De- 
, laney says it is the fastest one he ever 
built. At any rate the turns and the 
stretches appear to be pei-fect and liorso- 
men look for record breaking w-hen the ^ 
ilniahlng touches have been put to the 
surface.

He 
turned the new track in 2.2t;3:i yester- 
day and will go around it to beat 2.25 at 
y o'clock this afternoon. 

Next in the string comes Kesolute 
2.22. This is a eliostnut gelding, by 
Aristos, that is well known throughout 
Eutlaiid county, his home being in 
Brandon. He has started three times 
this year aud has won two races out of 
the three.

Vermont State Fairgrounds In Rutland Works 
On Upgrades, Adds Three New Annual Events 




Improvements to the grounds, managed by the Rutland County Agricultural Society, include 
new restrooms, a refreshed office building and a new stage for a lotal of about $135,000.

People traveling by the Vermont State Fair- 
grounds at 175 South Main Street in Rutland 
this summer no doubt noticed hea\y equipment 
ripping up pavement and grass in front of the 
east entrance. 

Mter the dust settled, these same passersby 
could see fresh paving and turf at the parcel's 
traditional main gate. 

These improvements are part of an ongoing 
campaign to upgrade the grounds, says Richard 
Rivers, general manager and president of the 
Rutland County Agricultural Societ}', doing 
business as the Vermont State Fair. "We tore up 
old pavement and laid do™ new pavement at 
the front area, and put new windows and doors 
in the office building. 

The front gates are being sandblasted and 
painted. We're replacing old-style globe lights 
on top of the pillars of the front entrance. It'll 
look pretty much like it did traditionally," Riv- 
ers said. Other pacing is taking place on the 
midway area. 

A new restroom building is going up on the 
Park Street side of the grounds, completely re- 
placing the old structure. It's all new, including 
the connection to city water and sewer lines. 
All the other restrooms throughout the grounds 
havebeencleaned and repainted thisyear; over 
the ne.Kt three years, all the restrooms will be 
re-done.Riversoutlinedphysicalimprovements 
to the facility, noting that, including the work 
on the front gate, the grounds would receive 
approximately $135,000 in improvements in 



Electricity throughout the fairgrounds is 
being upgraded. By next year, there mil be new 
lighting in the infield in front of the grandstand . 
Elimination of overhead wiring will open the way 
for new use possibihties, including a proposed 
balloon festival. 

The tower on the stage will come down, 
and a portable, modern stage will serve the 
performers better More seating will add to 
the spectator capacity. The Beer Garden has 
moved. This year, it will be in 'Promise Land," 
where the bingo tent pre\iously stood, west of 
the Mount St. Joseph sausage stand. 

Clearing has begun on a wooded area behind 
Hannaford's and the Mandigo arena. Purchased 
some 10 years ago, the eight-acre parcel '^J'^11 
be stumped and filled within two years" and 
used for parking and camping. Six acres are 
cleared now. 

Three new annual events have been added 
to the fairgrounds use. Rivers said. T\vo rec- 
reational camper clubs, similar to the widely 
known Good Sams Club, will set up on the 
grounds on x\ugust, and there will be an ad- 
ditional tool sale added to the one that took 
place last year 



The biggest change in the anticipated event 
line-up is automotive racing, now in the plan- 
nmgandpermittingchanges."lexpectitto bring 
a lot of revenue to Rutland," Rivers said. 

Livestock exhibits have been growing at the 
fair itself. Rivers said. Organizers for the goat 
show, which will be an open youth show this 
year, are predicting a record turnout. Sheep 
participation is growing and so is the number 
of 4-H horse projects expected in the fair. 

"We'll use the horse barn along Route 7. 

We've added more than 50 rabbits to the rabbit 
show. Our adult cattle numbers are growing 
too; w'e're looking for alternate areas to house 
cattle," Rivers enumerated growth areas for 
the 2005 displays. ' 

As the fairgrounds continues to upgrade, 
Rivers said he has also received a lot of public 
comment on how clean the fairgrounds have 
become. 

Changes are taking place too in the 4-H 
building, getting ready to celebrate its 7bth 
anniversary in 2006. Parents, leaders, and 4-H 
youth have been working to begin a rework of 
the structure. 

Originally called the Vermont State Building, 
the structure was erected at a cost of S20,000 
by 'The Rutland Fair," and was intended to be 
used "entirely for Educational purposes." It was 
to house "all activities of the U.S. Government, 
State of Vermont, and Boys and Girls' 4-H Clubs". 
Initial plans called for two demonstration and 
lecture rooms, each 25'x50', one at each end 
of the building and extending the full width, 
connected by a 17-foot-wide balcony which 
would contain booths from club "work depart- 
ments." 

The ground floorw^ld be devoted to exhibits 
by the state of Vermont forestry, agriculture, 
markets, roads, and motor vehicles, as well as 
"other departments yet to be heard from," ac- 
cording to the 1930 premium list, which showed 
a line drawing of the planned structure. 

This year's re-working re-arranges displays 
for better traffic flow, says University of Ver- 
mont Extension 4-H educator Rita Charlton. 
Educational material will be on the ground 
floor this year. Eating space for those who buy 
food from the 4-H kitchen will be moved to 
the building's front lawn, shielded from the 
elements by umbrellas. 

Demonstrations and public speaking com- 
petitions will also take place outdoors unless 
it's raining. 

There have been lots of changes at the fair- 
grounds, and there are more to come as the 
organizational plan develops. □

Charles G. Noyes of Adams street, 
local contractor who has erected 
other fair . tuildings, was given the 
contract tor the new struLture, He 
assured tlie fair oHicials that the 
exhibition hall would he completed 
in - sufficient time to allow the mer- 
chants and manufacturers to ar- 
range their showings before the 
opening of this season's fair on La- 
bor " Day, September 7, 

The new: structure ■will be similar 
to. the one destroyed by fire. How 
.ever, a" number of changes have 
been made in the plans %vhich are 
expected to add to the convenience 
■and-beauty. At the entrance on the 
west and the south side, colonial 
type, porches will be incorporated. 
These entrances will he cbionaded in 
a manner similar to that with 
which' the design o£ the Boys' and 
Girls; building" is' marked.

Spellman' told 
him that he (Spellman) had become 
excited as the aircraft started on tho 
lurn and had seized one of the wires 
controlling -the ailerons. 

Charles , 'Schmitt declared that 
no person . was , in a posi- 
tion to know what caused the accident. 
"There are a, lot of. rumors," said he. 
"It is doubtful -A'hether any of them 
come from people -^vho know." It is 
said that,. in an ante-mortem conversa- 
tion between Charles Schmitt and his 
brother, George, the latter absolved 
Spellman from responsibility for the 
accident,- declaring that he himself 
was ignorant of its cause. 
Schmitt Was Born in New York and 
Was.21 Years Old. 

George Schmitt was- born in New 
York and was 21 years of age. After 
residing in- New York seven years, he 
moved to this city and attended t'ae 
l.ubllc schools, being a 'pupil at the 
llutland" high school for- three years 
before spending a year at an electrjcal 
college 'in New York. Several years 
ago ho and his brother, Charles, con- 
structed a wireless outfit, and they 
engaged in other amateur mechanical 
work. George took up aviation three 
years ago, exijerimenting first v/itli a 
glider- of his- 'own construction, and 
later purchasing a Curtis biplane. 
The Red Devil was a biplane of his 
own construction, and he had flown it 
suocessfuny throughout South Ameri- 
ca and In various parts .of this coun- 
try during the last- IS months. He 
was a member of ' the. Thor-Schmltt 
Aviation company, whlcik had head- 
quarters In New York. 

J. Dyer Spellman, 22 years of age, 
Is a graduate of the Rutland high 
school. He was admitted to tha bar 
at the age ot 21, and since that time 
has been active in law practice. He 
served as judge of City cOurt during 
the absence of Judge F. G. Swinnerton. 

Scores of people called at the hos- 
pital to Inouiro for the victims 
of tha accident, both of whojn 
have for some time been among the 
roost popular young men in the city.'

Flooring, of New Fairgrounds 
Structure Half Donc^ President 
Davis Says. 

Pounns of conci-ctc on the floor 
space for the new steel and concrete 
grandstand at the lairgrounds, -which 
wiU replace the 30-year-old structure 
destroyed by fire June 17. has been j 
■ onc-liaU completed, according to Will 
L. Davis, president-treasurer of the 
nuUand County, Agricultural society. 

Davis stated that the contractor, 
Charles G. Noyes of this city, has com- 
pleted the purchase of all steel, cc- 
.ment and lumber to be used on the 
i new structure through Eutland iirms 
I and that all laborers employed on the 
1 job arc Rutland residents. 
I Davis, expressing saUsfaction at the 
progress of the work to date, declared 
that he "lelt certain" tlic new grand- 1 
stand would bo completed by Septcm- 1 
ber 1, While threat of rain yesterday 
and Wednesday temporarily slowed 
the concrete pouring, he stated that, 
should the construction work fall be- 
hind schedule, extra shifts of work- 
men will be employed on the job. 
Conduits Underground. 
In addition to the plans for the 
sti-ucturo previously announced, 
which include steel beams, rafters and 
girders and a concrete floor, Davis 
stated that the large electric cables 
will be laid ia underground conduits 
going into the grandstand instead of 
on poles. 

Consequently, he said, all heavy 
wiring will be out of sight and the 
potential hazai'd of exposed wires will 
be removed. Ia addition, all water, 
sewer and gas lines arc to be carried 
in conduits. Wires to service the elec- 
tric lights on the inside of the track 
will also be carried m underground 
conduits, Davis said. 

The new grandstand,, 352 feet long 
and 55 feet deep, will be slightly short- 
er than the old one but will be 15 feet 
deeper providing lor six or seven ad- 
ditional rows o£ seats running the 
entire length of tlie stand. Other 
special features of the epw structure 
will include the placing of the trans- 
former in a special vault in the grand- 
stand, properly-equipped rest rooms 
for men and women, and a grand- 
stand roof which will overhang 12 
feet beyond the rows of seats in front 
and 23 feet at the rear.

Rush Reconstruction i 
Work on Grandstand at

With a month and a half left to re- 
pair damage done by flood, hurricane 
and fire at the Rutland fairgrounds, 
officials of the Sutland Agricultural 
society now have their work well 
planned for completion -well before 
the opening of the annual event, the 
first week in September. 

Three cars ol steel for construction 
work on. the new grand stand, de- 
stroyed by fire, have arrived and the 
supports are being prepared for erec- 
tion. President Will L. Davis expects 
this part of the construction to go up 
within 10 days and sooner if the 
fourth car ordered arrives. 
I All concrete to' be used in the con- 
struction of the new stand has been 
poured, piers have all been put in, 
boxes ai'C about half done and side- 
walks in front of the structure arc 
completed. 

Although the stands are shorter in 
length, they look more massive, 
Davis said, pointing to the concrete 
used and the iron pipe railings which 
replace the wood of the .old stands. ' 
Additional seating space is provided 
by the additional 15-foot depth ex- , 
tending into the midway. 

The same number of boxes, 38, will 
bo provided as in previous years. 
I Seating capacity in the new stand is 
just over 4000 and with the bleachers 
in front and outside, Davis says the 
' fair association will be able to seat 
7000 persons. Previously about 6800 
persons could be seated. 
I Davis said that all water, gas and 
electric lines have been placed under- 
|l ground in conduits, while formerly 
1 these lines were strung and laid across 
I the grounds. 

The hurricane of last fall blew down, 
practically all of the wiring on the 
grounds. To save expense of restring- ' 
ing then and repairs this- fall these 
wires were roDed i;p and placed un- 
der the grandstand only to be destroy- 
ed by fire, Davis stated. Because of 
the fire and hurricane the society this 
summer has had to string three and 
one-half miles of wire, | 

Work has been completed on the 
laying of a chain linlc steel fence 500 
feet long and eight feet high on the 
south side of the grounds replacing 
fence which was partially blown down 
last September. The society has also 
had to shore up with plaiili 75 feet 
along the banks of the Ijrook, eroded : 
by September and spring washouts, [ 
Also completed is the laying of new 
sills and floors in barn Ko. 5, one of 
the stables for race horses.

buildings were crammed last nigh; 
with articles of every description, the 
seven cattle buildings were filled 
with blooded atiimals and, in spile 
of the commodious accommodations, 
there already was an overllow. 

The midway, where the World of 
Mirth shows will hold forth, was 
rapidly assuming the appearance of a 
tented village yesterday and every- 
thing will be in readiness foi the hig 
Labor Day crowd expected this af- 
ternoon to witness the four-event 
horse racing card, sec the 10 acts of 
vaudeville, mingle wiUi the holiday 
merrymalters and witness the fire- 
works and night musical revue, 
which, as usual, will climax each 
day's program. 

Today's racing card comprises "lie 
2:17 trot, 2:18 pace, 2:14 stake pace 
and 2:12 stake trot and some of tlie 
best known horses in these classer; 
will he seen on the track. The raciui; 
purses for the week total more than 
510,000. 

Although the exposition does not 
officially open until this morning, the 
grounds had the appearance yester- 
day afternoon of a fair in lull swin,-,' 
as thousands of men, women and 
children, all admitted free, poured 
through the gates to witness the 
busy spectacle. There were many 
joh seekers among the visitors to the 
grounds, eating establishments, es- 
pecially, being hesieged by youiij? 
people looking for an opportunity t:; 
earn a few dollars during the week. 

The sounds of hammers and saws 
and. the shouting, of men hauling 
ropes as they raised tents added to 
the carnival atmosphere of the scene. 
The main arteries of travel througli 
the grounds have been oiled and 
rolled but there was dust neverthe- 
less in some quarters.

The" center of interest was the re- 
cently-finished concrete and steel 
grandstand, glistening with its coat- 
ing of aluminum paint. Standing on 
the site of the old structure, the new 
stand seats 7O0O persons. It is entire- 
ly different in arrangement, however, 
the aim in building it being to "place 
every seat . so Oiat it commands a 
good view of the vaudeville platform, 
the management states. A new fea- 
ture is the covered promenade on 
the north side oj the , stand which 
will provide slielter for- hundreds of 
persons in case of rain. There are 
concessions along this wall:. 

But the new facilities for seating 
the fair visitors did not hy any 
means draw all of the visitors yester- 
day. An elephant placidly munching 
hay and flapping its great ears, drew 
hundreds of little folk. Hundreds of 
others were attracted by the dogs, 
poultry, other pet stock and cattle.' 
. ''Let's see that cow get a haircut," 
a'. small boy 'cried as' he saw an at- 
tendant-clipping a bovine with elec- 
trically operated shears.. That was the 
signal "for a rush -to the cattle sheds 
where prize animals of many breeds 
are to be' found. 

Their cattle made comfortable in 
the stalls assigned to them, several 
at the cowhands set up small radios 
and listened to the war news coming 
over the air. 



More than $70,000 was spent by the 
fair association in malting, improve- 
ments on the grounds tliis year, ac- 
cording to Will L. Davis, association 
president. Patrons will sec, 'besides

. to Replace Wood Building 
Destroyed by Fire. 

linprovenients Planned 

;More Seats Near Stage to Be 
; Provided; Concrete Walks 
Arranged. 



• Pouring of concrete will fee begun 
■at the fairgrounds this morning ior 
the supports of the steel pillars lor 
a grandstand to tzke the place ol 
the 30-year-old structure which was 
destroyed, by fire on June 17, with 
a loss of $35,000. 

The now structure, to be composed 
of concrete and steel with the ex- 
. ception'of the wooden seats and steps, 
and other improvements which are 
contemplated at the grounds this 
•season, will cost $70,000, Will L, 
Davis, president-treasurer of the Eut- 
land County Agricultural society, 
stated yesterday. 

■ ■ Besides this outlay, the fair associ- 
ation will pay $20,000 in wages, most- 
ly to Rutland residents during the 
summer and during fair week, Davis 
stated. 

At a meeting held Saturday, after 
a busy weeii spent in considering 
■various materials and estimates, the 
■trustees of the fair association,, in- 
structed Davis to sign a contract'for 
the stand and to proceed at once with 
the erection of it. Henry G. Smith 
and Carleton Wilson, both trustees, 
were named as an advisory commit- 
tee to worlc with the president in the 
building of the stand as well as in 
other improvements to be- made at 
the grounds. ' 

The contract was let to Charles G. 
Noyes of this eity, 'who will "hire 
local labor, Davis stated. Payson E. 
"Webber of Rutland was the consult- 
ing architect. The officers of the

The n'ew grandstand will be 352 feet 
long and '55 ■ leot deep. This will 
maice the structure a little shorter 
than the old one but it will be 15 feet 
deeper and there will be six or seven 
additional rows of seats running the 
entire lengtli of the stand. 

The total seating capacity, with the 
bleachers, will be 7000 which is about 
the same as before the fire. The 
shorter, deeper stand will bring spec- 
tators nearer the stage shows -and 
other attractions in front of the' stand, 
the officers explain. 

The beams, rafters, girders and 
columns of the" new stand will be of 
steel and the floors of- concrete. There 
also will be a concrete walit, six feet 
wide, along the front of the stand, 
outside, and a 15 -foot concrete ■w;allc in 
the rear, ■ close to the building and 
paralleling the' midway. This will 
be covered by an o'verhang of the 
stand. 

. The rafters will be supported by IB- 
inch I-beams and the roof will be cov- 
ered with improved corrugated 
material, pl fire-proof and waterproof 
covering made of asbestos and cement 
and it will be pure white. 

The roof will overhang. 12 feet be- 
yond the rows of seats in front and 
23 feet at the rear. The exterior walls 
will be covered \vith copper-bearing 
galvanized steel, resembling double 
siding or clapboards. The ceilings of 
the booths under the grandstand will 
be of plasterboard, a fire proof mater- 
ial, and the sidewalls -will be of steel. 

The steps^ in the :Stand ■will -be sup- 
ported by steel beams and columns. 
There will be six steel fire walls un- 
der the seats so that about the only 
wood used in the construction of the 
stand will be in the- seats and steps, 
President Davis stated, - ' ,

In addition to building the new 
structure to furnish seating accom- 
modations for fair crowds, the as- 
sociation officials will be obliged to 
repair the judges' stand, vaudeville 
stage and bandstand, all of which 
were badly blistered during the fire. 

The bleachers and fences in front 
of the stand will.be replaced. 

"While arrangements were being 
made for replacing the burned stand, 
other improvements have been un- 
derway at the . grounds. Not least 
among these is the resurfacing of 
portions of the race track, about 600 
loads of clay having been brought 
from Benson, a round-trip of 32 
miles, for the purpose. The fair as- 
sociation will spend about $1000 on 
the track -under the supervision of 
Race Secretary G. "W. Rublee, the 
president stated. 

One of the large horse barns has 
been taken down and reset' with new 
underpinning and new- two-inch 
plank floors. 

The association has bought 500 
feet of chain link steel fencing for 

use on the south side of the enclos- 
ure. 

. President Davis stated that all of 
the improvements, including the 
building of the new grandstand, will 
be completed in time for the opening 
of the -fair on September 4.

While trustees of the Kutland 
County Agricultural society were 
meeting yesterday afternooa to dis- 
cuss" plans for replacing the grand- 
stand' at the fairgrounds, .destroyed 
by fire Saturday night, Francis Hegan 
oi I\Iontpelier, deputy state fire mar- 
shal, started' an investigation as to 
the cause of the $35,000 blaze. 

The deputy- marshal ^allccd with 
firemen, employes of the fair, associa- 
, tion and persons living on Park 
street which borders the grouads cn 
the north , but his inquiry l^i not 
reached a stase last night where he 
was able to malce a statement as to 
the cause of the fire; ■ whether he 
believed it was set intentionally or 
resulted from carelessness or an acci- 
dent. • ■ ' 

. The trustees did not reach an agrce- 
, ment as "to ' the type ' of grandstand 
i that will be -erected to take the place 
of the burned "structure. It is prob- 
, able that there will be another mect- 
!"ing either today or tomorrow. . 

Those present at the meeting were 
i Will L, Davis, association president, 
I Henry G. Smith, 'Carle ton Wilson, 
George E.,L. Badlam, James C. Dunn 
and Carl W. Olney,. secretary. 
Debate Type of Structure. 
As tlie 1939 fair begins oh Septem- 
ber 4, tlie time element as well as 
the cost must be considered in taking 
steps for the erection of a new grand- 
stand, President Davis stated. He 
said, however, that many improve- 
ments over the old stand will be in- 
corporated in whatever type of struc- 
ture It is decided to build. 

A modern concrete and steel grand- 
stand was given consideration at yes- 
terday's meeting .and it wag learned 
that such a stand would cost $125,00.0. 
Serious doubt was expressed by those 
present whether euch a structure 
could bo completed in 'time lor the 
coming cxpositipn. Furthermore, , such 
a building would^mean that the as- 
sociation would be obliged to go 
heavily into debt, lie president ex- 
plained. At the time tho last annual 
report was read, the association had 
cash assets, of about $63,000 but it 
has been necessary to use several 
Oiousand dollars to cover expenses 
incident to repairs and other prep- 
arations for the next fair. 

It is expected that estimates for 
types of grandstands other than the 
concrete and steel kind. wiU be ob- 
tained today ■ or tomorrow and the 
trusteds will again meet to consider 
them.' ■ . . ■ 



Fire Cause 

j Is Mystery 

I — 

State Marshal Unable to Deter- 
mine Origin of 335,000 Grand- 
, stand Blaze. 



The investigation into the cause of 
the fire which destroyed the grand- 
stand at the Rutland fairgrounds 
Saturday night was resumed yester- 
day but no clues were obtained that 
■would give any hint as to the prob- 
able origin of the blaze, Francis Re- 
gan of Montpelier, deputy fire mar- 
shal, stated last night. 

The investigator met with Deputy 
Fire Chief Ralph E. Beane, fair asso- 
ciation officers and other persons 
who might be able to shed some 
light on the fire mystery. Some pho- 
tographs taken early in the fire were 
obtained by the investigators. These 
led to the belief that the blaze had 
its inception east of the main en- 
trance to the grandstand, not far 
from the cubicle which generally is 
used as a barbership during the an- 
nual expositions. 

The fair association trustees did 
not meet yesterday as scheduled, to 
consider plans for rebuilding the 
stand. Will L. Davis, president, 
stated that he was waiting for infor- 
mation on various types of stands 
before, calling the men together. It 
is probable that there will be a meet- 
ing tonight at the fair office on Cen- 
ter street. 
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Eesults of the disastrous fire which 
leveled the grandstand at the Rutland 
fairgrounds are seen in two photos below.

Meeting of Trustees Called 
i for Today to Decide Upon 
Type o£ Construction to 
Replace Stand. 

Trustees of the Rutland County 
Agriculture society will meet at the ' 
fair association office at the grounds 
this afternoon at. 2 o'clock to make ,' 
. plans for immediate rebuilding of 
the grandstand which was destroyed i 
Saturday evening by fire of un- I 
determined origin, causing a loss 
estimated at ?35,000, well covered ; 
by insurance. 

Alfred H. Koltonski, chief of the 
fire department, stated yesterday : 
that a request will be sent this | 
morning to Francis Regan, deputy 
state fire marshal, for an immediate 
investigation of the blaze. The Ver- . 
mont laws require, he stated, that ' 
the fire marshal's office be notified 
in all cases where the "^ause of a j 
serious fire has not been determin- 
ed. 

Only a favorable wind, which 
blew the flames out over the open 
oval and away from the many ex- , 
hibition buildings, prevented furth- ■ 
er loss. In spite of the efforts of ' 
21 regular and call firemen who re- ! 
mainejj on the grounds for more ■ 
than three hours, the "north side of : 
. the judges' stand across the race \ 
I track from the grandstand, was ■ 
; charred.' i 
The big industrial building, nearest j 
of the exhibition halls to the stand, ■ 
; became so hot that clouds of steam i 
] arose when the firemen played a 
I hose upon it. 

Will L. Davis, president of the fair ! 
association, was in New York when , 
the fire' broke out but he was ex- ; 
pected back last night in order to 
bo present at today's meeting. ■ 

Secretary- Carl W. Olney visited '. 
the grounds yesterday with Charles ■ 
G. Noyes, contractor, and talked 
over informally plans for rebuild- |- 
ing the stand. _ j 

As the 1939 fair opens September 
4, only about 10 weeks remain in , 
which to clear away the debris and 
build a new and more modern build- 
ing for seating fair visitors and 
race followers. The type of struc- 
ture to be put up rests entirely with 
the trustees, Olney said. 



Flames Spread Rapidly. 

H Although the fire broke out when 
i many per.TOns were about, it was not 
I discovered until it had spread 
\ through the entire length of the 405- 
j foot stand which seated about 6000 
; persons, including the facilities pro- 
I vided by the bleachers. 
I Many persons seem to have disco v- 
■i ered the blaze about the same time, 
i| Capt. Francis H. Seward stated yes- 
terday. The central station received 
a telephone call at 6:10 o'clock from 
a resident of Park street and, through 
the apparatus at the station, an alarm 
was sounded from Box 31, South 
Main and Park streets. All of thej 
i city's iire-fighting apparatus was soon ^ 
■ on the grounds and four lines of hose 
were strung, one from a hydrant on 
the fairgrounds, near the Park street 
entrance, and three from' water plugs 
on nearby streets. ■ 
The flames had gained such head-1 ' 

way before discovery and had burned' 
over such, a wide area that the entire 
stand was afire and the roof was be- 
ginning to collapse when the firemen 
arrived. 

It was seen at once that the build- 
ing was doomed, Capt. Beane said, 
and efforts were devoted to keeping it 
within bounds. It became necessary 
at the outset to play water upon the 
nearest exhibition building to pre- 
vent it from catching fire even 
though the wind was not forcing the 
flames toward it. 

The heat was so intense that it was 
with the greatest difficulty that the 
men were able "to connect the hose to 
the hydrant upon the fairgrounds 
about 125 feet from the burning 
grandstand. 

'The dry woodwork of the stand 
burned like tinder and for a few 
minutes flames shot high into the air, 
being visible from a considerable 
distance.

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Hundreds of motorists drove to the 
scene. Congestion of traffic became 
so acute that extra officers were sent 
to the scene to keep vehicles moving. 

Firemen continued to pour thous- 
ands of gallons of water onto the 
ruins and it was not until 9:30 o'clock 
that they sounded the "out" signal 
and returned to the station" A watch 
%vas kept at the grounds all night. 
Stand Completely Ruined. 

"When' the men departed, only a 
few charred timbers were left of the 
grand.stand, a portion of which was 
nearly 30 years old. With the stand, 
tenting, chairs, tables, and other 
equipment owh-ed by the fair asso- 
ciation and concessionaires,- went up 
in smoke. These articles were stor- 
ed under the" portion of the stand 
facing the midway. 

The f James w^ere burning over ; 
such a wide area that it was im- ■ 
possible for the firemen to determine 
their cause or the part of the stand 
in which the fire had its inception. 

Rumors \vere afloat that an ■ odor 
of burning oil could be detecte"d 
about the time that the fire was dis- 
covered and this led to stories of in- 
cendiarism. Firemen were inclined 
to believe that the odor was due to 
the burning of tar paper, oilcloth 
and other material in the articles in 
storage. 

The eastern section of the grand- 
stand, and this included more than 
two-thirds of the entire structure, 
was built in 1910 after an earlier 
stand had been badly damaged by 
fire. An addition, which also went 
up in flames Saturday, was erected 
in 1B22. 

The fair management maintains a 
'i building fun-d now amounting to 
more than $40,000 which will he 
available for the erection of a new 
grandstand. ' This fund has been in- 
creased year by year by taking a 
portion of the profits of the annual 
exhibitions. It addition to this 
amount the association has about 
$25,000 in cash assets. 

Plans had been made for making a 
number of improvements at the 
grounds this season but these may 
be modified on account of the loss 
due to the fire, Olney said. 

Work on the race track already 
has been started and men had left 
the ground only an hour before the 
' fire was discovered.

Tliero are leiv persous living ivlio can boast 
cL having attended the first "cattle show" or Uie 
Rutland County Agricultural association, wlicn 
the fair was held' in th& streets p£ CiistletOE 
nearly a century ago, just S3 years, to tie exj^ct, 
but Koraeo H. Hart of Mount Holly, who is now 
in his Sfllh year, cait lay claim to Lliat distinc- 
tion. And as , he was a boy of 15 years at the 
tipie, his recoHectious ol tlio event ar& still Iresh 
and Yivid alter the laptsc ot more than lour- 
score years. - 

Although nearly at the century marlc, Mr. 
Hart has a memory which is unimpaired, and while failing eyesight 
and a slight deafness make it diClcult for hhii to get about easily, he 
is strong and well. and goes arouud the home placs unaided. One of 
I the tasks which he has set for himself is that ot keeping the supply of 
I firewood for the household up to standard at all times and this con- 
i blitutes an exercise in which ho -finds much pleasure.

I resentalivo Mr. Hart gave his impress 
sions ot the flrst, Rutland County lair. 
The show was held- near where the 
Castleton station now stands and' was 
; exactly what tho name "eattlo show" 
! implies. There \yEre no vondoi-s of 
j pink lemonade, shoddy blankets, ex- 
I tvavagantly dressed dolls, canes and 
1 other catcii-penny articles, but a real 



old-fashioned showing ot fine cattle 
! horses,, sheep and hogs, with a ' lew 
' benches displaying vegetahlcs, the 
' liousohold products and those of the 
' farm dairies. 

One of the most vivid recollections 
of Mr. Marl's is the fact that the sup- 
ply o£ eatables gave out long' Jjcfore

Mr. Hart's t'randfathor was 
one of the pioucer settlors in Rutland 
county, having emigrated here from 
southern New England,- , 

Mr, Hart wae educated ■ in - district 
school No. located near the O. J. 
Maine placa on the Rutland-Pitts ford 
r^)ad. He learned tho trade of carpen- 
ter and lor many years lived in Pitts- 
ford near tho Rutland town line. 
Faithful Fair-Goer, 
About six years ago ho came ' to 
Mount Holly to reside wilh his son, 
Russell Hart, his old home in Pitts- 
ford having hurned. Until a few years 
ago when his eight failed he attended 
each Rutland fair and one of his pas- 
times was to walk, -10 or 50 miles at a 
stretch being to hl.ni only a moderate 
amount of exercise. 

Mt: Hart was m'arried to Jennie 
Mooro of Putnam, N. Y., and three 
children were horn to them, one hav- 
ing died while a child, Mrs. Hart died 
several years ago, and tivo children 
aro now living; Russell, with whom 
Mr. Hart now makes his. home and 
Mrs, John N. Lillie who lives in North 
Carolina. Ho has four grandchildren 
and one great grandchild. 

Although Mr, Hart is well advanced 
in years, his memory is still perfect 
and he is fond of recounting experi- 
ences of his early days and of tho stir- 
ring times in Rutland over SO -years 
ago. The events of the Civil war are 
as clear to him as-thoso ot yesterday, 
as are tho days ot the coming o£ the 
railroad to Rutland county. He has a 
rare fund, of historical information 
concerning the lesser known events- of 
many years" ago, pertaining ijoth to 
Rutland town, city and county and the 
state' as well. Always a great reader 
until his eyes failed, Mr; Hart's mem- 
ory is a storeliouse cf valua'bie and 
interesting inlorn-iatior'.

Firemen in West Rutland and Proctor 
said they saw .the illumination from the fire, as they 
went out to answer the alarm. . 

The north-bound sleeper, scheduled to arrive here 
about 4.o'clock, was halted and passengers aroii^^ed by.

State It Exhibitor. 
The Vermont Department ol Agrl- 
culture is taking advantage of the 
new huiiding to devote some space 
to issuing instructive literature on 

i grading and packing Vermont eggs 
and on the standardization and label- 
ing ol other products. So far as the 
egge are concerned, it Is pointed out 
that there are four grades, Vermont 
fancy, Vermont fancy medium, toler- 
ance and Vermont grade A. The 
grade ie determlaod by candling. 

An informative forestry exhibit 
has been placed in this bulidlns, and 
14 shows seedlings ot Norway 
spruce, red pine, white pine and the 
methods o£ planting, the tools to he 
employod and warnings ot the dan- 
gers that menace the torcsts. Cross 
sections ot several tree trunks are 
sliown witli an opportunity for ob- 
servers to show their forest lore by 
telling the age of the tree by the 
rings. 

A gooseberry hueh is a part o£ the 
exhibit with a warning to owners of 
ivtiite pine to eliminate the goose- 
berry and currant bushes in tlie vi- 
cinity and thus guard against white 
pine blister rust. 

The ravages ol the European corn 
borer, the gypsy math and htown 
tail moths as well as the Japaneee 
beetle are portrayed, a warning be- 
ing Issued against the last pest 
which has not yet invaded Vermont 
but has appeared in slates lo the 
South.

Blossoms Grown hy Con- 
noisseurs Hobnob with 
Ordinary Varieties. 



By far the largest Ilower exhibit 
ever seen at tho Rutland fair has 
been admired by tliouannds ot people 
during the past few days and the 
growing of rare plants has received 
a huge Incentive, judging I' re- 
iirtaVia' net'J ^ on all 'sides In tho 
flower-bedecked hall which occupie.? 
the upper floor of iJho Arts and 
Crafts "building. More than 1000» 
pieces were shown In the 19S classes, 
Of special Interest la the gladioli 
exhibit which includes a profusion 
of rare blooms, some of wliich have 
only recently been developed \>y hor- 
ticulturists, and others ■which, while 
full of color and beauty, are not con- 
sidered so "high tiat." 

Rare Gladioli Shown. 
Ona of the outstanding bloomi 
among the gladioli is the Mother 
Macrae, a large Wossom ot variegat- 
ed shades of orchid and violet. Only 
four years ago a' single bul'b was 
valued at |1000 and brought that 
amount of cash, too. Today they 
can bo bought for a. much smaller 
sum, but are still among the artls- 
tocraicy ia the gladioli family, 

Unlnitlates saw many ot the less 
rare and expansive tliat appeared al- 
most as colorful and attractive as 
those which took the jirizes among 
the professionals. A few names, 
gathered here and there from the 
lyabels, ars the respleudant, minuet 
(a rare orchid hue) ; Paul Pf Itzer 
mammoth white. Pearl of California, 
Prince ot India, remarkable. Dr. Ben- 
nett, Inspiration, Emile Auhrun, 
royal lavender, loyalty (a lemon yel- 
low) Helen Wills, (white) and Saca- 
jawea. The last is an Indian variety. 
Dahlias In Profusion. 
In the professional class the dah- 
lias are among the outstanding ex- 
fa i^bits, The blossoms that graced the 
gardens of the grandmothers of the 
present generation ' would never 
recognize their own kin were they 
to meet in the hall today. They have 
bpcii developed out of all semblance 
to the modest "bloom ot former days. 

The opinion was expressed that tho 
best exhibit In the amateur class In 
cut Howers is Dr. Ralph H. Seeley's 
roses. These rare blooms apparently 
disregarded .the old notion that June 
Is the month of roses and blossom- 
ed in all their splendor tor tho fair. 
Several varieties have been on ex- 
hibit! on all the weak. 



' Flowers In Groups. 
The prina winning table decora- [ 
tlon is a del ic;ite airy little bouquet 
oE blue lace, a blossom akin to 
Queen Anna's lace but ot a different 
color.

Practically every piece ot machin- 
ery building on the southwestern 
side of the oval. New developments 
and improvements are featured and 
explained by, those In attendance. 

There are several types ot auto- 
matic milk cooling pools for the 
dairy fai;ja. These appliances havo 
become an absolute necessity for 
farmers who ship, their milk for con- 
sumption In the large cities, alnce 
the milk must be cooled to 60 de- 
grees within an hour after milking, 
and It must be below 60 degrees 
when it reaches the shipping point. 
Types of coolers on display Include 
both gasoline and electric power. 

Following closely the trend of the 
times in rural communities, several 
types ot automatic running water 
systems are shown, which also use 
both gasoline and electric power.

■ The ■wheels ol time appear to liave 
turned back a hundred years and 
more when, one enters the old 4-H 
tiuilding at the fair wliich has been 
turned over exdusively this year to 
tho antique exhibit. Not only are there 
majiy loans by private collectors, but 
one side of-' the building has been 
turned over to ■dealers who have ar- 
ranged exhibits ■which are inter- 
esting and educational. Each deal- 
er has featured high spots in his 
stock whicb results in a harmonious 
ensem-ble. 

The first exhibits one sees upon 
entering the building at the left is 
a Sheraton inlaid bureau. Here is 
also seen an old hooded: cradle. 

In the second booth "at the left are 
Hitchcock chairs in sets, the larger 
part of ■which have rush seats.

The pioneering aviator died in Rutland crash

In 1913, there was was much rivalry between 
the various Vermont country fairs as to which 
would host the first flight of a motorized 
aeroplane in Vermont. 

The Vermont State Fair at Rutland seemed to 
have the edge. 

One of the city's own, George J. Schmitt Jr., 
who was born in New York City on Feb. 8. 1892, 
but grew up. in Rutland, was one of the nation's 
aviation pioneers. 

He was scheduled to fly at the Rutland fair on 
September 6, 7 and 8, 1910, but couldn't get the 40 
horsepower "Featherweight" engine on his ■ 
biplane started on the first two days. On the third 
day, he got the engine going enough to hop 
around Green's Field, a few rods south of the 
fairgrounds where the TraveLodge is located 
now. 

The effort could not be seen from the 
fairgrounds and was not officially recognized. 
The honor of the first flight in Vermont went to 
Charles F. WOlard, 27, who made two succesful 
flights with a biplane September' 13, 1910, at the 
Caledonia County Fair at St. Johnsbury 



In 1911. George Schmitt did not appear at the 
Rutland fair. Charles Morok, a well-known 
aviator from New York City who had formed a 
small exhibition company, was hired by the fair 
management, instead. He proved to be the first to 
have aeronautic success in Rutland 

On Labor Day, 19U, he took off from the back 
stretch of the race track, flew around for a 
minute, and landed in front of the grandstand 
His contract called for flights around Killington, 
weather permitting, plus two other flights at lea si 
five miles long each day. Apparently, the we a the i 
did not cooperate. 

Schmitt was in Mineola, N.Y., while Morok was 
entertaining the crowds back home. He was lear- 
ning to fly a new plane he had just purchased 
and, although only 19 years old, was making fine 
progress. 

The late Ainslee Hassam on North Clarendon 
had kept a large collection of photographs, 
newspaper accounts and personal correspondence 
of Schmitt's career, which aided McDevitt in 
preparing his article. 

These showed that Schmitt was given one of the 
first air routes in the country and in his first test 
flight, remained aloft for 22 minutes at a 3,000-

three years later when he crashed during another 
exhibition flight on Sept. 2, 1913, at the Rutland 
fairgrounds. He was 21 years old. 

Schmitt's story, along with that of other early 
novice aviators, including at least one other Ver- 
monter, is the subject of the most recent Rutland 
Historical Society Quarterly. 

Written by local historian and Rutland County 
Stamp Club member Thomas B, McDevitt, under 
the supervision of quarterly managing editor 
«ean C. Ross, the pamphlet handsomely captures 
a moment of history shared by both Rutland and 
the world of aviation. ■. .

George J. Schmitt Jr. was 9 years old when Or- 
ville Wright, in 1903, made the first officially 
recognized .flight — 120 feet in 12 seconds — over 
the sand dunes of Kitty Hawk, N^C. Schmitt,' in- 
spired by the Wright brothers, wanted to fly 
aeroplanes when he grew up. 

A photo of Schmitt at 12 shows him as a serious 
boy in a dark suit and cap, holding a model 
aeroplane over his head. He was the son of . 
George J. Schmitt Sr., a German emigrant who 
moved to Rutland around 1892 and owned and 
operated the Marble City Bakery. 

Schmitt lived at 5 Royce Street, attended | 
Rutland High School and, shortly after his 18th 
birthday, went to New York City to study elec- 
trical work. 

He didn't last long at trade school. His longing 
to fly drove him to try out his self-taught 
aeronatuicat skills. Back at home, he and a 
younger brother, Charles, constructed a suc- 
cessful glider in 1909 when they were both 
teenagers. 

In 1910, seven years after the historic Wright 
brothers flight. Schmitt tried out another 
homemade glider at the Rutland fairgrounds. 

The Rutland Herald report on Aug. 29. 1910, 
said the glider "was given its second tryout at the 
fairgrounds at 12:30 o'clock before a large crowd. 
The skids, used in place of wheels, increased effi- 
ciency so much that when attached to an 
automobile by ropes and towed around the track 
it rose to a height of 20 feet and maintained this 
height for nearly 100 yards." 

While Schmitt was a student in New York, he 
was drawn to the flying field at Mineola. N.Y., on 
Long Island. His family and several businessmen 
from Rutland loaned him money for a Curtiss 
biplane, which he planed to fly at the Rutland 
Fair. 

The aircraft of that time. McDevitt said, were 
frail machines that were "seldom flown cross- 
country and never long-distance, except for prize 
money. Instead, they were designed for quick, 
easy assembly.'' They were packed in special 
boxes and shipped by train. 

Unfortunately, Schmitt's rig was damaged in v 
transport and that led to the engine trouble. 

Rutland Fair officials had also engaged J.C. . 
Stoorrs of New York City for the same September 
fair. He had bad luck also. His plane never left 
the ground during the fair. Ironically, his engine 
started by accident while the monoplane was still 
in the tent.

The office was located on Broadway in New- 
York. Thor was the business manager. He visited 
localities, attended public meetings and made the 
arrangements for Schmitt's exhibition flights. 

The first of these occurred at Medina, N.Y., on 

Aug. 25, 1911. From there, Schmitt went to the 
Central Maine Fair for three days of flying. On 
the second day, the landing wheels of his plane 
hjt a telephone line, and he was thrown from the 
plane, according to McDevitt. 

The plane received only minor damage, and 
Schmitt was uninjured. 

He flew a few days later in Potsdam, N.Y., 
then went to the Fairfield County Fair in Dan- 
bury, Conn., where he had another accident after 
his engine failed in flight, forcing him to land in a 
swamp. 

Obviously, this was a dangerous line of work. \ 
Schmitt was undaunted. He was hired to carry 
mail at an annual fair at Fort Recovery, Ohio, 
the next August 1912. The "aerial post" called for 
mail to be collected and postmarked at the flying 
field and flown to the nearest post office where it 
was dropped, picked up and put on a train. 

The pilots used the exhibitions as a means of 
selling commemorative cards and usually receiv- 
ed a percentage of the gate receipts. McDevitt 
said the air service was not to be confused with 
the U.S. air mail service that was begun in May 

While flying at Fort Recovery, the crank shaft 
on Schmitt's plane broke in two arid he was forc- 
ed to glide to a landing without the help of the 
engme. "Another plane was brought in. but the 
jmx persisted. That plane had to be overhauled 
and work could not be finished in time for (later) I 
mail flights," McDevitt wrote. 

Despite these problems, Schmitt set a world's 
speed record for biplanes on a flight from 
Belief ontaine, Ohio, to Kenton, Ohio — 24 miles in 
IG minutes. His longest flight proved to be 164 
miles, the sensation of the 1912 aerial season. 

Back home, residents were eager to see more 
of Schmitt who was well-known by then. He pro- 
mised to come to the Rutland Fair in 1912 and, in 
preparation, went to New Jersey to build a better 
airplane. 

The wing coverings were rubberized red cloth, 
bought from another aviator, Thomas Baldwin. 
The use of the red cloth led Baldwin planes to be 
called "Red Devils." x 



Before coming to Rutland, he made two flights 
at the Addison County Fair in Middlebury. The 
first was forged down by engine failure; the se- 
cond, was successful. He flew from Middlebury to 
Rutland. His weeklong stay in Rutland was parf - 
of a "week that was packed with thrills for 
fairgoers," McDevitt wrote. 

After Rutland, Schmitt made a few more Ver- 
mont performances, then set off for the Carib- 
bean islands for a special winter tour with 
another plane, a real Baldwin Red Devil biplane. 

"George and Thor were idolized by the public 
and entertained lavishly by high ranking 
dignitaries wherever they went. It was during 
this triumphant tour that George made an 
historic flight, becoming the flrst aviator to fly 
from the Atlantic Ocean to the Pacific by flying 
across the Isthmus of Panama," McDevitt wrote. 

The number 13 put the jinx on his future fame 
and fortune. Schmitt returned to the Rutland Fair 
in 1913. He made 13 flights the first day, covering 
about 130 miles. Sometimes he carried 
passengers or mail, which wa's offlcially 
postmarked at the fairgrounds. 

However, about 6 p.m. on Sept. 2, with only 
lawyer J. Dyer Spellman of Rutland as the 
passenger, at 500 feet and in plain view of the 
grandstand, the plane developed trouble. It wob- 
bled, then one wing dropped sharply, and the 
plane plunged toward the ground and crashed in 
a nearby field.

Schmitt was Vermont's first aviation fatality. 
His passenger was shaken but had no broken 
bones. 

Schmitt's brother, Charles, said the accident 
had occurred after the engine began to misfire 
because of dirt in the carburetor. In a national 
aviation trade journal, he wrote that Spellman 
"lost his head, rose from his seat and stood on 
the three control wires which passed between his 
legs. 

"The strain broke the rudder control wire. 
Then the passenger reached forward and seized 
niy brother's shoulder yoke and pulled it toward 
him. This, of course, threw the plane into a steep 
bank. With the rudder gone, George was 
powerless to straighten again while the passenger 
hung desperately to the shoulder control ... 

"The actual fall was about 200 feet. The 
radiator fell on George and he died of internal in- 
juries and a broken skull, hip and jaw. He never 
iost consciousness," his brother wrote. 

It must have been a horrible experience for the 
people sitting in the grandstand. Helen Strubbe 
Bowker of Rutland was just a toddler when the 
tragedy occured. She lived with her parents on 
the flrst floor of the house in which Schmitt's 
parents still lived, and she saw him frequently. 

Although she remembers him only vaguely, 
Bowker said Wednesday she could remember 
how sad her parents felt. "He was apparently a 
wonderful young man. My family felt very badly. 
They had seen the crash," she said. 



McDevitt became interested in Schmitt's story 
at the time of the 50th anniversary of his death in 
1963. McDevitt was philatelic (stamp-collecting) 
superintendent at the fair and had arranged a 
souvenir envelope of the fair, as has been the 
custom for some time, when someone mentioned 
it was the 50th anniversary of Schmitt's death. 

An inscription was added to the envelopes to • 
commemorate Schmitt's last flight and these 
were then sold at the fair. After that, McDevitt 
became interested in the history of postal avia- 
tion and pioneer flying, McDevitt never saw the 
accident that took Schmitt's life, but he did watch 
Schmitt's historic flight from Middlebury to 
Rutland a few days previously. 

"Every one was out watching as he flew out 
over town. I don't think he was more than 300 feet 
up, maybe less. We waved to him. It was un- 
forgettable," he said.

six o£ the "boys In blue" ivho an- 
swered tlieir country's call la the 
daya of the Civil war, were til that 
were able yesterday to accept the 
invitation o£ the lair manaEcnient to 
be present on Veterans' Day. They 
were but a sraall part ot the throng 
of 15,000 which, turned out for tho 
third day ot the lair. 

The veterans . and others wera 
thrilled' when Detorrlest Dickinson, 
youthful parachute jumper, after be- 
ine shot from a canaou. attached to 
a balloon 5000 feet above the ground, 
dropped 1900 feet before hla chute 
opened. The shoclc ot the impact when 
the Bilk spread sprained Dickinson's 
back but It is expected that ho will 
be able to repeat his act today, 

■ Those watching the jump from the 
northern Hectlon of the city believed 
the boy to be doomed as he plunged 
like a plummet towards the earth. 
Many In the grandstand covered 
their laces with their hands while 
otUera gazed, horrified, as ha neared 
the ground. Relief was great when 
he opened his umbrella. 

Ot tho thousands who sat in the 
grandstand there were but few who 
were aware of the presence ot the 
Civil war heroes. In years past the 
veterans had always held a re-unlon 
at Grand Army hall and entered the 
grounds In a body. Sickness and 
death, . however, had thinned tho 
ranks o£ ' Roherta Post during the 
year and as some of the officials ot 
the post were unable to attend on 
account ot 111 health tho re-union was 
postponed.

TJnlnitlatea saw many ot the less 
rare and expensive that appeared al- 
most as colorful and attractlvo as 
those which took the prizes among 
the professionals. A few names, 
gathered here and there from the 
lyahels, are the resplendant, minuet 
(a raro orchid hue) ; Paul PJItzer , 
mammoth white.

Cause of Fire Unknov/n. 

Fhg Chief KoUonskl last night 
staffed that until Slate Fire Marshal 
A, G. Preble conducts a thorougli tn- 
vestigation tho fire cau.so will be 
Hated as "unknown." The ■ flames 
were discovered shortly after 3.30 
o'clock and in less than an hour had 
razed tho automoljiie building, which 
had the largest Jloor space of auy 
building in the state. 

"Had it not been for the i'nin 
which fell durin.5 the day and wet 
down the roots of (Iwelllng.s aud ah-iO 
sprinkled the grass and brnshland in 
the vicinity, we might have had a 
confiagratlou on our bands," Chief 
Koltonski said last night.

During the meeting it was pointed 
out that some ot the buildings 0)1 
the grounds have been overcrowded 
during tliG fair and that it might be 
a good plan to erect a, building to 
take care ot eome of the over-taxed 
departments. Others advocated re- 
building the automobile structure. 

Will ij. Davis, president of the I'air 
association, who called yesterday's 
rae&ting, said that at tho conference 
to bo hold later, the niemibers will 
go to tho fairgrounds aud look over 
the situation carefully before mak- 
lug any <Iecision. 

The mammoth automobile build- 
ing which had the largest floor space 
of any structure in Vermont, was raz- 
ed in about an liour by lire, of which 
the origin has not yet been deter- 
mined. During the fair the building 
housed eoores ot automobiles, the 
exhibition o£ new cars being one 
oC tbe largest held during the year 
iu the state. 

Until this year, when a miniature 
golf course, was installed in the 
place, the building had been used 
for the storage of automobiles, ex.

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A Glimpse into the Past at the Rutland State Fair 



by Lani Duke 

Lying where the livestock portion of 
the Rutland State Fsiir intersects with 
the beginnings of the midway, two for- 
mer cattle barns, built about 1910, 
house the farm museum at the Vermont 
State Fair in Rutland. A sign explains 
that most of these tools, large and small, 
were "used on farms before World War I." 
Many bear a letter of the alphabet, corre- 
sponding to a sign that describes the im- 
plement and, in many cases, who donat- 
ed It. 

As might be expected in Vermont, a 
significant number of the exhibited items 
are from the dairy industry. On display 
are bottles of varying sizes and shapes, 
beanng the names of local dairies that

utilized them, as well as milk and cream 
cans, separators, coolers, milk weighing 
scales, and bottle cappers. Maple indus- 
try items include a sap evaporator and 
buckets. 

Saws, augurs, and planes represent 
woodworking on the farm; outside, in the 




space between the two buildings, 
cousins Dave and Truman Bates contin- 
ue a tradition their fathers started of 
demonstrating man-powered woodwork- 
ing equipment. They demonstrate how to 
split wood into shingles, hand hew tim- 
bers, or bore a straight tree trimk to 
make a "pump log," a wooden water pipe. 

A two-horsepower, gas-powered 
thresher is among the grain harvesting 
machinery. It was made in nearby Mid- 
dletown Springs and patented m 1 924. A 
hand-powered thresher represents the 
man- powered side of the operation, as 
does a hand -cranked corn sheller. Hand- 



powered grindstones remind of the days 
when knives were made of non- stainless 
steel and required frequent sharpening. 

Horse drawn cultivators, plows, and 
planters, scythes and hay saws repre- 
sent a variety of other farm tasks. Log- 
ging hand tools point up the forestry 
business, powered by men and horses, 
in years past. Ice saws and tongs remind 
of the days before electric refrigerators. 

A metal bathtuB, the kind you picked 
up and dumped rather than pulling the 
plug, represent pail of the domestic side 
of Ufe, as do a variety of washboards and 
plungers that were used to clean laun-

dry. A horsehair mattress 
fluffer from the Equinox 
Hotel in Manchester. VT, 
explains anotiier part of 
life. Horsehair mathesses 
lost their resiliency over 
time; they were renewed 
by removing their horse- 
hair stuffing, fluffing it 
with tlie machine, and 
then replacing it, "good as 
new." 

And an assortment of 
siei,-es, sifters, specialized 
shovels and forks tell their 
stories of the days when 
hand labor dominated ru- 
ral [and cit\'l life. Horse 
power provided basic 
transportation too, a two- 
horse sleigh, one-s'eater 
sulky, and bridles and 
harness remind the visi- 
tor. 

Ttie farm museum at 
the Rutland. State Fair 
was begun by Archibald 
Todd and other men who 
were members of iDoth the 
Rutland Historical Society 
and the Rutland County 
Agricultural Society, in 
the 1970s, as far as any- 
one can recall. Many of 
the tools belong to the

Governor Will Be Guest ' ^ 
. , Of Fair This Afternoon i 
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As- the manageinent prepared for 
the toig day of the week, Governor's 
Day, today, a rather small Wednesday 
crowd Of spectators attended ttie fair 
yesterday to witness the five horse 
races and the vaudeville, to find en- 
tertainment in a haLE-hundred shows 
on -the midway and to try their luck 
in winning prizes at various gfunes of 
chance. Most of the stores, the banks 
and other husincss places in the city 
will close at noon today to give em- 
ployes opportunity to witness the 
Governor's Day program. 

The high northwest wind that swept 
the grounds made topcoats necessary 
for conafort in spite of sunshine, and 
the midway became more popular 
than the grandstand because of the 
opportunities it offered to keep, warm 
by' promenading. ' ' > 

As, though reminded of fall ■ by the 
cool air, the members of the Rutland 
band' played the - sprighUy .music of 
football songs iti addition to popular 
marches and other numbers. 

The horse races provided plenty of 
thrills.- Mr. ' Redmond won the 2; 13 
pace, losing the last heat to Laughing 
Water. The 2: 23 . pace went to, Lady 
Lee after the bay mare had dropped 
a heat to Fan Tan. Ima Hanover took 
first money in . the 2:14 trot, being 
credited with a first, a second and a 
third position. The race was run on 
the three-heat plan, Atlantic McEIwyn 
and Miss Aubrey each took a heat. 
Jim Volo won the^ two-year-old race 
in straight heats and 'the event for 
three-year-olds went to Precise, after 
the bay foal had come in fifth in the 
mitial heat which went to Bostonian. 

At the request of cattlemen, it was 
decided to omit thi cavalcade of prize 
bulls, cows, heifers and calves.

Eides Proyc Popular. ! 
The mid-way loving crowd yester- 
day apparently found the rides one of 
the most popular forms of amusement, 
24 of these, of great variety, bemg .of- 
fered by the World o£ Mirth shows. 
One of the newest is the Silver Streak, 
a device in which stream-hned cars 
are used. The Twin Holl-O-Planes 
provide another form of thrill and 
the -Waltzer is a popular tide. The. 50 
shows on the mid-way offer a wide 
variety of entertainment including 
midgets, various Ircaks, dancing girls, 
strange animals, motorcycle speeders, 
peep shows and many others. ■ 

Many persons who sought educa- 
tion rather than amusement dropped 
in at the United States .

One set-up shows. ' the difference 
between moisture conservation ■ in

which have" been nearly denuded of 
tree growths. Many leaflets 'of in- 
terest to the farmer are given away. 
The exhibit of canned foods in the 
Agricultural building is fully up to 
, the average and the maple sugar 
showing is exceptionally good,,' Mrs. 
" Clark Baird, superintendent, stated. 
There, are 19 exhibitors of preserved 
.fruit, vegetables and other items of 
food, the cans and jars filling the 
space allotted to the department. The 
largest exhibitors are ' Mrs, Antoine 
A. Greene of Pittsf ord, Mrs. Clarence 
Fish of Ira, Mrs. F.-C. Aiken and Mrs. 
D, S. Arnold of Bethel, Mrs. . Roy 
Goodspeod of Wells "and Mrs. 'Guy 
Fish of Ira. ' 

In spite of the poor year for- gar- 
dens because of .the lack of normal 
rainfall, there is a large display . of 
fruit, especially apples, ' and many 
vegetables arc shown. The exhibit is 
topped by a sunflower with a 15-foot 
stalk. A large collection of gourds 
add color to the display.

Destroyed by Flames With- 
I in Few Minutes After Dis- 
I covery. 



Marshal To Prob( 
Cause Of $35, 
Grandstand 
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Will Rebuild 



Meeting of Trustees Called 
for Today to Decide Upon 
Type of Construction to 
Replace Stand. 



Trustees of the Rutland Counly 
Agriculture society wiU meet at the 
fair association office at the grounds 
this afternoon at 2 o'clock to make 
plans for immediate rebuilding o£ 
the grandstand which was destroyed 
Saturday evening by fire of un- 
determined origin, causing a loss 
estimated' at $35, COO, well, covered 
by insurance, 

Alfred H. Koltonsl;], chief of the 
fire department, stated yesterday 
that a request will be sent this 
morning to Francis Regan, deputy 
state fire marshal, for an immediate 
investigation of the blaze. The Ver- 
mont laws require, he stated, that 
the fire marshal's office be notified 
in - all cases where the cause of a 
serious fire lias not been determin- 
jid 



Only a favorable wind, which 
blew tlie flames out over the open 
oval and away from tile many ex- 
hibition buildings, prevented furth- 
er loss. In spite of the efforts of 
21 regular and call firemen wiio re- 
maineji on the grounds for more 
than 'three hours, the 'north side of 
tlic judges' stand across the racn 
track from Uie grandstand, was 
charred.' " 

The -big industrial building, nearest 
of the exhibition halls to the stand, 
became, so hot that clouds of steam 
arose when the firemen played a 
hose upon it. - ■ ' 

Will L. Davis, president of the fair 
association, was in New York when 
the fire' broke out but he was ex- 
pected back last night in order to 
be present at today's meeting, ■ 

Eccretairy- Carl W. Olncy visited 
the grounds yesterday with Charles 
G. Noyes, contractor, and tallced 
over informally plans for rebuild- 
ing the stand. 

As the 1930 fair opens September 
4, only about 10 weeks remain in 
w/hich to clear away the debris and 
build a new and more modern build- 
ing for seating fair visitors and 
race followers. The type of struc- 
ture to be put up rests entirely with 
the trustees, Olney said. 



Flames Spread Rapidly, 
Although the Are broke out when 
many persons were about, it was not 
discovered until it had spread 
Uirough the entire length of the 405- 
foot stand which seated about 6000 
persons, including ' the facilities pro- 
vided by tlie bleachers. 

iWany persons seem to have discov- 
ered the blaze about the "same time, 
Capt. Francis H. Seward stated yes- 
terday. The central station received 
a telephone eaU at 6;10 o'clock from 
a resident of Park street and, ,lhrough 
the apparatus at the station, an alarm 
was sounded from Box 31, South 
Main and Park streets. All ol the 
city's Crc-Gghting apparatus was soon 
on the grounds and four lines of hose 
were strung, one from a hydrant on 
the fairgrounds, near the Park street 
entrance, and "three from water plugs 
on nearby streets. 

The flames h^d gained such head- 
way before discovery and had burned 
over Eiich a wide area that the entire 
stand was afire and the roof was be- 
ginning to collapse when the firemen 
arrived. 



It was seen at once that the build- 
ing was doomed, Capt. Beane said, 
and efforts were devoted to keeping it 
within bounds. It became necessary 
at the. outset to play water upon the 
nearest exhibition building to pre- 
vent it from catching fire even 
though the wind was not forcing the 
flames toward it. 

Tlio heat was so intense that it was 
with the greatest difficulty that the 
men were able to connect the hose to 
the hydrant upon the fairgrounds 
about 125 feet from the burning 
grandstand. 

The dry woodwork of the stand 
burned like tinder and for a few 
minutes flames shot higli into the air, 
being visible from a considerable 
distance.

Hundreds of motorists drove to the 
scene. Congestion of traffic became 
so acute that extra officers were sent 
to the scene to keep vehicles moving. 

Firemen continued to pour thous- 
ands of gallons of water onto the 
ruins and it was not until 0:30 o'clock 
that. they sounded the "out" signal 
and returned to the station. A watch 
was' kept at the grounds all night 
Stand-Completely Ruined. 

"When" the men departed, only a 
few charred- timbers were left of the 
grandstand, a portion of which was 
nearly 30 3'Cars old. With the stand, 
tenting, chairs, tables, and other 
equipment owh-od by the fair asso- 
ciation and concessionaires, went up 
in snioivC. These articles were .stor- 
ed under the' portion of the stand 
facing the midway. 

The flames v,rere burning over 
3uch ;a • wide area that it was im- 
possible for the firemen to determine 
their cause or the part of the stand 
in wHie'h the fire had its inception. 

Humors were afloat that an odor 
of burning- oil could be detected 
about the time that the fire was dis- 
covered and this led to stories ol in- 
cendiarism. Firemen were inclined 
to believe that the odor was due to 
the burning of tar paper, oilcloth 

nnd other material in the articles in 
storage. 

The eastern section of the grand- 
stand, and this included more than 
two-thirds of the entire structure, 
was built in IDIO after an earlier 
stand had been badly damaged by 
fire. An addition, which also went 
up in flames Saturday, was erected 
in :!)22. 

The fair management maintains a 
building fund now amounting to 
more than $40,000 ivhich will be 
available for the erection of a now 
grandstand. This fund has been in- 
creased year by year by taking a 
portion of tfie profits ot the annual 
cxhibitioriS. It addition to this 
amount the association has about 
52^5,000 in cash assets. 

Plans had been made for making a 
number of ijnprovements at the 
grounds this season but these may 
be modified on account of the loss 
due to the fire, Olney said,

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Fair Is Boon to City, 
President Will Davis 
■Tells Rutland Rotary' 

I The , modern, fireprooi grandstand 
1 at the fairgrounds, built on the site 
_ of the- 30-ycar-old structure buraed 
' June 17, has been completed except 
; for the cleaning up process. An- 
nouncement of this was made yes- 
terday by. Will L. Davis, fair presi- 
dent, during an informal talk before 
members of the Rutland Rotary club 
at a weelily luncheon at the Hotel 
Berwiclt. 

Davis explained that the new 
stand is shorter than the old one but 
it has been made deeper so that 
every scat is nearer to the center of 
attractions. The project, he said, has 
given work to 65 men, skilled and 
unskilled, and the vifeekly payroll 
ihas been from $3000 to ?330(), The 
materials, so far as possible, "wore 
purchased in .Hutland. 

The fair president spiked the ru- 
mor that the annual exposition pays 
dividends. "It never has, never can 
and never will," he said. He sees the 
fair as a big asset to Rutland, ex- 
plaining that it employs 300 persons 
for a week each year, besides 200 
boys -who are given some work and 
323 persons who work for conces- 
sionaires. He estimated that $130,000 
: is spent here every Fair Week for 
wages, food, lodgings, gasoline and 
the like. 

' Davis told the clubmen that the 
fair association does not own the 
grDunds and it ■will lose possession 
■ of them if it does not hold an ex- 
hibition once each year. 

Back in 1S46, 50 men signed small 
notes to provide money to buOd 
cattle sheds on what is now the 
fairgrounds. These buildings .were 
the nucleus of th© present fair equip- 
ment to which buildings costing 
S275,000 have been added within a 
comparatively few years. These 
were paid for from profits of the 
fair., 

, The early guarantors, who gave 
their notes, provided that the 
grounds should revert to them or 
their descendants ii an annual fair 
were not held and this condition still 
holds good. 

The fair has been, held every year 
since 1S4G with the exception of 
I9I7, when tiie state board of health 
forbid iis opening because of prev- 
alenc3 oi infantile paralysis.

The truateos, in referring to tho 
construction of the new Boys' and 
Girls' building said in their report: 
"Tile most worthwhile and construc- 
tive work ever done by the society 
was the erection of the Boys' and 
Girls' building this year. This pro- 
ject has been in our miuds for a num- 
ber ot years and the wish, is at last 
fulfilled. Those who are most di- 
rectly benefited, and the public at 
largo, all agree that it is a wonder- 
ful building and lor a splendid pur- 
pose."

No Outside Aid. 
Ill jsumming up the financial work- 
ings of tlic fair, the trustees said: 
' "Again, we ivant to say that this fair 
lias no outstanding bonds, stocks, 
loans or bills and does not receive 
any ontaide financial assiSitance of 
any kind. There are no dividends 
paid to anyone and the trustees re- 
ceive no compensation. The profits 
are used to make improvements and 
maintain its high standard."- 

The ti-ustees stated that the re- 
placement value of the buildings and 
plant, not including the land, is 
j conservatively oiytimated at $135,- 
■000, vvhicli has all been paid out of 
profits of the lair. 

Among the improvements that 
(have been suggested for the future 
are a new entrance on the south side 
from Dana avenue to take care ol 
all ti-affic from the south; new cat- 
tle barns for tho boys' and girls' 
dcpartnjont and new s-hcoip sheds.

Busides'tlie Swedish church which has 
rcicently been erected at Ceutw Ruthiud 
there are only two Swedish chumJius in 
Vermont. Both of these are at Proctor, 
one of them beiug of the Coiigregationul 
and the other uf the Lutheran (leni>n)i)ifi- 
tiou. The Center lUitJaiid cluuvh is Con- 
gregational. 

The new buildhig at CtMitcr 'Hutlaud U 
situated nearly midway between iJutliuul 
tmA West liutlamJ. It is, therufore,very 
centrally located lor the people who 
attend it, most of them beiug from 
these two towns and from ("enter Itul;- 

Tlie cliurcJi is built on a hill several 
feet above the roaii. Its dimenssioiifi are 
So by 32 feet, ft is divided inside into 
two inaiu rooms, the auditorium, -15 ])y 
feet in si/.e, and the lecture room battk 
of it, 20 by 10 feet in si/.e. Besides these 
there is a hall between the two, 10 feet 
square. 

'I'hc auditorium has a seating eapiieity 
of 100. The soeiety has, at jii'esent, only 
38 members, but it Is still youu;; and 
new members are con.'sti^utly being le- 
ceiyed. Tlie pastor is lie v. fi, J. 
Blomquest, who also has charge of the 
Proetoi- Coiigi-egatioual church .^Preach- 
ing services are held in the Center Ktitland 
church Sunday afternoons at 4. o'clock. 
The sermon is, of course, delivered in 
t)ic Swedish language. tjunUay school 
is held at 10:30 Sunday moniiiigs and 
prayer meetings at 8 o'clock Thursdiiy 
evenings. About 10 scholars attend the 
Suud!) y school. On the third Sunday 
of every month a meeting is held In the 
chapel of the Congregational uhiireli at 
West ftutlaiid. 

The church Is lighted by large Koches- 
tnr lamps. The muaiti is furnished by a 
pedal organ.

New Ship to Be Larger; 
Pilot Crawls Unaided 
From Blazing Craft. 



Pilot Albion LaFoi-ge, AtPraliara 
Newman and Harry J. Caulkias, sec- 
retary and treasurer oC tlie liutlaud 
airport, will go to New York next 
week to visit Hymg liclds ttiftre tor 
tlie purpose of selecting a plane to 
replace the Aeromarine low-wing 
raouoplarte destroyed l)y fi!6 Thurs- 
day when baForge made a forced 
landing in Goshen due to a leak in 
the gas line. 

While DO decision lias been readi- 
ed as to the exact type ol plane to 
he -purcliased, the one selected -will 
b& larger and bettor adapted for 
passenger service than the one which 
it replaces. It Is expected that the 
new ship will be in Rutland within 
a week. 



Consumed by Flames. ' 

When a, party from the airport in- 
spected the wreckage ol the mono- !j 
plane yesterday afternoon at Goshen, i 
they found that the fiames had con- 
sumed practically all except the 
wing-tips and tail. 

LaForga who sustaiucd torn liga- 
nients ia his left shoulder, when 
pinned under the plane, crawled un- 
aided from the already hla^iicg ship 
and vainly altcniptcd to put out the 
flames with a fir.e extinguisher. He 
was malcing a test flight to Roches- 
ter, Caulldns' home, to looK ov&r the 
landing field there when he smelt 
gasoline and realized that the gas 
line was leaking. Almost immediately 
the motor lost power, making a laud- j 
ing necessary, LaForge lound him- : 
self over heavily-wooded hilly couu- 
Iry near Goshen hut made a good 
landing on a level stretch near the 
top of a hill. Shortly after the laud- 
ing gear hit the deep snow, the ship 
turned over. 



Crawls From Burning Ship, 

Partially stunned by the impact, 
the pilot lost no time in duitting the 
cockpit, as he smelled smoke Irom 
the front of the fuselage, where 
;asoUne sprayed from the broken 
^as line onto the heated motor had. 
set lire to the plane. 

Finding no help available nearby, 
LaForge made his way to the main 
road by walking some distance along 
a logging road. Thore ho entered the 
lirst faruihonse he saw to report to 
Rutland, by phone, the crash and 
destruction of the plane "by lire. 

Before starting off on the flight he 
made a test trip over the airport, 
taking off from the newly-plowed 
ruaw-ay. In landing the plane swerv- 
ed to the right of the runway and 
■bored into a snowlbank. LiaForge 
dug out the plaud aJid reifuelsd it 
before starting out for Rochester.

Hailed to the ground .by the winds 
of Hummer and winter, but little re- 
mains - oC the Masonic vinonum^'nt 
which was ■ erected on Bird's lOye 
Mountain - 25 years ago. .The ahatt 
-was struck by lightning several years 
ago, and since that time it has been 
passing through a state of gradual 
dorooUtion. : Us complete destruction 
has been . occasioned by tiie Ipclement 
winds and weather of the past win- 
ter, and 119 w there ia practically noth- 
ing left except the base. - 

There have been other contributory 
ciiuses to its ruin besides the eie- 
meiits. . Youthful picnickera ■ have 
loosened stoaes from its sides, and 
hurlfld them over the 1000 feel abyss 
at' the west end of the mountain, 
faacluatetl toy- tho resultant echo and 
re-echo resounding from the :hills. Of 
the 7 1)6 blocks used -in ! the construc- 
tion of the monument, scarcely .100 
remain on the E.ummit..of the moun- 
tain.

tedious wall;, was a novelty iu ilsclf, 
but uo sooner was it projected than 
the idc;i seemed to meet witti iinivcrsid 
favor, and a gathering of at least 2000 
l>copie on liicsummlt of Uird mouuljiiu, 
Fridav. demonstrated tliat any. project 
is feasible if properly cugiuecrcd, and 
^ho fathering was such as to &ho\Y 
that free masonry iu this country lias 
many Kcaio\is and warm supporters. 
From early in the mornitig until after- 
noon tlierc was one eoutituial throng 
of people toiling wearily up the mouu- 
taiu side, carrying stones for the 
inouuiiieut and Ittncli baskets ' in their 
liands. It WR3 noon when tlie gather- 
ing was called, to order by ^Villiam 
^oultou, mnstcr of Lee lodiru No. SO,' 
who introduced He v. E. ~i^. Lee of 
"VVcst Itutland, who read sclcc lions 
from tlic I3ible, referring to mouumeut 
building.

The formal presentation of the royal 
arch columns by chapters to the mas- 
tor overseer ivas then made, followed 
by the presentation of the cryptic lab- 
lets'of the councils of royal and select 
Diaiters to the master overseers. 

Miuiter Overseer William O'Brien re- 
sponded as follows: 

I accept these stones, these beautiful 
emblems of masonry, aud promise that 
this mOnumeul shiUl be erected in a 
(rue aud faithful manner. Placed on 
this iofly cmiucuco, may it stdiid as a 
beacon light, illustrating thereby the 
high position occupied by our aucicut 
histitulion, but may it be an example 
of the wisdom, unity and upriglitncss 
which should charactcriEc every mem- 
ber of the craft. May these bricks 
wiicn bound together ])y cement, con- 
tinually remind us of brotherly lovu 
aud allcolion, that cement which unites 
us into one baud or society of friends 
aud brothers, among whoumo conten- 
tion should c.^ist, save that v.-ho best 
can work and best agree. 



The speaker rei erred lo ilio worits 
whieli liad come under his observation 
in foreign lauds, many o£ whtcli were 
centuries old. The leinplo of Boloinou, 
the rock hewn temples of ludiii, the 
ruitis of Central Amcrica,thc pyramids, 
temples, etc.. of Egypt, the beautiful 
structures ot Greece, the aqueducts, 
walls, churches aud mosaics of Italy, 
the castles, bridges and cathedrals 
of UJriL;iin .iiirt tho continent, 
were eojjstruetcd during the lapse 
of ages by skilled artisans, whose 
methods and knowledge appear to be 
almost identical aud whose marks ap- 
pcariu.g on their work arc mucli the 
same, only diUcriug in finer aud more 
artistic finish in the later time. 

The speaker tlicn gave interesting 
and gr.ipliic dcscriptlous of many ob- 
jccls.of iulcrcst seen, in Home .almost 
-SOO years ago, others seen tlirough 
Scotland, ISnglnnd, Belgium, France 
and Sivil/.crland, all of which could be 
follov/ed down lo the merging of oper- 
ative iuto spectdativc masotiry. The 
address throughout ivas delivered in an 
e;isy aud plca.';anl m;iimer, closing as 
follows : '"As this day marks a nev^^cra 
in the history and progress of our so- 
ciety, a kind of speculative return to 
the ancient operative 'art, I cannot do 
Letter in closhig this brief and neces- 
sarily inipoifeel and disconnected 
sketch lliau to express the hope that 
this may ije an example to Ihe brother- 
hood thvoiighoul 11 1 u eivjli/.ed world, 
that it may hi; an Jioiior to the Free 
Stasoiia of Vciiuout p:irlicipating in its 
con.'ilruction, and a tiling 'of pride to 
all others of the craft, that the state 
iljselt may be proud ol its sons aud 
daughters as it lias often and justly had 
to be heretofore, and that the prin- 
ciples uuderlyiug and prompliug this 
work may assume brighter lustre aud 
broader obedience and reverence than 
ever before. 

Tlie ^:ivrifici;il Scn-jct, 

The sacrilicial service Of the lamb, 
presided over by L. B. Smith of 
Center iiodge. No. iid, was then eou- 
ductctl. The lamb had been roasted 
at the foot of the mountain, aud was 
placed on the corner stone and form ally 
car,vcd. Pieces were served among the 
people, a large number of >vhoni availed 
theiuscives of the privilege of partaking 
of it. The address of Mr. Smith was 
full of wit and humor, and detailed 
Uic origin and rise of the mystic feast 
as indulged in iu ancient times by mem- 
bers of the clafl.. After a few plcasius; 
remarks from Jlr. L. 31. Head. Orana 
Secretary of the Grand Lodge, this 
closing hynm was sung.and the assem- 
bly began lo disiicrsc, luiC thus ended 
one of the most notable gatherhigs ever 
held by tho masons of Vermont :

In Opening Ids address past grand 
Master 11. II. Smith referred to the 
fact that Lho present was preeminently 
anionumciitalassociationon a nionu.^ 
mental spot for the ntouumcntal pur- 
po.sc of adding a puny memorial of 
man's insignificaacc to the grandest 
inounmculs of earth. Tho idea is 
unique and without parallcll so far as 
I know in the dark backw.ard abysm 
of time. The gathering o\ a few facts 
from almost an ' infinite number of 
posies of other men's Ilowcrs has been a 
pleasant Ulsk to me, having involved a 
sweeping glance across tho p.ige ol 
history since the earliest ages. 

The sentiments that call us here arc 
worthy and a lasting monument to the 
triumph of truth aud patience aud love 
over llie vices of human nature. Our 
minds turn to the bbject of our gather- 
ing here on the summit of tliis Jiigh 
hill clad in the garments ■ aud wearing 
the traditional jewels of the most 
ancient and'honorable society of free 
and acccpied masons. Our object ia 
simple in itself. It is to erect a monu- 
ment whose like is- unknown, but 
which will outlast our poor bodies, 
and will serve to remind succeeding 
craf tamcn that their brethren met here 
iu concord and celebrated tiieir festival 
■alter tho spirit of their yet more au- 
cicut brethren. The origin of the cus- 
tom, in councctiou with the work done 
by tlic order, was briclly referred to, 
and to the way iu which mankind in 
all ages has co mm eni orated historic 
events by erecting lasliug memorials 
of' gold, silver aud bronze. Bricks, 
granite, marble, ev^n earth and ivood 
have been, used from early times lo. 

testify in enduring form, man's respect, 
pride aud love. 

The early Iraditions of free masons 
represent them as builders, skilled 
workmen,' having pracllenl l;nowlcd.5C 
of the use of the plumb, square, _ level 
and otiicr tools niiw rcprcscntetl iu the 
l)cautirul symbols of spceulalivc ma- 
sonry.

Morning Star Oouneil ^!o. 10 of 
Poullney presented a erypLic tablet of 
purple slate.

Davenport council So. 17 of Kutland 
one of dark marble, ou each of which 
were engraved tlie cryptic tablets aud 
the names of the oflicers of the councils. 
Unfortunately tlic cap stones to bo 
given by the Kniglit" Templars were 
not received in time to be presented as 
laid down in the programme. The 
stones presented by the master masons 
were of uuiform si'/.c, and ivcre made 
from marble, granite and slate and 
arc varied in design, many of 
them having various masonic 
designs carvetrupon them iu addition 
to the name of the donor, with the 
name and number ot his lodge, illauy 
of the names are gilded and when all 
arc joined together in one compact 
mass the structure will be one of great 
beauty. The base of the shaft will bo 
about '18 by oO inches. The shaft v;iU 
be budt as high as Lho brick will aliow 
it, gradually iapcring toward the top. 
Tlierc ivcrc G<10 brickK counted on the 
ground, and about 100 arc at the foot 
ot the raouiilain, which will be taken 
taken up as fast as possible aud work 
will be continued until it is completed.

Approaching the church l>uilding from Court Street, 
one walks the sidewalk leading to a massive set of 
gray and white marble steps up and through a very 
heavy pair of white wooden doors. At this point 
bearing right and going through swinging doors lead- 
ing to a set of winding stairs to the balcony level. 
You are now at a locked door to the entrance of the 
steeple stairway. Door unlocked, turn lights on and 
proceed to climb very narrow tread and riser steps 
that are very dusty and lighted slight].y above the 
"dim" level. Continue your climb up the stairs to an 
area containing a large wheel with a groove for rope 
and several other parts of the old apparatus which 
was used to ring the hell by pulling on a rope hang- 
ing in the closet near the front entry doors. The 
j;;./;:,!-:! rose-window is also in this area and allows a good 

|^■te^■■^^^^ view of the attic area above, the sanctuary and makes 

.fe'-rt-- the cat-walks very visible for the purpose of -Climbing 

up, down, over and around, enabling one to reach the 
ceiling light f lectures to change bulbs in any one of 
the twenty-four 500 W light fixtures. Although some 
W:" ! 1 re-construction and repairs have been made, looking 

. at the huge wooden beams and several steel beams and 
support rods, one is amazed at the heavy . construct ion 
and wonders just how all of this was accomplished or 
even possible in the year of 1860. Surely, a far cry 
from the methods and construction equipment of today. 
Upon leaving this area we continue climbing stairs 
and arrive at the area containing the eleven carillon 
bells, which were installed and dedicated on Christmas 
Eve in 1947. One has to stoop, bend, stretch and sort 
of slither around a huge beam while still on the stairs 
in order to raise a trap-door in the slanted floor to 
enter the screened louver area containing the bells- 
There isn't enough room to stand up and look at the 
the bells and the electrical controls which hang from 
them to cause the clappers to strike the bell. Moving 
around in a crouched position affords a good look at 
each bell. Just make sure you leave this area before 
12:00 noon or 5:00 P.M., otherwise you won't be able 
to hear yourself leave. Wow! The whole steeple shakes. 
So-o-o - be g-o-n-e before the ))all-shaped clappers 
are activated to strike the bells. All of the carillon 
bells were a gift from Nella Grimm Fox in memory of 
her family. The weight of the bells ranges from 2,910 
pounds to 275 pounds, for a grand total of 11,485 

pounds for all eleven bells. The chime of eleven bells 

were cast by Meneely's of Troy, K.Y. They were the one 
and only bell manufacturer's in America. Being no longer in business, 
bells are still manufactured in Europe and American dealers now have 
to order and import as needed. A look at the construction in this area 
also causes one to gaze in amazement at the many huge wooden beams 
that are placed and pinned or bolted to each other at all different 
angles but still are all headed for the narrow point at the finial.

T-H-E - S-T-E-E-P-L-E - S-T-A-E 



The "Star" is made from plywood v^ith a 5 inch wide band of 
lead-coated stainless steel which forms the shape of the "Star" 
as well as protecting the bulbs. There are 30 - 25 watt bulbs 
of clear glass in square based porcelain sockets screwed and 
wired to the star-shaped plywood base. After removing the plug 
from the former small port-hole window directly behind the "Star", 
the lowering process of the "Star" begins. It is lowered from its 
station by means of a small hand-crank and locking winch with a 
one-quarter inch cable attached. It is lowered to the largest and 
lower of the port-hole windows located above the large 4-].ite 
rose-window at the steeple base. The window is removed and it is a 
bit tricky to twist and turn the "Star" enabling it to be taken 
inside at this point. It is most definitel y a two-man job - one 
at the top window - the other at the lower window. With the light 
unit inside, new btjlbs installed, the job of easing it outside 
through the window, ever so carefully, so as not to break any of 
the bulbs. When outside, the man at the top will unlock the winch 
and start cranking slowly and at the same time trying to avoid 
snagging on the butts of the shingles. Make sure the cable is 
kept taught to prevent a possible (drop to who knows where) ? ? 
Having reached the station of the "Star", one has to make sure 
that the runners on the back of the "Star" are properly engaged 
with the two similar runners mounted on the steeple. This locks 
the \init in place and with the cable taught, lock the winch and 
the "Star should be secure. Replace the wooden plug in the small 
port-hole and start the step by step journey back down the many 
stairs of the steeple. Might I say - - - - WELL DONE!!!!

Gov. Mead has had in mind for 'two 
years tho gift of a iparisli hou-so, and, 
as tho idea grow, it gradually devel- 
oped into a more extensive .plan, so 
tiiat now, wthen the considerable noces- 
aaiT property has been acquired, it is 
Planned to -dedicate the same to the 
young peoiple of Rutland, in particular, 
and to malte It of the widest scope.

Allhouigh tiho clmroh will be tho re- 
Biionaitjlo organization behind the plaa 
for tills community center, being sit- 
uated conveniently for its administra- 
tion, it is designed to place it under 
the direct nianivgement of a non-isec- 
tarian board, -with liberal 'powers.

Questioned Sunday night as to the 
purposes of the institution, Governor

I should ILke to see our young 
peoTJlc make it the- hoadqiiai-tcrs for 
their amusements and rocrciitfous. I 
should like to see tihcm grow uiJ 
strong, clean and vigorous and talto 
their part in making our citiien^hlp 
the equal of t!be old Green Mountain 
stock, which hcwod homes from the 
wildcrncBs and not only made this a 
great state hut contributed to the 
greatness of the nation, 

"It should be the purpose of its- 
trustees to make the institution so at- 
tractive that Uio young folks will not 
ho temipted to Jlnd their amusement 
elsewhere, under cottditions not so 
conductive to good morals, good ciU- 
zcnship and (honorable manhood and 
ivomauhciod.

"I hope, also tlbat this will ibe but 
tho begiaiLing, and thiit playgi-ounds, 
other outdoor recreation and benefic- 
ial activities ot all kiads will follow."

■fi^itorists driving along Route 4, into or out of Rutland, Vt., 
last Wednesday might have noticed a great thrCing of people accompany- 
ing a c6ff±n from a little stone church off the high road in a wildly 
be'.iVltlful mountain pass and wondered what famous person died, Kight 
also had they paused, noted the faces of mourners, so many of them 
wet-eyed, rugg,ed farmers faces but amonj^ them two or three nationally 
Imown, and others marked by high distinction. And - were they given 
to reflection - might also have wondered what pariah supported any 
church in so scattered a mountain community. 

But they would have heard the news at the next inn, or in the st- 
reets of Rutland., Norwich, Hanover (where Dartmouth is), in Bethel, 
Woodstock, or Vhite River Junction, Heard it, too, in any farm kit" 
Chen they might have entered. Uttered In sor!?ow, with- an apron corner 
dabbed at the eyes, "Father Heminway has died," 

"Ten thousand times ten thousand 

In soarkling raiment bright. 

The armies of the ransomed saints 

ThronST up the steps of light." 

Strong' male voices, shy young voices, sweet women's voices and 
cracked voices, too, sang the grand triumphant hymn, without accomp- 
anment, for the little church has no organ. The bishop of Vermont re- 
ad the opening and closing prayer com-jiendin-g, the man whose body lay 
before him to "everlasting peace and into the glorious company of the 
saints in light," 

He had died the previous Sunday kneeling at the altar in St, Bar- 
nabas Church in Norwich, just as he began the celebration of the Holy 
Eucharist, Norwich, also a tiny congregation, was his second church 
- the gray stone of Our Savior tne main one. His head rested on the 
altar rail as though bowed in prayor, but it fell to the side, and he 
was dead. It was not unexpected. He knew he had angina pectoris and 
that the end might come any minute, but he paid his condition little 
heed. 

Such parishes as his make great physical demands on a man, V/hen 
the war took other ministers, he preached at one time every Sunday in 
four churches - Norwich and Wh,ite River Junction and Bethel as well 
as St, Barnabas parish in Sherburne on the Rutland mountain. And be- 
sides, he was a farmer, and the priest of farmers. This Episcopalian 
took the tiny parish by selection, under a bishop who believed some- 
one who knew farming could best minister to the souls and understand 
the problems of farmers, Truman Heminway, born in New York of a fam- 
ily had ranched in Alberta, Canada, and married an Englishwomen bef 
fore he thought of entering holy orders, equipping himself for that 
calling under handicaps. He had to learn Greek, and get a lacking A, 
B, degree even to start. And then to be parked In a remote coimaunlty 
which had defied a series of priests to create a congregation, from 
the year of the founding of the church in 1897 until Father Heminway 
come in 1931.

The churcli stands on the site of the

It is built of a very hand- 
some, li^ht-hucd granite £rom i'ly mouth 
and is Gothic iu architecture, consisting 
of n;ive, antc-ohancel and sanctuary, 
witii a parish hall which can lie opened 
into it. In the angle of the church and 
hall stands a square tower, in the upper 
section ot which hangs a bell 
weighipg loot) pounds. The pews and 
chancel funji In re arc of quartered oal;, 
of very satisfactory pattern, worUman- 
aliip and material. Tlie windows are of 
catliedral glass of subdued tints and con- 
tain a number oE fiuely wrought em- 
blems.

Rev.L. A.Vezina 
Ends 40 th Year of 
Service as Priest 



Rev. L. Albert Ve^i^a ot Nichols 
street, pastor of the Church of the 
Sacred Heart of Mary in this city 
and the Church of the Sacred Heart 
of Jesus in West Rutland, yesterday 
observed the 40th anniversary of his 
elevation lo the Catholic priesthood. 




REV. I>. A. VEZINA. 



Because of the demand for priests 
in the state at the time. Father 
Vezina, who was to have been or- 
dained with other members of his 
class in June, 1900, received the sac- 
rament of Jioly orders instead on 
February IB of that year at the Ca- 
thedral in Quebec city from Cardinal 
Begin. He prepared for the priest- 
hood at Grand seminary in Montreal, 
after having been graduated from 
Laval university, Quetjec, in 1896. 
Father Vezina was born in Danville, 
Canada, one of nine children of Mr. 
and Mrs, Regis Vezina. The family 
moved to Fall River, Mass., when 
he was a Year old. He attended 
parochial schools there and at the 
age of 13 went to Quebec to begin 
his preparation for the priesthood. 
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Father Vezina never served as an 
assistant pastor. Immediately after 
his ordination he was as.signed by 
Bishop Michaud to St. Bernard's par- 
ish in Norton Mills, where ho re- 
mained until August, IQOl. He then 
was transferred to St. Genevieve's 
church at Shoreham, where he serv- 
ed as pastor until January, 1S07. 
Father Vezina was pastor of St. 
Peter's church in Vorgcnnes from 
1907 to 1320. During his stay in that 
city he was prominent in civic af- 
fairs. 

He organized the Vergennes Cham- 
ber of Commerce and headed various 
committees on arrangements for 
public events, including the colebra- ■ 
fion in 1B12 of the centennial of the 
bsttle of Platfsburg, fought on Lake 
Champlain, when a fleet led by Com- 
modore Thomas Macdonough forced 
British ships to retreat to Canada. 

Father Vezina went to Washington 
and was successful in obtaining a 
515,000 federal appropriation for the 
erection of the Macdonough memor- 
ial which stands in the Vergennes 
park. 

The late Bishop J. J. Rice assigned 
Father Vezina' as pastor of the 
Church of the Sacred Heart of Mary 
here in December. 1920, as successor 
to the late Hev. Norbert Proulx who 
was transferred to Burlington. It was 
Father Vezina's first assignment to a 
French-speaking parish. He has In 
his charge 1307 parishioners in this 
city and 300 in West Rutland. 

During his pastorate here he has 
accomplished many improvements at 
the church, installing a new pipe or- 
.gan at a cost of ?1 0,000. The interior 
of the church was .extensively re- 
decorated last year at a cost of $9000 
and the priest has awarded a eon- 
tract to the Vennont Marble com- 
pany for a new permanent altar of 
white marble, with panels of rose ; 
de Brignolles marble, which is lo be 
erected after Easter. The gross cost 
of the new altar is expected to be 
around $6000. 

Father Vezina has been active in 
musical circles in this city. For 
many years he was director of the 
church choir and, as president of the 
Green Mountain chorus, was instru- 
mental in presenting a series o£ con- 
certs in Rutland. 

Father Vezina returned last week 
from Hot Springs, Ark., where he has 
been recuperating from an illness. 
An accident sustained by his assist- 
ant. Rev. Walter F. Charland, hasten- 
ed his return to his duties here. 
Father Charland was assigned here 
last summer as the first curate ever 
to assist at the French church in 
this city.

Hedecnration ol the interior of the 
Church of the Sacred Heart of Mary 
has been completed with the installa- 
tion of new stations of the cross, im- 
ported from Czecho-Slovakia, accord- 
ing to an announcement made yes- 
terday by Hev. L. A. Vezina, pastor. 



The work, which is estimated to 
cost approximately $9000, was start- 

'ed on January 9, and was executed 
by the Rambusch Decorating com- 
pany of New York, 

"The puri>ose of the decoration 
was to create an interior of charac- 

I ter and real beauty," the pastor said. 
The walk of the sanctuary have been 

I treated in a warm golden tone, which 

I serves as a pleasing setting for the 
altar and murals, which have been 

'refinished to insure their preserva- 
tion for at least 50 years. 



The muralTTncTude "The Assump- 
tion of the Blessed Virgin" after 
Prud'homme; "The Adoration of the 
Shepherds," after Rubenstein and 
"Our Lady of the Holy Rosary," after 
Ribustini, These serve as a back- 
ground for a series of elaborate scroll 
formations, executed in neutral 
colors. 

The nave ceiling, in the center of 
the church above the center aisles, 
has been painted a soft atmospheric 
blue, enriched with varying bands 
of polychrome ornamentation and 
symbolism. . The clerestory wall 
panels incorporate a series of intri- 
cate scroll foi-mations. These en- 
twine around carefully executed 
busts of the 12 apostles, rendered in 
appropriate colors, 



Much Gold Leaf. 

Around each painted figure large 
areas of metal leaf have been applied, 
and the ornamentations and symbol- 
isms of the main ceiling- have been 
emphasized by pure gold. The c,ip.<; 
of the columns have been treated 
with gold, and the columns finished 
in a two-tone effect. The walls of 
the 'nave have been painted a parch- 
ment color. On eitlier side of each 
nave window, hand-painted angels 
have been executed. Above the 
angels decorative bands of inscrip- 
tion have been introduced. 

The side aisle ceilings have been 
painted a deep celestial blue, over 
which hundreds of pure gold leaf 
stars of vari gated sizes have been set. 

The side altars have been refinished 
in a walnut color, with polychrome 
and gilt. Over these, standing 
out prominently, are two paintings 
alter Hoffman. "The Flight into 
Egypt,*' and "The Annunciation." 

The Saint Theresa altar has been 
refinished to harmonize with the 
side altars. A colorful piece of im- 
ported fabric is draped behind the 
statue of the saint, from a ha)id 
wrought bronze frame, ornamented 
with hand wrought roses and leaves, 

The stations of the cross, import- 
ed from, Czecho-Slovakia, and which 
liad been ordered several months ago, 
are painted on copper, with a gold 
mosiac background. Each station is 
gothie in shape and encased in a 
mahogany frame. Hand wrought 
monel lighting fixtures have been 
installed at the front and side en- 
trance doors to the church. 

The six small paintings under the 
balcony, which were originally paint- 
ed in 1898, have been refinished. 
Father Vezina said that the process- 
ing will insure their preservation for 
at least half a century longer. These 
paintings include one of St. Norbcrt, 
the name saint of the late Rev. Nor- 

bert Proulx, flrst pastor ol the 
church, 

( The cornerstone of the Church of 
1 the Sacred Heart of Mary was laid 
in September 1391. Mass was said in 
the basement from December 1893 
until June 24, 1894 when it was cele- 
brated in the church proper. 

The edifice, built of blue and white 
marble, is 145 feet long and 64 feet 
wide. The steeple stands 200 feet 
above the street. The tower con- 
tains three bells, weighing 2017 
pounds. 1030 pounds and 518 pounds, 
respectively. 

Plans are being made for the pur- 
chase of a new permanent altar of 
marble.

Abandoned since last summer and 
lonsidered to be beyond the stage lof 
iVOl'thwhile repairing, tlie board oC 
:rust6es of the tlnirersalist church 
ast week ordered the building torn 
lown. Walter F, Ohapman, Rutland 
:ontractor, has heen engaged to do 
:he work and before .the present 
A'eek elapses only a hole in the 
;round, indicating the cellar, ■will re- 
uaiu to mark the spot where the 
and mark stood. 

No records can be uncovered 
.vhiKll glv& the exact date on which 
he structure was erected, hut it is 
jelieved that it was huilt hy Charles 
3. Mann who used it for a residence. 

The house eventually passed into 
jossesslon of Annie and Mary F, 
3runeaa who deeded it with the 
property to Vivginie Drehamel of 
VIontreal on June 15, IS 74. She pur- 
chased it for the Freuch Catholic 
;hurch. 

From l&li until about September, 
L885, Et period o£ 11 years, the build- 
ng was occupied by the Sisters of 
he Holy Names of Jeans and Mary. 
Purchased by Church. 

On September 29 of that same 
rear, the trustees of the Univars'alist 
ihurch bought the premises as the 
nte for St. Paul's church. While 
he church was being ereet^ on a 
)art of tlie lot and for eeveral years 
liter wards, the tormer school -vvas 
laed for a parsonage hj'' Rev. George 
(V. Perry, first pastor of St. Paul's, 

Tlie church was constructed in 
.S8S by David and James Belts, coji- 
ractors, then living In this city.. 



Members on ttie board of trustees 
who had part in the purchase ot the 
propertv were: Benjamin Billings, 
jr A P. Fuller, Dr. J. E. Thomson, 
0. L. Hill and E. H. Wood. The pur- 
chase price was $7000, records show. 

When Mr. Perry gave up the pas- 
torate, the property was leased as 
a dwelling place and was vacant for 
long periods. It was also used as a 
store on various occasions. 

Parley R. Eaton rented it lor many 
years as headquarters for a lumber 
business. The last tenant was Mary 
Livingston, who operated a small 
store In the front room on the 
ground floor. She moved out last 
summer. 

The building "was constructed of 
brick and wood. The years left a 
deep impression on it until the point 
was reached in which it was consid- 
ered unprofitable to repair it. 

It is expected thai the site will re- 
main vacant as no plans to rebuild 
have been formulated hy the trus- 
tees of the church.

Smith & Crane, of New York,' It 
is made of pine, richly decorated with 
gold leaf beautifully carved, and painted a 
modest white. The fine symmetry of its 



mind and fill the eye of the observer with .

. The gas fixtures, that supiily the church 
witli light have many adorning qualities oa 
well as those of the useful. Tliese are of 
bronze' and are from the establishment of 
Messrs. Archer & Paiieosti, Now York. 
They are arranged in the body of the ehurch 
in a circular form about the pillai's encircling 
the columns iu a form of a wreath. Each 
fixture has four brackets with tince jets of 
light while those used iu the . chancel for 
lighting up the paintings have twenty-nine 
jets each, makiug in all throughout the 
building two hundred and cighty-iivc beau- 
tiful gas jets, which, when lighted, present 
a scene of daKKling splendor. 

The church has a seating cajjaeity of , 
from fourteen hnudrcti to fifteeu hundred 
pei-sons, with a gallerj' capable oE seating 
one hundred. Tho pews, chancel rail and 
general wood-work through tlic church is 
the work of Mr. J. W. IQng, of Rutland. 
Everything about which is very satisfac- 
torily and tastefully done. The seats are 
well made, neatly put together and afford 
ample room each for six persona. ; 

The congregation who have thus so cured 
by their generous sacrifices aud public 
spirited efi:orts a church that any society 
under the sun may \vcll feel proud of, com- 
prises some foiU'teen hundred persons. 
Tlie old church has long been found too 
small to accommodate the numbers that 
have steadily increased year by year 
and they now have succeeded in achieving a 
•fine success in tho erection of a com- 
modious place of worship suflicieut to hold 
them ali. The cost of this stiiictureia 
computed at $100,000. .

Description of tlie Christian Science 
Edifice on Cottage Street. 

The -eiltflce which is bein.? erect-ecJ 
by the First Church o£ Chrfst, SciOT- 
ttst on Cottage^ street, will be ready 
for occupancy on October 1, accord- 
ing to M. J. Coates ot Lincoln av-enue. 
who designed the structure, and who 
hafl been in charge of the work since 
last May. The church, constructed of 
wood with four Doric columns In front. 
Is particularly attractive owin,c; to Its 
simplicity and the abseBc« of ostein ta- 
tlous ornamentation. The color of the 
exterior of the edifice is white with 
a slate colored dome The interior la 
done in white and cream. 

The church contains a reception 
room 14 feot by 28 feet, and a main 
audience room 2S feet by 45 feet, cap- 
able of seating 200 people. In the lat- 
ter room is the pulpit, with the r-ead- ! 
er's room in one comer. The pipe or- 
gan will occupy the opposite corner 
of the room. The reading room on the 
second floor is 14 by 2S feet. 

The Interior finish throuehout is 
beaver board. The building is light- 
ed by electricity, with ei.ght pendant 
lights In the audience room, and Is 
heated by steam. Roll arid chip glass 
are used in all of the windows. The 
style Of the church is that which has 
been followed by all of the Christian 
Science churches which have been re- 
cently erected. During the construc- 
tion of the church, the congregation 
has met In Eijiley hall.

The coruer stone ot the Christian 
Endeavor ciiapel at Mill Village was , 
laid yesterdaj' with appropriate ser- , 
vices, iu charge of liev. Dr. G. W. ; 
Fhillips of the Cougrcgatioaal church . ' 
The weather was lair and the attend- ' 
ance was large. 

The chapel has been long needed in 
this corner of the town of llutland ami i 
the residents take a healthy pride in the 
structure. Six years ago the Mill Vil- 
lage Christian Endeavor society was or- 
ganized and held weekly meetings in tin' 
school house, A chapter of the King's , 
Daughters was organized iu the san»e 
neighborhood aad showed a good deal of 
vigor iu its line of work. The needs j 
of a building as headquarters for 
Christian work in this locality ' 
were soou seen, and plans were 
begun early looking to the erection of a 
chapel to serve such a purpose. Funds 
were raised in various wajfs until the 
amount justified the building of the ■ 
chapel, which was begun a few weeks 
ago. The site, at the fork of the Pitts- 
ford and Chittenden roads, was the gift' 
of Edgar Davis. The main building, 
when completed, will be ;J2 by %\ feet 
and the annex by 2>1 feet. The rooms 
in the two parts are arranged so that 
they can be thrown together when nee- ' 
cssary. The chapel will comfortably ■ 
seat 17.^ persons. The prudential com- 
mittee, which has largely to do with the 
building of the structure, is made up of 
G. A. Davis, M. L. Thomas, F. L. Btu- 
be, II. F. Husscll, C. A. I'erkins and 
A. B. Eugrem. 

The corner stone is of dark Colunibinu 
marble and is the gift of Kockwood Bai- 
rett. The finishing and lettering was 
the contribution of W. It. Kiusman. On 
the finished face . of the stone ] 
is a Maltese cross hearing tlie letters 
"I. H. JT." The letters stand for "In i 
His Name," which is the motto of the 
King's Daughters. The atone also bears 
the inscription "Y. F. S. C. E, Chapel. 
Erected 1806." According to custom 
several papers, etc., were placed in the 
stone. These were the Bible, a list of 
the present members of the society and 
ih9 King's Daugliters, a copy of the 
"ifodel Constitution of Christian En- 
deavor" and a copy of the current num- 
ber of TiiE KUTi-Artu Dailv llJiitAj.u. 



The service opened with a hymn, after 
which Eev. Dr. Phillips made the fol- 
lowing preliminary statement :— 

"Fellow Workers of the I'nitod Chris- 
tian Endeavor— The day and service 
arc the fulfillment of long anticipation. 
The building of this chaiiel, the corjier 
si one of which wc are now to lay, is the 
visible sign of the divine favor toward 
the people of this neighborhood and the 
seal of a fellowship in Christian work for 
which all Christiaa hearts must be truly 
thankful. The t: hap e l w;is not in your 

thoughts when the Christian Endeavor 
society was organized here, hut it has 
become an admitted necessity growing 
out of tliat organixatioa. The little seed 
that was thus planted years ago, and 
which you have watched and tended 
with real fidelity, has iu it, I believe, the 
promise and potency of a church of 
Jesus Christ. 'Phe church will be .an 
aftergrowth, hut if you are true to that 
spirit of union in Christ whicli has 
marked this enterprise from the bogin- 
nig there can arise no serious difference 
among you to imperil the birth and 
building of the cimrcli ou priniitivo 
Christian fines, Nothing else, nest to 
your loyalty to Christ, is of so mucli 
importance to you and this enterprise as 
to keep together. If you are 
true to your purpose shown you will 
fear nothing so much as any watchword 
to which all Christians may not heartily 
respond. One book, the Holy IJible, is 
tlie standard of teaching for which tliis 
building ouglit to stand." 

The corner stone was then laid with a 
service prepared for the occasion. 

In the course of the service, which 
was most Impressive, Eev. Dr. PlilUips 
pronounced the sentence of the corner 
stone, hymns were sung and addresses 
delivered.

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Chapelto 
At State

The Mill Village Chapel, 
a Rutland Town landmark 
constructed in 1896, may 
soon be moved from the 
junction of Kouto 7 north 
and the Chittenden Road to 
make way for highway im- 
provements. 

The state has agreed to 
pay $55,000 for moving the 
83-year-old community hall 
a short distance southeast 
of the Rutland .Veterinary 
Clinic. 

The state Highway 
Department's decision to 
fund the chapel-moving, 
project is a victory for the 
50 or so members of the 
chapel's sustaining Mill. 
Village Christian Endeavor 
Society, The community 
religious group fought to 
get state help for the church 
relocation at state en- 
vironmental and transpor- 
tation hearings last year,, 

Sherwin WiUiams, agent 
for the society, said Tues- 
day, "We already have the 
check" from the state. He 
added: "I think the state 
has been very 
cooperative— it'll be a nice 
location over there." 

The group plans to pur- 
chase 2,2 acres from the 
Central Vermont Public 
Service Corp, for $8,000, 
The rest of . the money 
should cover relocation 
costs, including moving of 
the building by a Mid- 
diebury construction outfit, 
drilling of a well and 
construction of a new foun- 
dation and an on-site 
sewage system. 



Be Moved 
Expense 



The project has been ap- 
proved by Rutland Town 
Selectmen. The proposed 
relocation will be scrutiniz- 
ed at a state land use hear- 
ing July 18, Williams did 
not expect any problems 
that would slow the moving 
schedule during the coming 
Act 250 hearing. 

According to plans, the 
structure will be placed on 
a concrete foundation about 
250 feet east of Route 7, 
southeast of the veterinary 
clinic. 

An access road would be 
built from' the highway. The 
new site would have a large 
parking area. 

The moving project will 
begin as soon as permits 
are granted and is expected 
to be completed by spring 
1980, according to the per- 
mit application. Williams 
said the religious'group has 
assured the state Transpor- 
tation Agency the building 
will be moved by October. 

According to state 
Highway Department of- 
ficials, the highway im- 
provement project should 
begin in late 1980. The 
Route 7-Chittenden Road 
junction will be altered and 
Route 7 will be widened. 



The state Highway 
Department initially pro- 
posed moving the chapel, 
then redesigned its road 
project, leaving the 
building where it was. Dur- 
ing hearings last year, 
members of the society 
argued their chapel would 
be suffocated' by a ring of 
paved roadways. 

But state officials, uncer- 
tain whether the federal 
govenment would pay for 
the chapel relocation, balk- 
ed at the additional cost. 
Most of the construction 
costs arc paid by a federal 
grant. 

The initial highway 
design, including the chapel 
relocation, was eventually 
accepted for funding by the 
federal Highway Depart- 
ment, according to state 
highway officials. 

The Mill Village chapel is 
supported by the non- 
denominational Christian 
Endeavoer Society. Sunday 
school classes are held 
weekly, and a church group 
meets monthly. 

The chapel was built in 
1896 as "a community pro- 
ject—just the same as it is 
now," Williams said.

yesterday./ 

The charr^ furring on, .the out- 
side of the heavy main btjams havs 
been 'torn away "as have Uid burned 
boards to which the slate shingles 
were nailed,. ■'The furring and: the 
outside boarding, is being replaced. 
At" quitting tinie last night two - of 
the eight sides of tJi© steeple were 
■practically compieted. 

.All tho slate^ slwngles on the 
■steeple are to be -taken off : and fire- 
proof etl asb.estos shingles with slate 
tsurface. will be put on to iirotept 
pedestrians on the .sidewalks. -A 
iiuinber of broken slates on the main, 
roof of the- churcii are to ,'be re- 
placed. ■ ■ 

. Metal rit)s will be ins.talled >t the 
.eight comers ofjthe roof.. These will 
be coated,, .with lead and paint 
will , tli'e - metal work finish on the 
cornice at the bottom of the ste&ple. 
The small steeple to the east of the 
main spire is also to b© repaired. 

Tho steeplejacks' now employed 
on .the spire are employes of a well- 
known - steeple building company. 
They are -not the same ones who be- 
gan the repairing of the roof before 
the fire took place. "When they have 
finished with thi& steeple, they will 
repair and paint the steeple of the 
Congregational church.

Field's remarks of acceptance, Mr, 
Sawyer introduced Mr. Boyntou, who 
spoke briofiy, extending thanks to the 
men for the welcome- extended him 
and expressing the hope that they 
might work together for the common 
good. 

' - Mr. Sawyer, in Eiving the cup to Mr. 
Field, said: "One of our nuraher has 
very properly been .ctilled the perma-: 
nent pastor ot the church. For more . 
\ than' two sencratlous his has been a 
, guiding spirit; never a dictator, al- 
ways a wife and Itindly councillor." 
■ Mr, ' Sawyer said; that during tlw 
j years the days had not always been 
: pleasant' nor' the going ' easy, but 
through it all Mr: Field had maintain- 
: cd"a high com-agc and a fine spirit of 
, optimism 'which had . cari'ied, the 
; church, through to better days. 
Shrewd Judge of Men. 
To' him, r.ccording to Mr. Sawyer; 
fell the work of, selecting ministers 
for the chm-ch and the wonderfully 
line Hue of men who have served as 
pastors bears witness to ' his shrcvvd 
judgment ot men and the persistency 
ofjiis search until he had found a mau 
suited to the needs of the church.

Remarkable Woman Had Lived in 
Marble City Over 97 Years— Mem- 
ber of Congregational Church — Last 
of Big Family — Funeral IVIonday at 3 

: Bom iluring the second vva.r with Llio 
\ BrUisli and wliilc the Ruvolutioii was 
\ a Uvliig memory and not a mere tra- 
. tlition, Mrs. Eliza Littlefield Brown, 
who passed her lOOtli birthday HcD- 
. tcmber 12, IS 13. died at lier liomc on 
tlie Gornor of West and Court streets, 
Friday morning at 5:'la o'clock after 
1 a long Illness. She had bccu a resi- 
dent of this city £or JIT years and was 
born in the little town of Aiidover, be- 1 
iug one of a family of 11 children, all 
ot. whom lived to be between tiic ages 
i ot 80 and DO yeai-s, except two wiio 
1 died in infancy. She was tlie daug liter , 
of Levi and Jcmlna Bragg Littlcfield, [ 
both coming of sturdy Ucvolutiouary 
stock. Her grandfather. Alexander 
Bragg, .and an uncle, Simeon Little- 
liuid, both went through the war for 
JlidGpendencc. - ■ . 

Mrs. Brown was tbc last surviving 
membSr of a, large family of brothers 
and sisters, and comes of p, family re- 
markable for lojigevlty, but so far as 
known she w:ie the first of that family, 
to attain the patriarchal age of lOU. 
, While Mrs. Brown's memory was 
failing her and she had bccn coufined 
[ to lior bed for sotiie tiuic, she retn.lu-, 
ed almost [jbrfecL iiau of some of her 
faculties until the last few months of 
her illness,-, , 

' An unusuaL feature of the ccnlcji- " 
arian's lite, story is that of her 101) 
years, 97 had. been passed in -llutland 
or Its Immediate vicinity and SO.'years 
at. her present home, where she wunl 
to live upon her marriage to Osear 
Brown. She had lived dxiring the last 
years of her life ivith her- step-daugh- 
tci% Miss Moleu K. Brown. Among 
her other diiilinctions Mrs. L?rown was 
the oldest liviug membejj;, of tlic local 
Congregational church ami until she 
was nearly 90 years old attended ser- 
vices" there regularly, 

She came to Rutland when three 
years old with her parents, in the days 
of spinning wheels and stage coaches 
and had among her prised possessions, 
specimens of home-spun clotb made 
with home-spun thread and colored by 
■ a household process known to the 
housewives of that day. 

She received her education in the 
district Kcliools, and in a s.chool for 
young women ■ conducted on South 
Main street. She later taught in a di.v 
'thct. school In the northern part of 
what is HOW Rutland, and was clioir 
singer in the Congregational churr.b. 
Her first day In church was in lha 
."Old Meeting House" on North Main 
' .itroet,' where the residence of Dr. N. 
.T. Delehanty now stands. In her girl- 
hood days, M c rch an ts ro w was a cow 
path, Main street was l.he old stage 
load to Jioston and West street was; 
the prineipa.! thoroughfare. 

The funeral was Monday afl.ei'- 
noon at a o'clock In the Coiisregatibn- 
al church.

. Having made the entire journey from 
"Dalton, Mass., by automobile in one 
day it is expected that, the pa.rty will 
be too fatigued to mett people at a 
reception, 

A feature of the exercises tomor- 
row, evening -will be the us<s of the 
Mead Bible! This ancient copy of the 
scriptures, which has come into tjic 
possession of- Gov. Mead through' a 
long line oj ancestors, has an inter- 
eating history and one worthy, of per- 
manent record. The time-vvorn book, 
the .first Bible ever brought into the 
valley of the Otter creek, -was uued 
by ,the groat-great-grand mother of Dr. 

•Mead" on^ the night of her arrival -In 
what is now Center Jjutland. In ihe 
flickering glow of a lighted pine Xnot 
this pious woman read from hor Bible 
a paasa&e of. scripture ta keeping with 
the spirit of Thanksgiving on her ar- 
rival In the country that was to be her 
hom« and the home of a numerous 
progeny. 

It is believed that this woman, 
Alercy (Holmes) Jload, wife of Col. 
James Mead, was tlie first white wo- 
man to offer a' prayer in this valley 
as sbe is accorded the distinction of 
being the first white woiiian to enter 
and locate In this part of "Vermont. 



It was luate In the fail "of ] 7fiD— 144 
1 years ago— that Coi. James Mead, Ms 
wife, and 11 children, accompanl-ed 
by a son-in-law, journeyed from Grccn- 
' wich, Ct, to the' .uniinowa forests of 
' the nortli in search of a new home. 
Col. M.ead had^ purchaaed at six cents 
an acre 7000 acres of land, t"ne center 
of the plot being located on th-r sit-e 
oE what is now Center Jlutiand. It 
was to this iland that tho Moid family 
came in the autumn ot 1769. A short 
stop was made at Troy, N. Y., and 
tho journey was again broiten at "^s'hat 
la now Manchester. 

There was not even a spotted tree 
trail to guide the "pioneers and Col. 
Mead* and his family, with all of their 
worldly possessions loaded upon an 
ox 'sled, 'on "a late autumn afternoon 
halted for supper and camp-making. ! 
While Mrs> Mead and her daughter 
prepared a meal for the members of 
the party there came into cump a 
Caugnawag^. Indian chief. Satisfied ; 
that the' newcomers were settlers and 
not eneniles the chief extended that 
magical word "welcome" the. only 
English phrase he 'could utter. 

Accepting the chief's hospitality Col. 
Mead and family followed the Indian, 
to his village, a short, distance away. 
There Mrs, Mead prepared supper, the 
first to be partaken o£ in tho land 
wherein 'the family was to locate. It 
was at the close o£ this meal that 
Mrs: Mead read from the Bible. Mrs. 
Mead and her children sat on one 
side of the wigwam and the chief, his 
squaw and children sat on the other 
side. ■ , 1 
This is the Bible which is to be used 
tonight in connection with the clos- ' 
ing exercises of the 125th anniversary 
ot the Congregational church — the , 
chureli of the woman ■W'ho offered the 
first prayer in the English languagi? 
in what is today known as the Otter 
creelt valley.

Articles ' Adopted at Joint 
.Meeting of Committees 
, ,. tYesterday, 

A Joint meeting of committees from 
the Congregational churcli of Claren- 
don and the Congregational cliurcli o£ 
this city -was held at the churcli In 
Clarendon Friurj ' artcnioon when 
articlea ot federation -were adopted. 
These will oe ratified by a vote of 
each church at meetings to be called 
for action on the federation. 

Tho following articlea -were adopt- 
ed:-^ 

"We, the memhers o£ the Congrega- 
tlonfU churcb of Rutland, and ot the 
Congregational church ot. Clarendon, 
in order that we may hctter promote 
the interests ot tho Kingdom ot God 
in our roapectlve llelds, do lierchy 
adopt the following articles o£ feder- 
ation. 

"Article 1 — Name. This association 
shall be linown as 'The Federated 
Churches ot Rutland and Clarendon,' 

"Article 2 — Duration. Theso articles 
shall continue in force tor five years 
from tho date of their adoption; but 
the federation thus formed may be 
terminated by either cliurch at any 
time hy giving notice of its intention 
three months in advance, ■ 

"Article 3 — Terms, of federation. 

"Section 1 — Each church shall pre- 
serve Intact its own legal and ecclesi- 
astical existence and organization as 
heretofore; and tor the transaction of 
business necessary or advantageous 
thereto shall meet and act separately 
in accordance with its own rules and 
regulations. . 



To Specify: — 

"A — Eacii church shall have the care 
of its own buildings, funds, and other 
property, and shall rai.sc money tor 
tho support ot tlie worlt in Its own 
field as heretofore; but it shall be free 
to seek from the other counsel and .ser- 
vice whenever it shall feel tlie need, 

"B— Each church shall elect its own 
officers and committees as heretofore, 
hut in. so doing shall have respect to 
tho new conditions established by the" 
federation. 

"C^ — Each church shall have charge 
ot its own benevolences, and shall have 
Its separate apportionment. 

"Section 2— tor the purpose, howev- 
er, of maintaining worship and carry- 
ins on Christian work these two 
churches shall act together as one 
church, having two places of wor- 
ship. 

Pastor to Live in Clarendon. 

To Specify: — 

"A — The pastor of the Rutland 
ihurch shall be the pastor of the fed- 
rated churches, and the pastor ot the 
Clarendon church shall he the asso- 
ciate pastor of the Federated churches ' 
and shall have his residence In Clair-' 
endon. The pastor and associate 
pastor will be expected to consult with 
respect to Ihe work of the common ' 
parish, and to co-operate with each 
other for the advancement of the com- 
mon interest.^ ot the two churches so 
far as they can consistently with the 
demands of their own specific taslcs. 

"In case of vacancy, or an anticipat- 
ed vacancy, in the Clarendon pastor- 
ate the pastor of the Federated 
churches shall immediately endeavor 
to secure a successor, or pulpit sup- 
plies, satisfactory to the Clarendon 
church. 

"B — The standing committee of the 
Federated churches shall be constitut- 
ed by the union ot the standing com- 
mittees of the two churches; and they 
shall have separate or joint meetings 
at the call of the pastor or pastors 
according as the interests of the fed- 
eration may require, 

"C — -The Federated churches shall 
bold joint meetings for mutual inform- 
ation and encouragement at such : 
times and places , as the pastors shall ■ 
designate. One of these meetings i 
shall be termed the annual 'meeting 
and shall be held during the month 
of October at which reports shall he ; 
given and such business transacted as 
shall be brought up by the standing 
committee of the federation. 

"Section 3 — When an associate pas- 
tor" is to be chosen he sliall bo nomi- 
nated by the Rutland church and elect- 
ed by the Clarendon church. ' 
' Rutland Church to Give $300 Yearly. 

"Section 4— It is understood ^. and- 
agreed that the- Rutland church wiU 
give each, year to the work of the 
Clarendon church thS: sum o£ not less 
than J300, provided the salary paid 
the associate pastor Is not less than 
$800 and parsonage." 



A RECIPE FOR 
COOKING HUSBANDS 
So As to Make Them Tender 
and Good. 

A good many husbands are spoil- 
ed by mismanagement. Some wom- 
en go about as if their husbands 
were bladders and blow them up. 
Others keep them constantly in hot 
water, others' let theim freeze by 
their carelessness and indifference. 
Some keep them in a stew by irri- 
tating ways and words; others roast 
them. Some keep them in a pickle 
all their lives. It cannot be sup- 
posed that any husband will be 
tender and good managed in this 
way, but they are really delicious 
when propei;ly treated. In selecting 
I your husband, you should not be 
? guided by the silvery appearance 
as in buying mackerel, nor by the 
golden tint as if you wanted sal- 
mon. Be sure to select for yourself, 
as tastes differ. Do not go to mar- 
ket -for him, as the best are al- 
ways brought to your door. It is 
far better to have none, unless you 
will patiently learn how to cook for 
hira. A preserving kettle of the 
finest porcelain is best, but if you 
have nothing but an earthenware 
nappy, it will do with care. See 
that the lien in which you wrap 
liim is nicely washed and mended 
with the required number of but- ; 
tons and strings nicely sewed on. 
Tie him in the kettle by a strong 
silk cord called comfort, as the one 
called duty is apt to be weak. They : 
are apt to fly out of the kettle, 
and be burned and crusty on the 
edges, since like crabs and lob- 
sters, you have to cook them alive. 
Make a steady fire out of love, neat- 
ness and cheerfulness. Keep him as 
near this as seems to agree with 
him. If he sputters and fizzes do 
not be anxious, some husbands do 
this until they are quite done. Add 
a littie sugar in the form of what 
confectioners call kisses, but nc 
pepper or vinegar on any account, 
A little spice improves them, but 
; e must be used with judgcjnent 
not stick any sharp instrument in- 
to him to see, if he is becoming 
tender. Stir him gently, watch the 
while lest he lie too flat and close 
to the kettle, and so becomes use- 
jless. You cannot fail of knowing 
when he is done. If thus treated 
you will find him very digestible, 
! agreeing nicely with you and the 
'children, and he will keep as long 
as you want, unless you become 
] careless and set him. in too cool a 
Iplace.

RUTLAND — In 1864, a 
courageous Japanese, 
Joseph Hardy Neeslma, 
challenged the fete by 
stowing away on an 
American ship. 

If caught It would have 
cost him his life and 
disgrace In the traditional 
samurai manner of self- 
disembowdment. 

His career after he 
became the first Japanese 
to win a degree from a 
western college, Amherst, 
in 1870, had its beginnings 
in this city, A wonderful 
expression of Good Will 
Toward Men of two nations 
separated for centuries by 
cultural differences. 

And it is because of his 
place in church history 
that in Rutland Grace 
Congregational Church on 
June 27, the 100th 
anniversary of Japan's 
Doshisha University will 
be celebrated. 

Neesima was the first of 
his country to be named a 
missionary of the 
American Board. His 
appointment was made 
during a board meeting in 
the Rutland church. 

In attendance here June 
27, will be 32 delegate; 
from Japan. Guest 
preacher w\il be Dr, David 
M. St owe, executive vice 
president, United Church 
Board for World 
Ministries, United Church 
of Christ. 

agnificant is that the

Nell a Grimm Fox 
The Benefactress 

That the Rutland Free Library is sometimes envied by other 
libraries, that visitors from metropolitan areas frequently comment 
on the wide selection of new books on display, that during winter 
months it is not uncommon for programs of one kind or another to be 
going on six days out of seven — all this stems in large measure from 
the generosity of one woman. 

Upon her death in 1969 at the age of 95, Nella Grimm Fox left 
behind a trust fund of approximately $2 million, the annual interest 
from which was to be shared equally by the library, the Rutland 
Hospital and the Grace Congregational Church. 

For the library, this meant $30,000 . a year which Mrs. Fox 
designated go for books and periodicals. However, the terms of her 
bequest were broadened during the mid-'70s to support the salary of 
a program director and maintain programming facilities. 

A patroness of the arts and avid collector, Mrs. Fox also bequeath- 
ed to the library the English hall clock by Elliott of London, which 
graces the reading room, and a Steinway grand piano now used for 
recitals. 

Other items she left to the library include Oriental rugs, vases, oil 
and watercolor paintings, a Louis XV chair, an oak- table and Jaco- 
bean hall furniture. Many of these are now displayed in the Nella 
Grimm Fox Room. 

The source of the Fox family fortune was the G.H. Grimm Co. 
Housed in a plain gray clapboard building on Forest Street, this con- 
cern has produced maple sugaring equipment in Rutland for nearly a 
century, 

Mrs. Fox's father, Gustave H. Grimm, established the company in 
Hudson, Ohio, in 1880 and moved the operation to Rutland in 1898, To- 
day, the plant continues to make everything for the sugaring trade 
from spouts, buckets, hooks and pails, to 6 x 16-foot evaporating 
tanks. 

Mrs. Fox was born in Ohio in 1874, moving with the family to 
Rutland in 1892, In 1914, she assumed control of the firm and ran it 
until 1951 when it was sold to the Moore family. 

According to those who knew her, she was a shrewd 
businesswoman and invested wisely in the stock market. 

A neighbor, H. Vaughan Griffin, recalled in 1979 thai she was a fine 
pianist and an enthusiastic gardener. "She had probably the finest 
formal gardens in the city and was very much of a show person as far 
as flower shows," he said. 

In the 1920s, she was married to John C. Fox, who was the son of a 
prominent city family and an early sweetheart. Mr. Fox died about 
10 years afterward. There were no children.

The funeral of Charity Mead Blanch.- 
ard, liged SG yeara, took place at her 
home, West Rutland, Saturdaj' after- 
noou, Kev. Dr. George i\. Boardman 
of rittslord ofllciated, assisted by Ecv. 
H, E, Bray. The pallbearers were Dr. 
John A. Mead, John H. Mead, William 
Thrall and Walter Burr, all rel.itives of 
the deceased. The burial was iu that 
part of Evergreen cemetery which was 
Included in the land given by Col. Mead 
to the town as a burial , lot, known in 
those days as the town acre. 

Charity Blanchard was the daughter 
o£ Abnur Mead, jr., and she was born on 
the original Mead farm at Center Eut- 
land, whicli was bought of the Caughua- 
waga Indians. The progenitor of the 
Elancliard family, Benjamin Blanchard, 
a carpenter, built Mead's mill at what 
was afterward called Gookiu's falls. 
For 40 days' work Mead gave hira a deed 
of 100 acres of land south of the corners 
at West Etttland. This was in 1773. 
The Blanchard family have occupied 
this farm from that day. Tlirce of the 
family in regular succession were named 
Benjamin, and of the' fourth generation 
Charlon Blanchard died in 1SS3. Charity 
Blanchard'a husband was Benjamin F. 
Blanchard, a descendant of the original 
Blanchard. She was a sister of Dr. 
John A. ' Mead's, father. Her jjreatr 
grandmother was Mercy Mead, one of 
the 20 original members of the Congre- 
gational church of Butland.

Tiio atroug and naturally vigorous 
coustitutiou of Mr. Picrpoiut has been 
yielding for some, years to iucrcasing iti- 
firmitiea, but without impairment to 
any marked extent of his raciiui vigor 
and. capiicity lor business. For some 
, weeks Mr. Pierpoint liiid rapidly dr- 
cliucd, and duriug the liist lew days 
laid in a scroi-coriscious condition, out 
of'Jirluch he passed quietly aud with- 
, out pain. Ills death vvas due to a gcu- 
ural failure of the nutritive powers. 

Evelyn Pierpoint, the .sou ol Judge 
and Abigail (itaymond) Pieriioiot. was 
bom in liutlaud June 10, 181G. He was 
ii direct descendant of llcv. James Picr- 
jjoiut, who was the second clcrgymau at 
New Bavcu, Ct, Mr. Pierpoint was 
educated !n the public schools in Kut- 
land and in Bennington academy, 
When, 12 years of age he \yas^ employed 
as a clcrt in the Kutlaud pps toll! ce and 
was for some j-ears a clerk in a general 
mcrcliandise store owned by the late 
Jaines- Barrett in Rutland, lie tooli 
charge of thO( Brandon Iron company's 
store in 1S37 aud later formed a, 
partnership . with W. Y. Kiplcy of 
Center : Eutland. He wns for a 
number ■ of Ye;irs engaged in a 
dry goods and, importing house in New 
York , eity and was' in business four 
vcars in LaniiDgburgh, N. Y., Upon his 
return to , Rutland he became a partner 
with the late James Barrett and later 
'erected in Mendon the first steam aaw- 
raiU in Vermont. About this time he 
became interested in the lumber apd 
bridgo-buildina: business. The Vierppint 
latniiy had considerable real estsite in 
Rutland and since 1851 Mr- Picrpoiut 
has largely occupied managing it. 



He "was a member of the council of 
censors in and ISao and was one 
of the hvc delegates to the uatioual 
convention held iu PhiLidelphi,-; in .Tunc, 
185j). Mr. Pierpoiut was a republican. 
He was justice of the peace and for some 
years town treasurer. Under Govs. 
Washburn, Ilcudec and Stewart lie was 
inspector of Haauce. lie was director 
and casliicr of the National Bank of 
ll^itland aud one of ' the iacorporators 
auil a, director .in the Merchants' Na- 
tional biink in this city. 

fie was tJio last surviving clMrtcr 
member of Otter Creek lodge of Odd 
PellovvR.

:Lnd sympathetic Worshiper at thcCon- 
j!rcgational ehurcli. He was married 
June 4,.1!:'-11, to Sarah J., daughter of 
Jiimcs and Miriam (Buttricl;) Bfir- 
rctt o£ this city. ll.is . wile 
died May 7, IS'ja. Ji'ive chiidreu 
were born to tliciii, of whom otic only, 
Annie 15., the companion ."ind liorac- 
milker of her latlier, survives.

Mr. Pierpoiut was interested .from the 
start in the founding of the Piutland 
hospital and gave the 'Tine hill lot" for 
a site. Ilis charities wore practical aud 
unostentatious and many poor people 
will feel in his death the loss of a real 
benefactor.

Tlie earliest settlers m Rutland were Con- 
gregalionalists. October 20th, ! 773, a Congre- 
gational Churcli was organized. The people at 
first worshipped in a log building near ihc Falls 
on Otter Creek at Center Rutland, though a house 
of worship on "Meeting House Hill" in West 
Rutland, was soon creeled. Organized Congre- 
gational worship in what is now the city, dates 
from the division of the town into two parishes, by 
an act of the State Legislature, October 22, I 787. 
The East parish in Rudand was organized 
May 20. 1 788. Rev. Augustine Hibbard waf 
employed by the parish to. preach until Novem- 
ber 1 , 1 788, and a Congregational Church with 
ihirty-scven members was gathered October 5lh. 
A meeting house was built, and the "Pew ground" 
was sold at "public vendue." This structure which 
stood on the west side of North Main Street near 
North Street was very plain, without tower or 
steeple, and fireless except for foot-stoves, as was 
the custom of that period. 

Early in 1 789 the Rev. Samuel Williams, 
LL.D., came to its pulpit, a man of wide learning, 
later a professor at Harvard, one of the founders 
of the Rutland Herald, and the earliest historian of 
Vermont. 

Rev. Herman Bail (Dartmouth, 1791), was 
the first regularly settled minister in the East Par- 
ish, the vote of settlement being Aug. 2, 1 796. 
Being a settled minister, he remained the pastor of 
the Church until his death, December 17, I 82 I . 
During his ministry, I 80 7, occurred the abolition 
of the duty resting upon towns and parishes to 
maintain public religious worship. In 1 8 1 9 the 
Congrcgationalists built of brick a new house of 
. worship, on the east side of North Main Street, 
just north of the Aiken Place where the residence 
of Dr. Delchanty now stands, and the old parish 
meeting house, which they had occupied until that 
litnc, was sold by the inhabitants of the parish. 

In 1818, the Sunday School was established 
by Deacon William Page, who remained its super- 
intendent until 1 834.

The joint in 
the iightning rod outside, where the elec- 
tricity icft it, was so loosely connected 
as almost to fall apart, and it was doubt- 
less owing to this fact that the accident 
occurred, which fortuuntely resulted in 
so little damage. This joint in the rod 
will be better secured to-day.

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This fireplace was built in 1917 in 
Lee Lodge #30 located at Castleton, VT 
and from the salvaged bricks gathered 
from the Monument site on Bird's Mount- 
ain.

built it as a memorial to her immediate ancestors on the family farm, 
contribxitins the farmland and the square old family house, and endow- 
ing it to pay the missionary 550 a month. For most of the years of 
his service that is viiat Father Rerainway received. But tha farm pro- 
vided food for the family and fov' paying guests. His wife's butter 
tind Q^.^s more than covered what groceries they needed to buy, A deep 
rroo;iu, built by Puthur himaolf, porputually yloldod otoor moat, 
poultry, lamb, and veise tables. People came from miles around for re- 
treats, sayinc, morninj^ and evening prayers, helping with the haying 
and uround thu vast flruplacu, liutening to groat books being read 
uloud, Ftithor Hemlnwuy'a knowludtiu wua wide and over-expanding. His- 
tory, music und lituraturo u^groQSod "him, jiortlcularly tho literature 
of the Scriptures^ In a com ..unity of practical men he was always 

practical. Religion was not something up in the air and out of tliis 
world, ills Savior had an eternal message for everyday life. 

Up in the morning never later than S, and on Sundays, too, to do 
t, e chords. Prayers and o hearty breakfast - there would be no noon 
me^l. Over to rin^ the church bell for service at 9 - until a record 
player was installed instead of the bell, to peal through loud sp- 
oalcers the -ireat rausic of Sach and Beethoven over the' mountains , 
through the valleys. Then off to the next service, 35 miles away, and 
perhaps tc conduct two mora. Through the lush sumraors, the golden 
autumns, the bitter winters, the ankle de^p mud of sprln_,s. Through 
cloudbursts and blizzards, through snowstorms and sleet, carrying al- 
ways the message of redemption and healing. 

I'i'or he was a healer. Physcians in the famous Kan over hospital and 
clinic in the Rutland and Veterans ■ hospitals knew his power. Many of 
them were distressed because younger men seemed to see medicine only 
as a way of making a good and reputable living, Tlot as a calling. 
Father Heminway did not heal bodily diseases but he comforted sick 
and frightened souls and doctors observed (using their own terms) a 
psychosomatic connection. He came Into a sickroom like the sun, exud- 
ing warmth and joy. 

Like all strong " characters he had tremendous prejudices. Though he 
never hatod a sinaer he hated sin - and especially the sins of hypo- 
crisy, self- righteousness, and pride, a prejudice he shared with his 
Master, Cruelty and iniusticc inflamed him, 

ITe heard confessions and redeemed many a troubled soul and life 
for this world. Low -brows and high-brows sought his company - but if 
he were invited to dinner his hosts must be mindful of the milking 
time of his cows. His words in or out of the pulpit were concrete, 
addressed the lessons of nature, as were His Lord's, His fame spread 
far beyond his parish and state, and he was in demand for missions - 
conferences, protracted Lenten services - bringing a small honorarium 
to help his fanfiily to live, Ko complaints on that score. Two of his 
sons-in-law also entered noly O:ffdors. How many others he inspired to 
do so can Jaardly be told. 

Now one will see no more the little car ploughing through the sno- 
wdrifts, behind the wheel the unmistakaable face framed in silvery 
board, nor muut again the sparkling blue oyoa, nor woi^n onosolf in 
his prusonco. 

But he will not be forgotten, up in these hills. Parents will tell 
their children about him. Children grown will remember the man who 
was the friend of every child, Now in the glorious company of the 
saints of light. Ho did not have far to go*

ti^itorists driving along Route into or out of Rutland, Vt, , 
last Wednesday might have noticed a great thr6ng of people accompany- 
ing a cdffin from a little stone church off the high road in a wildly 
be'iutiful mountain pass and wondered what famous person died, Kight 
also had they paused, noted the faces of mourners, so many of them 
wet-eyed, rugged farmers faces but amon>5 thera two or three nationally 
Imown, and others marked by high distinction. And - were they given 
to reflection - might also have wondered what parish supported any 
church in so scattered a mountain connT.unity, 

But they would have heard the news at the next inn, or in the st- 
reets of Rutland, Norwich, Hanover (where Dartmouth is), in Bethel, 
Woodstock, or Vhite River Junction, Reard it, too, in any farm kit-* 
chen they might have entered. Uttered in sorr-ow, with- an apron corner 
dabbed at the eyes, "Father Heminway has died," 

"Ten thousand times ten thousand 

In SDcrkling raiment bright. 

The armies of the ransomed saints 

Thron«r up the steps of light," 

Strong' male voices, shy young voices, sweet women's voices and 
cracked voices, too, sang the grand triumphant hymn, without accomp- 
anment, for the little church has no organ. The bishop of Vermont re- 
ad the opening and closing prayer comjiending the man whose body lay 
before him to "everlasting peace and into the glorious company of the 
saints in light," 

He had died the previous Sunday kneeling at the altar in 3t, Bar- 
nabas Church in Norwich, just as he began the celebration of the Holy 
Eucharist, Norwich, also a tiny congregation, was his second church 
- the gray stone of Our Savior tr*e main one. His head rested on the 
altar rail as though bowed in prayer, but it fell to the side, and he 
was dead. It was not unexpected. He knew he had angina pectoris and 
that the end might come any minute, but he paid his condition little 
heed. 

Such parishes as his make great physical demands on a man, V/hen 
the war took other ministers, he preached at one time every Sunday in 
four churches - Norwich and White River Junction and Bethel as well 
as St, Barnabas parish in Sherburne on the Rutland mountain. And be- 
sides, he was a farmer, and the priest of farmers. This Episcopalian 
took the tiny parish by selection, under a bishop who believed some- 
one who knew farming could best minister to the souls and understand 
the problems of farmers, Truman Heminway, born in New York of a fam- 
ily had ranched in Alberta, Canada, and married an Englishwomen bef 
fore ho thought of entering holy orders, equipping himsolf for that 
calling under handicaps. He had to learn Greek, and get a lacking A, 
S, degree even to start. And then to be parked in a remote community 
which had defied a series of priests to create a congregation, from 
the year of the founding of the church in 1897 until Father Heminway 
camo in 1931«

Haviland of Glens Falls, a cousin of 
Mrs. Chaffee, was present and follow- 
ing the unveiling placed at the .foot

the old Rutland fort but also Main 
street, which was formerly the Crown 
Point Militarj' road." 
. Following the singing of "America," 
by the Marble City qtiartet, Mrs. T. A. 
Davis formally presented the statue 
to the city of Rutland, She said: 
Mrs. Davis waKcs. Presentation Ad- 
dress, 

"The giving of this memorial has to 
us a two'fold meaning, first to com- 
memorate the services of our ances- 
-tors, .who by ttcir deeds of valor lelt 
'ua as our heritage, Vermont; then we 
would jhayjjik o£ educational value to 
:the ;i^oiitli- ot the present an-d future 
generation. As they pass' through 
this beautiful park and look upon this 
statue, may it be an inspiration to 
them to live noble, lives and to per- 
■form for thoir country and states such 
acts of .patriotism as their times do- 
mand." 

■ Mayor Stafford in a few words ex- 
pressed the appreciation which the 
"city both collectively and as individ- 
uals must reel. He said in part : "By 
virtue of the office which has been

In a big 
sense we are of western extraction, 
in no other section besides the West 
has there been such fast development 
as in central New England. W« have 
met our opportunities and nature has 
provided us with a great deal to work, 
upon. Our climate is ideal and well 
suited to the growth ot crops. Tbe 
soil is a rich and fertile loam tlhat 
needs very little improvement to .bring 
fcrth a plenteou.-i harvest. 

"When our ancestors camo to Ver- 
mont, they wcro In search of more 
land, not becansp they were discon- 
tented wliere they were, Tliey were 
dcmocratio and lovers, of freedom. 
They have been described aa restless, 
bold, ambitious and unpolished, quick 
to take oltensc when their righta were 
at staJto, peaceable and loyal to' their 
friends at all times." 
Dr. Thomas said in conclusion; 
Freedom the Passion of Our Race. 
"We were horn ot a race whose ipas- 
sion was the mastery of their own 
land and wo will have our children 
free. Our ancestors were baptized 
in the struggle oE the Revolution, and 
were bresl to war and yet were lovers 
of peace. None can exceed us in unity 
and brotherhood, and we glory in our 
New England heritage and claim it as 
our righ't. The iilg, strong men who 
wont forth under Ethan Allen were 
U\D representatives of the new Amer- 
ica. They never sold their country 
and. they mado it what it is today. 
Sons and daughters of a pioneer peo- 
ple, it is to us ever a privilege to hon- 
or those who Jiavc gone before and to 
do wiat little "we can. to ihonor our 
dear Vermont"

HISTORY OF THE MISSION COVENANT CHURCH 
CENTER .RUTLAND, VERMONT 
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It was in 1889 that a small group o( Mission Friends, under the leadership of Rev. 
Louis Grelander, joined together to term what was then known as the Swedish Evan- 
gelical Congregational Mission Church of Center Rutland. Prior to that time, a few 
interested folk had been meeting for worsiiip in West Rutland. It was also in 1889 that 
a plot of land to be used lor a church building was donated by the Vermont Marble Com- 
pany and the foundation was laid the same year. A subscription was taken to finance the 
erection of the building. Nearly $600 was subscribed, much of which was contributed by 
American Iriends including Senator Redfield Proctor who gave $250. 

After Pastor Grelander's resignation in 1890, a layman, John Erickson, carried on 
the orfcaching duties until 1891 when Rev. S.J. Blomquist assumed the pastorate of the 
Center Rutland and Proctor churches. During his ministry, the church building, in which 
we s!fl! worship today, was completed and dedicated on July 24, 1692. 

In 1894, Pastor Blomquist returned to Sweden and was succeeded by Rev. C. J. 
Andersen who carried on the work for eight years. Short ministries by G, A. Quarnstrom 
and A. F. Tornbiom followed by the pastorate of Rev. Gustat Wiman who moved to this 
area in October, 1903, and continued in the work until 1909. At thai time, Rev. C. J. 
Wahlstrom accepted a call and served the church until 1912. 

The next pastor was Rev. J. M. Hendrickson who remained only one year. His suc- 
cessor was Rev. Alex Strandin who continued as pastor until 1918. Following his min- 
istry, the church was not able to secure a pastor for about a year. Then, Rev. Frank 
Li nd berg accepted a call but remained less than a year. 

In 1920, Rev. Charles Swanson became the pastor and served the church faithfully 
for twenty-seven years. Pastor Swanson submitted his resignation in 1944 but continued 
his ministry until 1947 when he and Mrs. Swanson left to live with their children. Alter 
much illness, Pastor Swanson died in 1953. The funeral services v/ere held in the Center 
Rutland Church on May 23, 1953, with burial in the Proctor cemetery. 

Following Pastor Swanson's resignation no new pastor was called but Mr. Car! Hector 
carried on the preaching duties and various ministers from churches in the Eastern Mis- 
sionary Association came and conducted Sunday services from time to time. 

In 1951, following an offer of aid by the Eastern Missionary Association, the church 
called Rev. S. Jerome Johnson, who was then a student at North Park Theological Sem- 
inary. Rev. Johnson was pastor of the church for one year. During his ministry, several 
who had formerly been members of the Proctor church joined the Cdnter Rutland church. 
Two societies, the J.O.Y, Circle and the Brotherhood, were organized at that time. Rev. 
Johnson ended his ministry in June, 19.':2, and Rev. James Anderson, another intern from 
North Park Se.iiinary took up the work. Pastor Anderson stayed' until September 1 . 1954. 

In December, 1954, Elwood daBraal, a student at the North Park Theological Seminary 

also came and stayed until May, 1956. In July, 1956 David Sandquest came and stayed 
until June, 1958. From 1958 until now, the Rev. Lariiphere has served this loyal group 
of church members. Though small in numbers, this church plays a viial role in the lives 
of these people.

Mrs. Charles Sholdou and Mr, and Mrs, 
Paul Brooks have given a carved white 
marble baptismal font as a memorial of 
Charles Sheldon. Mrs. J. C. Duun has i 
ordered two black walnut memorial hymn [ 
tablets to be hung in the church. The 
King's Sons have given a complete set of 
psalters and a girls' sewing society In the 
ijunday school has decided to buy two 
vases for the newel posts of the steps 
which lead to the pulpit platform. 

Tlio church aud chapel are lighted by in- 
candescent electric lights, furnished by ihe 
Rutland Electric Light company, la the 
ceiling of iho church the lightH are 50- 
candle power each and are covered with 
the McCreery shade; tho vestibules and the 
space under the galleries are lighted by 30 
candle power lights. The switch room is 
behind the organ and here are 25 switches 
whicii control the lights. The arrange- 
ment is in sections, so that one or any 
number of lights may be turned on. All 
the wiring is concealed. 

On lire north side of . the church, ia the 
recess connect lug tlie church ' with the 
chapel, is a large cloak room, while on the 
opposite side is a private room for tlie 
pastor. I'he chapel may also be reached 
by dooM from the galleriea. 

The interior of the tf^unday Echool has 
been practically rebuilt. Tlie old plastering j 
was poor, aud ueiv lias been put on ' 
throughout.

The library room, 0 by 11 feet, hi ia tko 
soutliivest corner of the room. 

Ou tho first Uoor of thu chapol building 
several partitions have been removed, and 
the size of tho p;irtor hiw been doubled. 
What was formcily tlie dining loom has 
been changed to a kiit hon and serving 
room, and fitted with a sidoboai d for the 
storage of dishes and wiih other cnnveui- 
ences. 

Tho floor in the parlors is covered with 
an Agra carpet in gray ami bro\va shades. 
Light is furnished by groups of i u candes- 
cent electric lights hung from rcliecLors. 

The halls, stairs and Sunday schqol 
room are covered with malting. 

Under tho organ is a toilet room for 
women, and in the basement one has been ^ 
built for men. 

Considerable eicavaEiug has been done | 
in the basement of the churcli mni an out- 
side entrance has been built.

The ■ Congregational churcli was ro* 
dedicated last uvening with a sorvico «on- 
sistiug of music by thu ctioir, an historical 
address liy Rov, Dr. Soaver and a sermon 
by President Ouckham of tho Univeisity 
of Vprmoat, 

The church was crowded, ovory pisw be-, 
lug occupied, and many people from out 
of town wore present. The £50 electric 
lights brilliantly lighted the church and 
chivpel. The front of tho pulpit platform 
was decorated with tropical plants and 
swilai furnished_ by the Fortnightly 
society, and oa tho flower island M-as a 
largo basket of roses. 

Tho tiholdou memorial, the' marble 
bnplismal. foot, given by Charles Shel- 
don's sous, was nut In petition, as It is not 
rmlshcd. 

The pastor, Itov. Dr. Phil lips, presided 
and these visiting clergymen woru present:

The programiuo distributed through tho 
congregation was an eight -page pamjihlot 
ai.id contained tlio names of tlio choir, 
building cotnmittco, a list of the manorial 
gifts and the order of service, A carefully 
prepared, programiuo of music was sung 
Ly a chorus of 40 mixed voices, directed 
hy the organist, J, II. Jilngols, In tbo so. 
Je'.tlon from the oratorio, "Tho Rudoinp- 
*.io^," a boy cliolr of ilO voices saiig two re- 
ts pinscs from behind tho organ. The nolo 
parts wore taken hy Mi.is Olin.'itcad, so- 
prano; G, H, Emery, tenor; Miss Pliin- 
ney, coatraho, and A, P, Graham, basso, 

Tho service began at 7:30 o'clock, aud 
after tho organ piolii'lo there . was a ru- 
sponstvo reading by thii minlslois and con- 
gregation. Tho invowition was pronounced 
liy Rhv. Dr. Smart, 

Dr, John A. Jlec.d, chairman of tho 
building commilteo, made a. detailed re. 
port of [ho nlic-iatlona and luiprovo- 
m^nta In ■ tho ' church and chapol, 
told how tlio money was raised, 
and gave the roaulta of the esamiuailou 
of tlio CO mm it loo appoiijlod a year ago to 
ascertain what repairs wore nocossary. 
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Iluv. Mr. Ball read, from the Biblo, after 
which Eov, Dr, Seiivor, who was pastor of 
tho cliuich from iSGO to ISliv^, gave an his- 
torical uddres.^. Ho said that, tis ho stood 
on the platform, he was strongly reminded 
of tlio days who u he was pastor, saying 
that ho, preached tho first, scruion in thu 
church. Today, ho said, tho church wa,'j 
larger, inoru important and inllucutlal 
,than ho over. . , expected, and ho 
returned .thanks for all that' had 
hceu iicooniplished. Ho spoke of tho 

• work of tho cominitteo, tho ideas conceived 
and ciirrjed out by the pastor and tho 
linking of the former generation of clmrch 
members with the present. 

The church was organized in 1787; and 
ho described some of lUo troubles of tho 
society at that time and ,tUo bri'jk church 
built iu I31i3 near E, I'ierpolnl'ii present 

, rosidonco. Ho referred to tho building 
and dedication of thu present edifice in 

.IBGO. 

Alter singing hy thu choir tho act ot 
dedication was perfotniod by tho pastor 
aud'congrogntiou, U consisted of u ru- 
spouslvo reading, tho cougrcgntion say-, 
iug this: — 

"We, tho peopio of this cliurcb, first 
consecrating oiirsolvos anew, do now dodi- 
cato this building, ill tho uaaiu of the 
Kathor, and of the Son, and of thu Holy 
"Ghost. Amen" 

'i'he soriuon was dollvorod by president 
Buckham, whoso lext was taken from 
John IG, from iho 12th to I'lth verses, the 
principal topic of tLo text being this: "Ho 
will j^nide you' into all' truth and Uo will 
show you things to conio," 

President liuckhom epokc on tho growth 
of Chrisllanity and the problems which 
confronted the church, saying thoy 
are more complicated than ia its early 
days. Ho said there aro many problems 
of lliought and belief aud every institution 
hud to-justify its right to live. Ho said It 
was hard to construct the social life of the 
Christian and said that people have not 
learned how to encourage woaltli without 
encouraging its abuse. 

The highest functions of human life, lie 
said, is iho .Inriiily, tlio state, and ibo 
church. Gvd would co-operate in tho mak- 
ing of history. In closing, liu said that 
vho tivo greatest roligioua proldems today 
aro church unity and uvaugclizaliou ol the 
Mforld, Uo thought tho conquest of tliu world 
wiH bo the final result and thouglit there 
now could ba aoen glirapsea of Chris I'h 
one and uuivorsal kingdom, la the vast 
multitude of Christians thi-ireis a fraternal 
feeling and a passionate zeal for missionary 
work. 

After a solo and chorus tho prayer of 
consecrntlon was ollored by tho pastor. 
Tho olioir and cougregutiou sang, aud 
after singing by thu elioir thu c6ngrcp;'a'.iuu 
was disiiilsstKl by a short prayur autl beue- 
diction by the pastor.

Thi laying of the comcr-stguc of the 
new Uuiversalist church on "West street 
occurred , Jlonday afternoon, and but for 
tho fact that it was circus day and the 
vTcatlicr was disagreeable and threaten ing, 
the attendance would undoubtedly have 
been large. TJic exercises, hovvcver,wcrG 
successfully carried out, arid the corner- 
stone of the lirst Uuiversalist (diurch in 
Rutland has been laid. 

All awning was stretched over a portion 
of the hastily laid floor on tlie foundation, 
under which scats were placed for the 
audience. On the organ was a large 
basket of flowers, the gift of Mrs. S. i\ 
I'aige, Jfiss Fuller presided at the organ 
and tlic singing was led by i>li: il. B. 
Wlutticr, and llr. and Sirs. F. Gay, 

Tlie exercises opened witli an invoca- 
tion by Rev. G. IV".. Perry, the pastor of 
the cliurcJi, after ivhicii a hymn was snug. 
This was followed by the reading of ap- 
propriate passages of scripture by Dr. 
Charles "Woodliousc, who was one of the 
first preachers of Universal ism ' in Rut- 
land, The selections- were from Psalms 
.118,,--:,verses 22 and 30 ; :Eplicsi,aus, 3, 
verses 10, 20, 31 ; 1 Peter 2, verses 1 to 
C ;,2 .Timothy 2 , ycrsc, ; 10 ; 1 .Corinthians , 
,3, verses 0, 10 and .-ll,.-- and- Mattliew 7,' 
verses 24 to 27.^ In the absence of Rev.

"While tlie stoue was being set, a shower 
came up and tlio audience adjourned to 
the hall in the parsonage, wliere tlic services 
•were continued, ' Rev. Dr. f. M. Atwood, 
president of the Canton, N. Y. , Theological 
school, was. then introduced by Rev. Mr. 
PeiTy, aud delivered tlic. : address of the 
occasion. Dr.: Atwood is. a pleasant and 
iutercsting speaker and Ms remarks were 
principally upon the. importance of having 
a Univcrsalist church in a town like 
Rutland. lie spoke substantially as fql-; 
lows :■

stoue is in position, that although a 
change in the programme has been made, 
we can use our imagination and adjust 
ourselves to tlic circunistances. When 
the town builds its liaU it is a town allair, 
and all the people arc iubcrostcd. The 
cliurch is in a peculiar sense a pub- 
lic ■ building, aud . it belongs to 
society. Although you build this 
church, lay the coracr-stonc and have 
all the legal rights, you cannot call 'it 
your own private church, because it is for 
the people aud belongs to society. 

"Personally, I am interested because it 
is a Univcrsalist church. It is esseutial 
that there should be such a church, be- 
cause this particular organization of 
which wc liavc just laid tin corner stone 
will draw peojile which tlie otlier churches 
do not. If j was mayor of this city, I 
would take an inventory of the religious 
proclivities iu the commuuity and ascer- 
tain how many people there are of each 
denomination. Of this clmrch I will say 
that you cannot do a better 
thing than to' contribntc tc the 
building of this edillcc, , It is a 
goo<l business . Investment. It will bo a 
success,.- for whordvcr a Univcrsalist 
church has been' built it has vindicated 
itself within a short time. I learn from 
the plans that you are contemplating the 
erection of a building that. ,will be an. or- 
nament, an honor to the towu; aud you 
have been wi.se in the selection of .a situ, 
wliich, by the ivay,' is very important. 
When you make this cliurch of brick and 
mortar it is strong and ready to liold ser- 
vices; but you hare not put the thought 
of religious worship into it, and a cliurch 
will not succeed without that. 



"I thank God that ; it is 
a fashion of our people to build 
temples for a divelliug place ol the most 
high God, and I rejoice with you in this 
enterprise. "Wiiilc devoting time to. the 
construction of this building, you ought 
to be grooving in truth and sph'it. I con- 
gratulate" you on this auspicious begin- 
ning, "and let the elTect of all these labors 
bc-such that you\v01 grow- strong in the 
grace of God." ' ■

ADVENT CHRISTIAN CHURCM. 

In 1857. Elder Miles Cranl. of Bos!::^. 
began rcliEioixs services fa lliis cily, delivering iec- 
lurcs lo audiences in ihc Town Hall and elsewhere. 
These meetings resulted in an csicnslvc revival, 
/rum which llic Advent Chrislian Church was or- 
Eaniicd that year. The first settled pastor v.'as 
'.he Rev. Matthew Batchelder. Durini; his pas- 
torale the Church erected a plain wooden Church 
edifice on West Street near the old Stale House, 
at a cost of some $2,500. and with a slating capa- 
city of about -four hundred persons. 

In 1884, the Church properly on West 
Si reel was sold, and a new cdifrccwith scaling 
capacity of about two hundred was creeled on 
"Williams Street, between Church and Elm Slrcels. 

About this lime conditions arose which re- 
sulted eventually in the loss of ihe Church prop- 
erly, the scallerint; of its membership, and the

The society al present worships in a 
substantial brick church on West Slrcel, built dur- 
ing the pastorate of Rev. H. W.

A. Osman, has been in Rutland 
but a few months but is highly 
spoken of by Ills parishioners.

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At the missionary meeting In the 
evening another large congregation was 
present. After brief opening excrcisea 
Bishop Hall giive an address on tlie 
general subject of "Diocesan Misaions," 
lie said in part:'-^ ' ■ ' ' ' ' ' ' 
"I am going to say something to you 
tonight that may at lirst.-.pjiern^lH) politic 
and almost rash, what I ani' about i:o 
say is that hi one way Vermont grieves 
me. Now, t like Vermont in many ways. 
[ appreciate her scenery, her beautiful 
valleys and hills, alid her raajestic 
mountains. I appreciate the loyalty of 
the people in the church and the Iclnd- 
ness with which I h.ave been received, 
not only by people of my own church 
but by others as well. There are 
many things to make roe thank- 
ful that I am in Vermont, but 
. the people in the eliurch oE Vermont 
make m>i sad. There is a certain n.ar- 
; r«wness about the ehurcli in this state 
j and in her people who ai-e sp spiritually 
indepemlent. We shut ourselves from 
those around us in our religious privi- 
leges. IVe arc content with what we 
have in our own diocese and hardly care 
to have much to do with missions oiit- 
side. We sometimes stay, so long in the, 
valley of ourseSves that the hillsides shut 
out the light of progress. 

Disagreeable mwlielnes are nppro^ 
elated after their good elTects are felt. 
So now, my dear friends, I speak of 
Vermont just as I think. I do not go 
off soraewliere else and say it to other3, 
but I say it to you. I know you will 
take what I say as it is meant. You 
liave not given enough to missions out- 
side. Tlius I have been obliged to break 
your tradition , of never taking help 
from outstdf , for I have been obllgi A 
to take gifts from friends In 
other dioceses and have eyen 
received help from a friend across the 
ocean. 

"In this giving for. outside mission 
work you are narrow. 

"I< it not so? 
. "In Vermont we have many parish 
luxuries. Peopla ,' whij are . liberal In 
everything else close tlghtly'thelr piirsea 
when missionary Sunday comes around 
■ and the plate is passed .for, gifts for rai,s: 
I sions jihd missionary work. Is not this 
because you arc barrow ? We thinli that 
the parish is a religions unit and attends 
to its Own aflairs. Each', par i.sh is biit 
tlie. fragment of a diocese , and ,iIiq- dlo^ 
•ccse i.s but a part of the church.' We 
must Itap these boiinh.aries If. we' -vx'ould 
overcome this uan'0\vhes'3. ' It'mni^t be

.wiicle church. Every -one pf, ybii repeat 
tile Lord's prayer every day, I hope. I'ou

It is lie wh'i gives us these great 
privileges that we continually enjoy, 
Can we cnjtiy these great gifts ourselves 
alone stored np as tfic "safeguard of the 
Catholic church? * Sliould we not share 
witli othei*s outside those" same stife-

"You 6 ay -.that y on ha ve al I th a t y o ii 
can do to run yotir own pafishi that' you 
h.ave nil the burden that you can boiir iii 
the di'bt that was, perhaps, left you on 
your church by others. You say that 
you have all you can do to keep up your 
own running expenses vvithout helping 
othivrs outside your duvccse.

On'tite soutlieiist corner will stiind tlie , 
main tower. This will lie 170 loot high j 
above the watei'tahic, making it over I 
'200 feet high from the lc\c] of tl\e street. , 
Tlio tower will be square, witli massive I 
buttresses on two sides. At a lieiglit of 
about 100 feet it tapers gracefully to a 
spire, which will bo sui'motuited by a 
large cross. At tlic point wliere tl>c tower 
begins to taper ' there will be 
four small pinnacles, one ou each 
corner, arid each with its cross.

AN IMPRESSIVE CSUIilMON'r.

The ceremony of laying the cuiuer 
stone of the new French Giitholic clun-ch 
was pcL'formed yesterday by Coadjutor 
Bishop MicViaud. Tliere was a large 
crowd of people of all denoraiuations 
present at the ceremony. 

The great lloor of the new bnilding 
was supplied witli seats aud cliairs. 

At the east cud of llie struct m'c .1 
cross trimmed witli virite linen was 
erected near a platform where 
the bishop ehanged his vestnieuts. 
There was another platform in the cen- 
ter of the flooj", wliere the bialiop stood 
while delivering his address. To the 
soutJi of this was another platfoim oc- 
cupied by the parisli clioir. The cornoi - 
stono was placed in position for the 
bishop to lay at tlio souUiwest end of 
the building facing Lineohi avenue. 

The stone is a block of rich blue mar- 
ble, four feet three inches long aud two 
feet and six inches deep. On the pol- 
ished side of the stone is this inscription ; 
"Le Saint Cocur Do Marie, 1S02." Un- 
der the corner-stone is a wooden box. 
This box contains the names of Pope 
Leo XIII, bishop of the diocese, Presi- 
dent Harrison, Gov. Page, H. 0. 
Carpenter, chairman of the selectmen, 
Village President N. A. Bailey, George 
U. Guernsey, the architect of tlic church ; 
the Granite Construction compaiiy, 
which has the contnLOt to build the 
churcli, and Itcv. N. Proulx. Besides 
these names copies of Saturday's IIiiiiALU 
and a French paper called Le i^^ationale 
were placed in the box. With these 
was placed a neat card with these woi-ds 
written ou it : "Kight Rev, J. S, Jllichaud' 
blessed and laid this corner on tliis 2Sth 
day of August, A. D, 1SD2, iu presence 
of these witnesses and tlie congrega- 
tion." 

Soon after 3 o'clock the appi*oaeli of 
the bishop with liia attendants was an- 
nounced by a cliant by the choir. Every 
hat came ofT and every head was bowed 
as the bishop passed uii' ihe "-isle to the

jVi ter a short ceremony the bisliop stopped 
upon the platform and began the cere-

"Christian Friends — Tlie building of a 
clmrcli edifice, in keeping with the 
times in which we are living, is a £;reat 
undcrtaltiug. It rcquii-ea the- skill of a 
mason, and the experleuce of him who 
know.s liow to handle a trowel and mix 
mortiir. That it may be a structure 
worthy of a good workman, and worthy 
of those who have sacrirtced much to 
see the work carried ou to its comple- 
tion, every part of the work must lie 
skillfully done. It also requires a 
carpenter ot skill who knows 
just how to use every piece 
of timber and driv.e every nail. It will 
require skilled plunibers and artistic 
painters to complete the work. In 
short, it will take the great service of 
science to build the iiind of cliurch edi- 
fice you need in this place and that wiil 
meet the taste that these times demands. 
So this church must be one of beauty, ' 
having the beauty of nature and ait 
grandly blended. ; 

And it should, moreover, be ft j 
structure of besiuty because it is 
being erected in this town of ■ 
yon re, . a , town that is known the 
world over, not because of its railroads, 
nor because it is beautifully nestled heie 
at the foot of the Green mountains, ; 
but world renowned for its great marblQ 
productions. Tliis is wliat has ni;ide 
Eutiimd noted. The Yermont Marble 
company, tlie greatest marble company 
! in tlic world witii its great marble king, 
i Mr. Proctor, at the head, has contributed 
to tlie faiuc of this town. But it was 
Rutland with its great natural rcsoui-ecs 
that made Proctor and not he the town. 
So this t ask of building a church edifice, 
in view of ail these tilings, has been un- 
dertaken by the rector, liev. Father 
Proulx. He hius been determined from 
the bcginnhig of liis mi.ssjoii among you 
to liuild a cimrcc edifice that will be an 
honor to tlio old church that has come | 
down from the past ages and an honor [ 
to Rutland.

The side walls of tho clmrcli will be 
plain with a large buttress in the mid- 
dle. Tliere will be five arched ^^'iudows 
in eacli side and a larger window in the 
buttress on either side. Built in the 
sides of tliese buttresses will be flues, 
which join at the t*p in a chimney, 
'lliesc are mainly for ventilation. 

Between the front entrancci of the 
church and the main audience room will 
be a large vestibule 0 feet deep, extend- 
ing across the whole front of the 
church. 

The main audience room, including the 
ch.meel, wiil be IIC feet long by 36 
wide. This wilt seat about 800 persona. ! 
Over the vestibule and extending into ! 
the main audience room about 20 feet 
will be a g.illcry, which will increase the , 
seating capacity of the chnrch to about : 
1000 persons. I 
The reiir of the chancel will he half j 
oet.'igonal in shape, lighted b}' handsome 
windows. ' 

At the southeast comer of the chnrch, 
opening into the chancel, will be the 
vestry and robing room. This part of i 
the building will be triangular in shape. ■ 
In Hie front of ttic' basement of the ! 
church wilt be the chapel, Tliis will be 
a room 33 by 40 feet, welt liglited by 
sunken window's and entered from the 
chnrch by a spiral staircase in the north- 
west tower. 

Soutli of the chapel in the basement i 
will be a room 21 by 32 feet that will be 
used for a choir room. The choir I'oom 
will be entered by a flglit of steps from 
the south side of the church. In the 
rear part of the basement will bo 
heating apparatus. 

Tlie architect of the church is G. 
Guernsey of Montpelicr, 

Kcv. Fatlicr Pronh'c hopes to 
the walls up and the roof on the eliurcli 
before next winter, but ttiinks it wiit 
tike about two years to fatly complete 
the b Hit ding. 

The grounds in front of ttie churcli 
will be graded vvitii a gentle sloi>c 
towards Lincoln avenue and broad steps 
put in near the sidewalk. 

^Vhcn the new church is completed' 
tlic present churcli will be torn doivn 
and the priest's house moved on to tliat 
lot. ■ 

When Rev. Father Prouls's plans are 
carried out Rutland will have a French 
Catholic church second to none in the 
state.

The framework ^or the spire of the 
new French Catholic church on I^iucolu 
avenue, and the large Staging around it, 
were blown to the ground shortly after 
S o'clock yesterday morning. The 
damage is heavy, but, fortunately, there 
was nu lo.ss of iilc. 

Tiie work ou the spire had been going 
on abouL a week, aud everything was iu 
readiness lor boarding aud slatiog. The 
eight spliced timbers, 75 feet in length, 
•vliich formed the corner of an eight- 
sided pyramid, wei-e in position, the 
belt boards were on, and it w;i5 exiject- 
ca that the spire would be completed in 
a few days, 

Tlic spire timbers were in two pieces, 
't'he first piece w;u; of S by 10 inch tun- i 
bcr, 40 feet iu length. To these were ; 
spliced with three and oue-lialf incll 
b^lts tiiuburs 3r> feet in iengtU, which ■ 
ta'ticrcd from six by eight iuclies at the 
boi'tom to tliroe by five iiiches at ' the 
tup. 'I'lic entire spire was bolted to 
posts jnnaiug down -iO feet into tlie 
stonework at the corocr of the building.

The spire fell about S o'clock. The 
I'clouit-y oX the ivina had increased 
greatly during the night aud 
tiic structure sv/aycd under its pressure, 
but it was thougJit that it would with- 
stand the gale. The workmeu were iu 
the shop at the rear of the old cliuroh, 
when a cracking of timber was heard 
aud the spire, torn fi-om its base, top- 
pled oyer, tearing do\i-u the suigiug as it 
fell. The resistance of the staging 
caused the licavy timhci-s to break 
where they liad been spliced, aud, turn- 
ing upon cud, they cKislied down upon 
the house occupied by Rev. Fatlier 
Proulx, Three of Uie large timber.? 
pierced the roof aad went througli 
the dining room, in wliich Father Proulx 
: was seated, aud imbedded themselves in 
i the grouud.iu the celhir. Several smaller , 
' timbers were driven through the roof | 
.iiid nearly evai-y ro--)ni wJis wrecked by ; 
l;alling timber. The entire south side of j 
the Imusc was covered with broken | 
boards aud scantling and the hiwn about | 
the house aud the residence of ^ilrs. 3Iel- | 
don nc."ct door vras torn up. Several 
blinds in lllrs. Moldon's residcuce were 
broken. 

Nciirlyovery room in tlie priest's house 
is a wreck. The plaster is torn oJf and 
floore and ceilings bi-okcu iu. There is 
a big hole iu tlin roof in the center of 
the building, aud tJic chimney was 
knocked over by tho flying timber. 
About §'2000 damage was done to the 
house alouc. 

That the workmen wdio have been 
employed ou the spire escaped is 
U ion gilt to be miniculous. Tlicy were 
asked to proceed with tlie work, but re- 
fused, 1?lie foreman then went up the 
ladder where he thought the first joint 
of tlic spire should be boltcsi and tlic 
men iollowcd. John Wright, Fr.auli Gil- 
man aud Frank Laport bolted down 
the S]Hre at its base, a;id liuislied about 
10 iniuutes before tlie cra^li came. 

Kev. Father Prouix was seated in the 
dining room about, three feet frota 
wliere the hcivy timbers passcil through 
tiie house into the cellar.

"Ventilation was very poor, making

Falling state arid boards chopped 
from the sido oC the 'E,pire endanger- 
ed tho lives of the firemen workins 
with hose and ladders about tho foot 
of the s'teeple. The Gilchrist house 
was pelted with numerous-pieces" cI 
slate, but no damage was done. The 
s'trsam from tho aerial ladder -n'as 
blown onto that houao-s&vcral times 
and at one point was striking fu'il 
onto a lar^o window, hut that was 
not troken, .. •- ■' _ " 

Afteij a strenuous battle for more 
than an hour, the last small tongue' 
of flame was put out.and the firemen 
"iTore ahlo to take la- rest. Ico water 
was served to them from the kitchen 
ol the Knights ot Pythias clubhouse. 
Cause Not Determined. 
, Chief KoItonskL and Deputy Chief 
Bean made an investigation ot the 
iiro shortly atter.it was out. They 
■were unabia to ;flnd nny -evidonco re- 
vealing tho cause of the mysterious 
blaze. It was apparent from Uic 
manner in "which the flames had 
charred the interi-or of tlio steeple 
that thoy originated on ono of the 
■platforms about 20 lect from the 
peak of tho spire.- 

Hero the planks of tho platform 
were badly damaged and tho heavy 
beams supporting . the tower were 
charred considerably. The outside 
boarding upon which the slate 
shingles were . nailed was eaten 
through in places hy the flames, 
This -outside hoarding will haro to 
bo replaced and a part of the plat- 
form, but tho main beams support- 
ing the spire were not seriously 
damaged by the flames. 

ChieC 'Koltoiiski deelarwl- that 
there is ■ no danger of the spire fall- 
ing, but loose slate pieces may be 
blown from the outside.' Police rop- 
■ed ofl^ a considerable area on-CcnLer 
street near the church. Pedestrians' 
are being warned to keep away from . 
this section because o! the danger 
of falling slate. 

C. D. Sp oncer and other officials 
of the church commended Chief Kol- 
tonski and his department upon the 
fine stop made. They eaid that the 
damage done by water on the insido 
of the building is slight, little water 
getting into the church proper. The 
officials were nnablo last night to' 
state what action would he taken, 
with reference to the recionstruction 
of tho stcople. ■ ...

They," Hev. Dr. Ensign 
preached the sermon and Eev. Dr. 
Couch made an appeal for money to j 
cover the deQcit. He said he was going j 
to try tn raise .^'tOOO and exhibited a j 
blackboard divided into 400 squares, j 
each of which represented $10. As sub- [ 
scrlptious were offered he marked off the 1 
squares representing that amount. He i 
kept at work until all the squares were ' 
crossed off and announced thai the 
S4000 had lieec subscribed. It was found 
later, however, that an error had been 
made and only $3005 had been promised. 
The service then closed and Sunday 
school was omitted, owing to the late- 
ness of the hour. 

The church was crowded at the even- 
ing service, chairs being placed in the! 
aisles to add to tbe seating capacity of : 
the church. After the organ voluutary, 
Blumensehein'a "My Soul Doth Magni- 
fy," was sung and I£cv. Dr. McChesney 
offered prayer. The "Jubilate" in C 
was then sung and Eev. Dr. Brown read 
the scripture lesson after the singing of 
the offertory, "Peaco I Leave With 
You," and hymn 8GS, Kev. Dr. Couch 
preached the sermon. He said, in 
part :— . ■ < 

You remember how when the Jews 
had returned to Jerusalem after the 
Babylonian captivity they neglected 
to rebuild the temple of the Lord. 
They thought of nothing but increasing 
tlieir own wealth and were cncliacd :o 
neglect. God altogether. It was then 
that God addressed stern words to the 
Prophet, Haggai, saying: "Ye have 
sown much, and ye bring in little; ye 
eat, but ye have not enough; ye clothe 
you, but there is no one warm, and he 
that earnoth wages carneth them to 
put into; ft bag filled with holes. Go up 
to the mountains and bring wood and 
build the house, and I will take pleasure 
iu it, and I will be gluriiiod. Ye looked 
for much aiid low it eanie to' little; "and 
when ye brought it boino I did blow 
upon it. Why? SaitU the Lord ol 
Hosts. ^Because of mine house that is 
.waste and ye run every man into hie 
own house. Tlierelore the heaven over 
you is stayed from dew and the earth is 
stayed' from .her fruit. And 1 
called a drought upon the 
land and upon the . mountains i 
and upon the corn, and upon men and ' 
npou cattle and upon the labor of the |

There is our idea abroad and it has 
crept into the ohurch, that cannot 
make a drought. We were assembled 
in a church in Lowell, Mass., one Sat- 
urday evening. The chureii was to be 
dedicated the next day and we 
praj'cd to God , to send us 
a pleasant day. A young mau with 
whom I w.alkcd home that evening 
laughed at me tor praying loc pleasant 
weather. He had read llusley and 
Tyndall and had become quite a setcni- 
iat. He represented God aa a great ma- 
chinist, who cquatructed the universe 
Ttnd thea sat down in iceberg indiffer- 
ence to watch it run. "You don't 
change aoythiiig by prayer," said he, 
"God has , given his universe certain 
laws and he cannot stop the 
natural workings of nature unless he 
overthrows the whole system.'- A few 
days afterward this same young man 
took me into one of the great cotton 
mills ol Lowell and we wore watching 
the turning of the eounlleas spindles, 
when one whole seccion of the ma- 
chinery suddenly stopped. I turned to 
the young man and aslced him who [lad 
constructed all this machinery. 
"Why, one of. our mechaaies here 
ia Lowell," he replied. ".Vud he 
can stop one Kcotion of it without de- 
stroying the whole plant?" '"CertaiolT 
he can." "Well it is very apparent 
then," 1 remarked, "that man can beat 
God all to pieces."

The corner stone of the new Metho- 
dist church was laid yesterday afternoon 
in the presence of a large crowd. The 
exercises preliminary to laying the stone 
were held in tbe chapel, because of tbe 
cold weather yesterday. . They were 
opened by singing, which was followed 
by prayer by lit v. S. McLaughlin of 
Whitehall, N. Y., formerly pastor of the 
Methodist church here. Jtev. VV. II, 
Crawford of West Hebron, N. Y., then 
read a psalm and Hcv. Dr. George W. 
Phillips of this city read a chapter of 
the New Testament. 

The principal address was given by 
Key. Dr. J. W. Kuton, presiding elder 
of the I'lattsburgb district. He spoke 
of bis connection with the church here 
and gave, at the close of bis remarks, a 
brief history of [he local church; but the 
main part of the address was about the 
slgniflcaoec of tile laying of a corner 
stone. He said, in part:— 

We are here to lay a corner stone for 
a church. What is the sisjuiHeancc of 
layiuE this stone; The corner stone is 
not uieroly a piece of cold, hard marble, 
but a prophecy. It is a prophecy of a 
foundation of a buiiding. It is 'also a 
prophecy of a purpose. In your build- 
ing will he .'I church of men and women, 
a living church. Life is the true i:.- 
spiration that rnalves the church 
what it ought to be. 'iVe meat 
have vitality and the church must 
have a certain purpose. A church 
ought to he like a home, so that when 
a person eomcs in here he will feel as 
il he were welcome. It ought to be a 
nursery, a cbui-ch luli of children, jiu 
matter bo'-v old a ptjrson may be in 
years, be may be a child in the church. 
When a person has just bee a converted 
ho is only a child in religion. We must 
comfort and be patient v.-itb hiui. Don't, 
for mercy's sake, turn him out the first 
time he ofl'cnds; but rather lielp him 
back to tlie right path. Your church 
must be a school, where men and women 
shall be developed. It nsust also be a 
power. This world is, like a desert, 
but the oases are growing larger. 

I firmly hfelicve that this world of 
ours is gr'owioK better. II you read the 
history ol the world as it was a hundred 
or a thousand ye.m ngo you .pinst 
admit that it is better, and believe in the 
power of the gospel o£ Christ to save the 
world. It is one great purpose of the 
church to save. men from bell, whatever 
that maybe, but that is only a secondary 
object. It tries to get meti into heavcfl. 
Tbe maia purpose of the cliurch, how- 
ever, is to build up staLility of charac- 
ter in moti and women. 
! r'God grant tliat the Christian churches 
,of this country may be etjuiil 
■'to "f'thcj oiiportuuitles now oJlered 
us as Christians. We arc morally re- 
sponsible before God and the world for 
the uplifting of Cuba. And there arc 
the 'Philippine islands,- which have 
known no Christianity except Roman 
Catholicism. I don't want to say any- 
thing al30ut the lioraan Catholic church. 
It is doing a splendid work, but people 
need the in,llucuee of more than one 
denominatiou. If tliere should be noth- 
ing but MeLhodisLs in Vermont for tlic 
next GOO years, then I would say_ "God 
pity Vermont."

Continuing, Mr. Thomas said, "|The 
one striking fact whlbh 'stands ' out 
from the investigations I have describ- 
ed Is that the; country , church of the 
present does not realize it's particular 
mission and is not engaged In Its real 
work. The , church is- working for. It- 
self, to sustain Its services and pay 
Its minister, and show as good a rec- 
ord as possIbIo.in the yearbook of ,its 
denomination as to members gained 
and services maintained. Wo are 
working for Individuals and individu- 
als only. That this is the duty, the 
first duty, of every, church organir.a- 
tlon, need not be di^puteil.

" I love Vermont Loo well to say that, 
they treat boys that same way in rich 
New York or great Texas, and so let 
it go. What It they do? Let us treat 
our boys right and shame those who 
treat them worse. 



"You may bring on all the .rosy 
facts you may as to progress made 
:in.d Improvements effected and I will 
rejoice with the most enthusiastic, 
but, I will still put It to you thut thers 
are communitlea In Vermont soddea 
in iniquity, low In Intelligence, cor- 
rupt in morals, and w:Ith a religious 
life'" unworthy, intelligent and right- 
thinking American citiienshlp.

" IP we could have such a union of 
effort, for such practical and worthy 
purposes, appealing to the sense and 
patriotism of every citizen, we would 
have such a revival of religion as has 
not b.oeu witnessed since .the great 
awakening, and such as -cannot be 
achieved in .our time , except as the 
churches rally to the service of their 
communities. 

. " We live in a new day of religious 
thought and religious activity. The 
old watchwords have lost their force, 
which only means that we worship a 
living God who grants to' each genera- 
don the high privilege of a new task."

prograij; of "Fellowship Day" observ- 
ed 'in i.hC) "cliajiol last evening- was, 
without (lotibt, tho premier feature of 
the celeh) atlon to date. 

Tha prijictfial speaker, Surges John- 
son of. New York, borh in the parson- 
age of the cliurch, descrihed the

religious— was told in a way that won 
lor Mr. Johnson applause at many 
points In his talk and an ovation In 
the way of congratulation' when he 
llnished. \ . 

Tho spirit of fellowship, 'which was 
the theme of the program, was car- 
ried but in every detail. Deacon 
Henx-y F, Field, who presided, spoke 
brioJly of his personal recollections 
of eight of the 10 pastors wlio have 
jiarved the church during tho 125 
years of" its history. The occasion 
was one of . reminiscence and the 
train of thought along this line was 
started by Mr, Field, who gave sever- 
al instances in which he had figured 
as a boy. He remarked that the pe- 
riod to which ho referred as his youth 
was -somewhat down the path\)'ay of 
years , and said: '^However, I/moan to 
be a boy Just as long aa. I live." 



• The reading r,f excerpts from the I 
old records of tlifi church by Deacon 
George ,K. Montgomery was, perhaps, 'j

The 
reading of the records' by Clerk Mout- 
gomery was Interrupted many times | 
by applause.

The paper was written by Miss j 
Sophia H. Aiken of this city, daughter 
of Rev.' Silas Aiken who served the 
church as pastor from 184 & to 1803. 
It dealt with the life and'' activities ot 
a generation almost forgotten. 

'riie music of the evenin.i;, furnish- 
ed by a chorus choir, composed of 
former choir members, included es- 
lections much in use a half a cen- 
tury , ago. Miss Blion Cramton read 
a paper entitled "Reminiscences of 
Two Pastors — Dr. Walker and Mr, 
Mitchell." The paper, written by l^ev. 
George N, Board man, D, D., who lives 
In a westex-n city, contained many in- 
teresting references to the life and 
work oE these two pastors. Miss. Bes- 
sie Otis read letters of congratulation 
and greeting from several ab.'Joat 
members of the church. 

The singing of. "Auld Lang Syne" 
by the audience and chorus with the 
pronouncing of the benediction by 
Rev, Dr. Seavor was a most impres- 
sive closing ot a feature of the an- 
niversary exercises which - will linger 
long in the memory of those present, 
"Young People's Day" will bo ob- 
served Sunday morning at the regu- 
lar service and Rally day exorcises 
will be held by the Sunday school. 

A meeting of the Home circle of 
the church was held yesterday after- 
noon with Mrs. George "W. Konney 
of Church street. The meeting was 
Civen in connection with tho annivei'- 
sary exercises and took the form of 
an "old home day" for many former 
members of the society who lived in, 
this city years ago.

Birthday Exercises of Bulland 
CoiiHreKE^tionalists. 



Large Audience Listens to Historical 
Discoorsa by Former Pastor — 
Church Society, Which Was Organ- 
ized October 5, 178fi, Haa'Oecupted 
Three Editices — Former President 
William H, Taft and President 
Thpmas of Middlebury to Speak. 

To tut few institutions or organlza- 
tionE cornea the opportunity of cele- 
brating a century and a quarter of 
achievements' and by those favored 
few the occasion is naturally' made 
prominent. The 125th milestone in the 
hlstovy of the Rutland. Congregational 
churcli' was reached Sunday and the 
BOeiety observed the event witli the 
opening exercises' of a celebration 
which, is to extend over two weeks 
and include four distinct phases. The 
commemorative sermon was preached 
Sunday liy Rev. Dr. Norman Seaver, 
at the morning service and a 
large congregation augumented by 
many persons Irom other churches 
listened to the former pastor's brief 
outline of church history and ins trib- 
utes to the pastors of the past who 
laborSd for that church and upon 
whom fell the heavy burden of main- 
taining the church organization during 
many dark periods in its history.' 

Dr. Seaver's sermon was given in 
place of the regular sermon by the 
pastor. Rev. Arthur H. Bradford. The 
regular order of eervJco was other- 
wise followed. Mr, Bradford spolce 
briefly In presenllng Dr. Seaver. 

Dr. Seaver Preached First Sermon De- 
livered in Present Church, y 

■ "It was 53 years ago this fall — to- 
<lay — that the first sermon was preach- 
ed in this church," said Dr. Seaver, In 
prefacing his sermon, wMcIi was de- 1 
"Voted almost wholly to historical 
data, woven into a narrative, in which 
he covered the salient points In the 
church hiatory/ of 125 years. 
. Ha called attention to the fact that 
tut few remain o£ the original mera- 
■tershlp of the "White Church" as the 
present Congregational, edifice has 
been distinguished from the other 
structures which have housed the de- 
nomination since the first congrega- 
tion w'as formed on October 5, ITSg. 
He stated that he preached the flret : 
sermon In the present church. | 
Dr. Seaver said that while his per-' 
sonal knowledge of the church's his-.' 
tory runs back to the time ho preach- 
ed the first, sermon in the present 
Congregational church ho had secured 
-ttiuch of his data of the early history 
^6f the. church from a Mrs. Alvord, 
.'■■n'bo was jirobably 90 years old when 
he came to Rutland. 



. It was from her that he learned 
many interesting bits o£ locfi! history 
which ho preserved and which he In- 
corporated !n the commemorative ser- 
mon yesterday. ' 

There were touches of pathos at 
man^ points in Dr. Sfeaver's sermon 
and during his prefatory remarks he 
referred to the fact that the gallery 
of the 'church was not as well filled 
as on the occasion of the preaching 
of the first sermon in the present 
church. 

He called attention to the fact that 

this 123 years' history of the Congrega- 
tional church of Rutland covers a 
span oE four generations and said that 
statement implied a wide range of ac- 
tivities upon the part of the 10 pas- 
tors who have served the church dur- 
ing the century .inrl a quarter. 

He spoko of the march of progress 
during the last 50 years and said that 
ho could think of no better passage 
of scripture upon which to base his 
sermon than that tiuoted by the pastor 
as the morning's scripture lesson when 
Mr, Bradford read selections from 
Deuteronomy. 

Fourteen Persons Constituted First 
Church Organization in Rutland. 

Dr. Seaver said that during the 125 
years of the.chui'ch's history the same 
spirit of fellov/ship haa been main- 
tained and that there have been pe- 
riods of extraordinary growth in 
membership. He recalled to mind the 
fact that during this long span of 
years the pastors of the church have 
officiated at the weddings of hun- 
dreds of persons, christened the child- 
ren born of thoso wedding asnd in 
turn have stood beside the graves of 
those people of generations almost 
forgotten by the Rutland of today. 

He said that in reality the church's 
history runs back beyond the 135 
years chronicled and briefly referred 
to the landing of the Pilgrims at Ply- 
mouth, Mass., in 1620, as the foimda- 
tlon of religious worship lu America. 

In describing the advent of the Pil- 
grims in America he referred to the 
fact that the first head of the colony, 
Gov. Bradford, was an ancestor of 
the pastor of the Rutland Congrega- 
tional church. 

Taking up the history of the church 
In chronological order Dr, Seaver said 
that the first Congregational church 
■was established in October, 1773, in 
What is now Center Rutland. Fourteen 
persons constituted the congregation 
which worshipped in a log meeting- 
house. From that date until 17S7 Rev. 
Benajah Roots was the pastor. 

About 1780 the people of East Rut- 
land, now the city of Rutland, decid- 
ed to withdraw and hold services of 
their own and In 17S4 they began the 
erection of a' church building. On 
October 5, 1788, 125 years ago yester- 
day, the new society was formally or- 
ganized with 37 members. 

At one time in the history of the 
cliurch this membership was reduced 
to 12 pr 14, Today there are the names 
of 845 persons on the membership 
roll of whom u05 are resident mem- 
b'srs. During the century and a quar- 
ter of the life of the church 2GSo pet 
sons have been connected with the 
society. 



Only Three Edifices Used During His- 

tor/ of Church. 
—-During the 125 years there have 
been but three church edifices. The 
flrst structure was erected just south 
of the old North Main street burying 
ground. At the time it was built all 
of the houses, in what Is now the 
city of Rutland, stood along' the east 
side of what is now North Mal-n street. 
Dr. Seaver szH that his venerable 
Informant, Mrs, Alvord, told him that 
at that time an imhroken forest ex- 
tended west and north to Burling- 
ton. 

The ftrat church building was com- 
pleted in 1790. It was a two-story,, 

wooden struciuro, with two rows of 
windows and;'therte was. a door in the 
center. No attempt .%yas made to heat 
the building andjt I's^^a matter of his- 
tory that the snows of^wlnter whirled 
beneath the door and 'formed eddying 
drifts along the center ^ai^lo tiiereby 
adding a touch of Jnteresf .for ' the 
children who attended the services. 

The second church building, which 
was fir,st used for worship in May, 
1S15, stood at the north, corner of 
Main street and the present Aiken 
place. It was of brlclc and It- was from 
these brlcli that the" house was con- 
structed in which Di'i' N, Ji 'Delehanty 
lives.. The "White Church,'" now the' 
home of the Congrogaf;ioTial denomina- 
tion of Rutland, was dedicated in 
,June, 1860, A chapel on West street, 
which was used in , connection with 
the second church building, was' mov- 
ed to the site of t|ii^e„,.flt;esent^ church 
"and made a part;Tjr' the Jst'fiVcture, 

In 1S74 the chapel was replaced by 
the present brick chapel. In 1893 the 
present church underwent extensive 
interior remodeling. , i , 

This, in brief, ' Is a' chronological 
sketch of the chuvch's history so far 
as It concerns ^he structures used for 

: worship, . ■ , . 

j Dr, Seaver -gave ari' trite res ling bit 
6f history showing the quaint charac- 

' ter of one of the early settlers— Mr, 
Gookin. It was for' this .early citizen 
of Rutland that Go'okin's Falls were 
named, ' At Center Rutland this 
worthy man established' a mill an-d 
it was nearby that' th'e'- 'first house of 
worship was built; "Wh'ether or not 
ho favored the bulldin-f 'of 'tho\Btruc- 
ture .there is no record. It is a mat- 
ter of history, however, that he did 
not welcome the ad veiit^'' of ^"neighbors 
for he said that he "did not' w'a-nt. his 
neighbor's chickens to scratch' his 
garden," ' ■ •■;;'*'■ ' ■ ■ " 

It may have b«6fl- oft thisi-account 
that the people of East- am'&nd de- 
cideil to have a place of 'worship of 
their own ■n'hlch they' proceeded to 
build.' It was in this little cleared spot 
at what Is now Center Rutland that the 
first religious society in this part of 
the state was organized, said Dr. Sea- 
ver. Fifty pounds, English moTiey, 
was voted and a' committee of tlie 
townsmen wa.3 named to; provide a. 
house ■ of worship— the log, meeting 
house which antedated the first 
churclv built In what Is now the' city 
of Rutland, 

Reason Why Tide of Immigration Was 
Turned Toward Present City. 
Dr. Seaver said that because of the 
scratching of chickens i'n Mr, Gooklns' 
garden the tide of Immigration turned 
east and thereby swelled the popula- 
tion of what was the foundation ol 
this city. 



The first pastor of the Congregation- 
al church of Rutland was Ftov. Sam- 
uel Williams, who labored here .from 
17SD to 1195, though he was not in- 
stalled. He was born !ii Massachus- 
etts in 1743 and gr.iduated from Har- 
vard college in 17G3. "For a time he' 
was a professor in ]^arva^d and from 
that institution iis well as from Yale 
college he received, the; degree of 
LL, D, ''^^ ,. "' "1" ■ 

The first regujarlj' installed pastor 
w a 3 ■ R e V . He m a.(P 'Ball , ■ who '- p res i d e d 
over the church^frora 1797 to 1S21. He 
died suddenly while sitting In his chair 
talldng with a friend. Though he ivas 
known as "old Dr. B.iU" ,thts early 
minister of the sospel in Rutland was 
only 57 years -old. Dr. Seaver said' 
that when Dr, Bull became pastor of 
the church the membership had 
dwindled to 12 or It. Jn 1803 or 1801 
ihcro came a revival of interest iii 
church matters and Dr. Seaver said 
that 139 new members were added, • 

Dr. Seaver described "old' Di-. Ball", 
as having long, white hair which fell' 
to his shoulders. He said that 'this; 
early clergyman wore knee breeches,, 
'a while waistcoat and buckled shoe's. 
His body was removed from the old^ 
burying ground, an'l placed In I5ver-; 
green cemetery uftder the direction of 
'Rev. George W, Phillips, one of , his' 
successors in the ministry- In" this city.; 

An Interesting part of - Dr. Seaver's 
discourse' was' reference'' to 'a state-' 
ment made by Chief Justice Charles 
K. Williams of the Vermont Supreme 
court antl afterwari governor of the 
state, ,Tudge Williams was a resident 
of Rutland, and lived near where the 
second Congregational church stood. 
Dr. Seaver gave a quotation from the 
words c£ Judge Williams to the effect 
that in 1832 and during that period no 
lawyer from Mlddlubury .to Benning- 
ton belonged to the church or gave his 
support to religion;! , matters. 

Dr. Seaver said' that in 1S22 the 
e-nmity of many ptrsons against the 
church in this city was plainly evi- 
dent. The taverns were wide open, 
drinking places and open Infidelity 
and vice were practiced. He said that 
it was during this trying period in the 
church's history that the people from 
the outskirts rathor than from the 
village kept the organlstatlon alive. 
Many Persons Join Church Curing Dr. 
Walker's Pastorate, 

Dr, Seaver paid a tribute to the 
third pastor of the church. Rev. 
Charles Walker, D. D., who served 
from 1823- to 1833, This worthy man 
one of a family of 10 children, was 
born Jn Woodstock, Ct„ and walked 
from his home to., Strafford to enter 
3 ■ woolen mill. He , soon became a 
foreman, manager and partner In the 
business. It was during hia pastorate, 
said Dr. Seave'r, that the chui-ch under- 
went a second greitt revival. During 
his stay with the. church Dr. Walker 
added many members and it is a mat- 
ter of record that 123 persons assoc- 
iated thfimselvcs with the church on% 
Sunday. . , 

At this point in his dls'course Dr. 
Seaver mentioned that the bell in the 
steeple announced the^hour of noon, 
and that he must shorten his sermon. 
He spoko briefly of . Rev. William 
Mitchell, the fourth pastor, who serv- 
ed, from 1833 to 1846 and said that 
during the 13 years of Mr. Mitchell's 
service 139 persons Joined the church. 



Dr, Seaver BEiid that; ivith the com- 
ing of the fifth pastor, Rev. Silas 
Aiken, D. D., who presided over the 
church from IS-IO to 1863, there came 
a new order of things tor Rutland. 
The railroad entered the town and 
an era of progression opened which 
resulted in the agitation for a larger 
church edifice. " 'The old brick church 
became too small, ', said Dr. Seaver, 
and it was through tile efforts of Dr. 
Aiken that the present structure was 
built. 

"No tainted money went Into the 
construction of this building," said Dr, 
Seaver. " No one worth over $30,000 
contributed," He said that when one 
asks if thero is a monument to Dr. 
Aiken the answer should be " look 
around you," 

Many Old Parishioners Extend Con- 
gratulations to Dr. Seaver. 

Dr .Seaver did not attempt to give 
any data concerning his own pastor- 
ate, which began in 1S60 and ended In 
1868, The remaining .pastors of the 
church have been Rev, Jamoa G. John- 
son, D, D., from 1870 to 1885; Rev. 
George W. Phillips, from 1886 to 1905; 
Rev, William H, Spence, from 1906 to 
1912, and Rev. Arthur .Hjf Bradford, 
the present incumbent, who came to 
the' church. In the present year, 
■ In closing Dr. Seaver grew eloquent 
as ho rapidly summarized the 125 
y«ars ot the chui'ch'B history and 
painted 'an Idyllic picture In which he 
interwove th^ fundamentals of the 
brotherhood of humanity with much 
of , the ardor hei was won't , to display 
during his years as a preacher Ih the 
church. Though Dr. Sea'v6r''s- falling 
sight prevented him from, understand- 
ing the efTect o£ his closing words up- 
on tho' congregation he could not have 
misunderstood the- emotion displayed 
In the voices of his former parishion- 
ers as they gathered about him at the 
close of the service to congratulate 
h!ni upon.'hia comprehensive restime 
Of the history ; of the church. . i 
'■ At, 4.30 o'clock in , the afternoon an 
audience which' half filled tho auditori- 
um of the cl'Urch listened to, a recital 
by.

THOMAS FOR CHUI^CH ENERaY, 

Must Show Strength', as Ally of th« 
. Schoolhouse. 
,The second of the five days of cele- 
bration, , commemorative - of the i:!F!th 
anniversary of the Rutland Congrega- 
tional church, observed Tuesday af- 
ternoon aud evening, prceented tiie op- 
portunity ot spreading the doctrine of 
fellowship and gave to ■ the. principal 
speaker. President John M. .Thomas 
of Middlebury college, opportunity to 
tell the people of this city last evening, 
■(.hat there is really a condition In 'Ver- 
mont which constitutes a .well-defined 
challenge' to the churches, 
■ He took for his theme " The Pres-, 
:ent Challenge to ■ the Vermont: 
Churches" arid In a; forceful and fln- 
ished address sought to impress upon' 
his audience, which comfortably filled; 
the main part of the church auditori- 
um, that 1£ the people of tho churches 
are to do efficient work they must 
heed the fact that they are challenged; 
and that the challenge is something 
definite, something real. 

The exercises of " Fellowship Day," 
.which the committee In charge of the 
anniversary exercises had seen At to 
term tho second day of . the celebra- 
tion, were arranged with a central 
thought for the welfare of those com- 
ing to the city as visitors upon the oc- 
casion of the church sofclety'a birth- 
'day, ' • ' 

A tea at the parsonage during the 
afternoon and. dinner served at the 
church last evening to out of town 
guests were features ot the fellowship 
plan which pervaded all of the exer^ 
cises. . ■ 

Fellowship Idea Carried Out-ln Even- 
ing's Exercises. 

The fellowship idea was further car- 
ried out at the evening's exercises by 
enlisting the pastors of this city and 
nearby towns to take part In the pro- 
gram.. The Invocation was by Rev.' 
Edward P. Treat of Plttsford and Rev. 
Franklin W,' Irvln, pastor of tho Bap- 
tist church ot this city read the Scrip- 
ture lefeson. Prayer ■ was offered by 
Rev. Edwin* P, Stevens, pastor of the 
Methodist Episcopal church of Rut- 
land. Rev, Frederick W, Haymorid of 
Proctor gave the benediction. The 
Scripture lesson, the invocation and 
the prayer were all directly In lino 
with the fellowship thought which the 
committee sought to carry, out In every 
detail of the evcnW&'s program. 



Rev. Arthur H, "Bradjord, IjSalator of 
the church, spoke briefly in express- 
ing' the gratitude of his congregation 
to tho pastors bC the other churches 
and in pre"Sentlng President Thomas 
said that tho speaker needed no intro- 
ductioti to a Verrnont audience. Ho 
liiiid President Thomas . the strong 
tribute of characterising him as " a 
friends to Vermont and Vermonters." 
President Thomas Tells of Fundamen- 
tals Necessary In Ciiurch Work. 
President Thomas spoke first of the 
strong and able ministers In the early 
churches of Vermont, referring espe- 
cially to Rev, David Merrill of Peach- 
um, whose famous " Ox Sermon " en- 
Joyed a circulation of over 2,000,000 
copies. 

He declared that a strong rural min- 
i.<itry developed and. nourished a 
Btrong country population, from which 
I men of Intellectual force and person- 
al weight were scattered by emigra- 
tion among the. cities of the east and 
west and In the country hamlets to the 
Pacific slope, ■ ' 

He said: " Down to our own time the 
most valuable and Infltjential mem-, 
bers ot important city parlEhes have 
come In large measure from the 
churches of the country. Take away 
from any of the churches of national 
reputation the jnembers and families 
whose character and worth were 
molded and fixed In small rural 
churches, and yon would cripple them 
almost beyond repair. That has been 
the situation In every leading church 
In America for over half a 'century." 

The speaker emphasized the Import-, 
ence of the country churCh and the 
moral and religious quality of ruraJ 
life. He said, " Forty million Ameri- 
cans today live, by , the soil. One-third 
of the workers of America delve in 
the land. Agriculture fumlBhes al- 
most all the food of the nation; and 
nearly one-halt the raw .V material of 
manufactured, , products. " Agriculture:

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Indians Gave Title of Land to White Man in Clarendon 



John Lydius Had Grant 
From the Mohawk Tribe 



This Transaction Occurred Long Before the Charter Was 
Obtained From Gov. Bcnning Wentworth of New 
■Hampshire on Sept. 5, 176L

CLARENDON — As part of (he 
{own of Clare:idon's Bicentennial 
Celebration this j-ear a pilgrim- 
age to some of the historical 
sites was made on Aug. 5. Other 
features included an exhibit of 
historical data, and an old fash- 
ioned supper and dance. 

Clarendon's history follows: 

On Sept. 5, 1761, Gov. Benning 
Wentivorth of New Hampshire 
granted a "new plantation" called 
Clarendon in Rutland County. 

The Indians had claimed the 
land on Otter Creek which flow- 
ed through the «ntire length of 
the town of Clarendon, Decades 
before 1761 the .'ilohawk tribe had 
given a title to this land to John 
Henry Lydius, son of a minister 
of the Dutch Reform Church of 
Albany, N. Y. 

In September of the same year 
that Gov. Wentworth was expand- 
ing his Province, Lydius, a trad- 
er began to lease large parcels 
of land to Rhode Islanders who 
were interested in procuring set- 
tlers for two towns in the same 
location as Clarendon. These were 
designated by Lydius as No. 7 or 
Durham and No. 8 or Fairfield in 
the Province of New York. 

The first men to clear the land 
in 1767-68 held it by lease either 
from Lydius or from a lessee of 
this New Yorker. By 1770, they 
were so concerned over their tit- 
les and improvements that they 
petitioned the governor of New 
York for a confirmation of their 
ownership. In the petition the 
town was called Durham and des- 
cribed as southerly of Social- 
borough. The map of Social- 
borough shows that grant as ex- 
tending into what is. now Claren- 
don, about midway, and overlap- 
ping that part which had been 
called Fairfield. The 35 heads 
of, families who signed the docu- 
ments were, Benjamin Spencer, 
Oliver Arnold, Charles Button, 
Roger Stevens, Edward Arnold, 
Nathan Rice, Samuel Wetherell. 
Stephen Wackky, Jacob Marsh, 
Simpson Jcnne, Thomas Green, 
N i 1 e s Higgenbottom, Elkanah 
O)ok, Amos Marsh, Samuel 
Place, Daniel Briggs, Benjamin

For these holders of Lydius 
titles added trouble began when 
Ethan Allen and a party of Green 
Mountain Boys took an act ive 
part in harassing and intimidat- 
ing them. They soon had to con- 
cede to the buying of New Hamp- 
shire titles or otherwise reconcil- 
ing the New Hampshire grantees. 

-The formation of a new inde- 
pendent state, Vermont, in 1777 
and the confiscating of proper- 
ties, along with the Quieting Act 
of 17S5, ended the difficulties of 
those who had not already mov- 
ed from town. Stephen Arnold 
became the first town clerk of 
Clarendon in 1778. 

JWrs. Jesse .Sprague (Esther) is 
the first white woman reported 
as living in Clarendon, in the 
part then called Din-h:im, Her 
Ron was the first male child born 
in the town. He was born June 
9, 176D (Bible record) and w,is 
named Durham after his birth- 
place. Mrs. Sprague's grave has 
not been located but according to 
a family genealogy she died 
March 22, 1840, at the age of 
103 years, 9 months and 24 days. 
It is claimed she %vas grandmoth- 1 
er of Frederick Button of Claren- 
don. 

Charles Button gave his date 
of residence in Durham as of 
Feb. B, 1763. Finally, after sev- 
eral encounters with Allen and 
the Green Mountain Boys he pur- 
chased his land from a New 
Hampshire proprietor. His wife, 
Aniia Wilcox, died Feb. 17, 1777, 
at the age of 37 years. On her 
gravestone it states she was the 
second white woman to settle in 
the town. Her grave is located 
in the Smith - Button cemetery 
just north of the Button home 
built in 1792 and now occupied 
by Mary (Sparks) Pratt, town 
clerk, whose children are descen- 
dants of Anna Wilcox Button. 

Another ancestor of the Pratt, 
Pierce and Weeks families is 
lElias Stewart (also spelled Ste- 
ward), a Revolutionary soldier, 
who lies buried in a small ceme- 
tery on the Steward homestead

now kno\Mi as the Haven Hill 
Orchards on the road called East 
St. Unlettered field stones mark 
his grave. He was bora in Con- 
necticut in 1734 and came to Ver- 
mont in 1777 ivhere he died in 
1818. 

Forty-eight or more Revolution- 
ary soldiers' graves can be found 
in the town. Tlie oldest is that 
of Lieut. Col. Joseph Wait who 
L<t buried in a small plot on the 
Pinkoivski farm in North Claren- 
don. Nearby is the site of Fort 
Hill and the Crown Point Mili- 
tary Road. He was brought back 
over the war road after receiv- 
ing a wound in the Battle of 
Valcour Iskmd and died shortly 
after in the month of September, 
1776, On his gravestone is carv- 
ed a picture of a soldier holding 
an uplifted sword. DAR Revolu- 
tionary soldiers' markers have 
been placed on all of the above 
mentioned graves. 

Clarendon's population grew 
rapidly, and according to the 
first United States census in 1790, 
it was the largest town in Rut- 
land County, By 1800 Clarendon 
was exceeded in population by 
Rutland and Pawlet. 

Before becoming a member of 
the Union in 1791, Vermont had 
to grant $30,000 in cash to the 
state of New York. Thomas Ham- 
mond of Pittsford was entrusted 
with the delivery of the pay- 
ment. He was accompanied by 
the State Treasurer Samuel Mat- 
tocks, and his two sons, William 
and John Mattocks. The payment 
was in coin which was packed in 



boxes and transported by a horse 
drawn cart. The story is told that 
they sEai'ted before daylight and, 
as they descended the hill a little 
south of the Clarendon Meeting 
House, in the darkpess, one of 
the boxes burst and the coins 
rolled out on the ground. They 
obtained a light from a home in 
the neighborhood and picked up 
every dollar which they then were 
able to deliver to the Treasury 
in Albany. This incident credits 
those invoh'ed with great hon- 
esty. 

The location of the above men- 
tioned meeting house has been 
practically forgotten. The town 

records mention it as early as 
1783 as a "log meeting house 
)iear the grale bridge over Ot- 
ter Creek." This is quite likely 
the Jog meeting house where El- 
der Elisha Rich preached. He 
came to Clarendon about 1778 and 
resided Wiere until 1784 or 1765. 
While there he organized Baptist 
societies in East Qarendon and 
Chippenhook. He was treated with 
much ridicule and disrespect; the 
pulpit of the log meeting house 
was torn down and set up to fall 
apart when used; and his cattle 
were abused. 

The land for the meeting house 
and a burying yard was "resarv- 
ed forever" in a deed from Steph- 
en Arnold to his son, John, The 
site was used in 1798 when an- 
other meeting house was erect- 
ed hot ween Dr. Silas Hodges' and 
Uaniel Dyer's. After a revival un- 



1 der Elder William Harrington and 
his successor. Elder William Mc- 
Culler, the membership declined 
gradually and the church be- 
came dormant by 1833. The orig- 
inal subscribers indicated it could 
be used as a tov.n hall, but it is 
a question how much it was used 
for town affairs. The building 
was soon lost by the ravages of 
time and the land is claimed to 
have been acquired by Philip 
Briggs, 

Some of the members of this 
church joined with the Rutland 
Baptist Clnirch arjd otliers are 
among those who hfjlped build the 
fine brick meeting house on 
Clarendon common. 

The first church services in 
' West Clarendon were held by itin- 
erant Baptist ministers in a 
barn as early as 1779. The Bap- 
tist Society was formed in l7gS-B6 
and in 1789 Elder Isaac Reals be- 
came the first settled pastor and 
received the mini.?teria! lot. A 
meeting house was erected in 
1798-1799 north of the village of 
Chippenhook. It is probably the 
oldest Baptist Church building 
still in existence in Vermont. One 
clause in the constitution stated 
it could be used for a town hall 
and another provided a meeting 
place for the Free Masons. 

This building w-as at first with- 
out a chimney. In 1830, bricks 
were sold from the local store 
to the meeting house members 
and so the half chimney was 
probably added near that date. 
Other repairs, costing 51,000 werei 
made about 20 years later when 
pews were removed and an upper 
floor laid leaiing a wery low ceil-' 
ing to the room below, too' low 
for a tall man to stand upright. 

A door was put in the east end 
of the building, otherwise the 
outer appearance was left the 
same except that at some time 
new windows were put in to re- , 
place the old ones. Methodists j 
from West Rutland used the ! 
church for a short time. Later,; 
Baptists held services again for: 
short intermittent periods. ' 

About 1865-1870, approximately 
four feet was dug 'jut arid added 

to the height of the lower room 
«fiich was used for a town hall. 
The original arrangement of box 
pews in the one room, with gal- 
leries, sounding board and pul- 
pit on the north end has been, 
entirely ch-inged over the years. 

To raise money to keep the 
church repaired the I^adies Aid 
Society was organized in Octo- 
ber, 1891. The name of the So- 
ciety was changed to the West' 
Clarendon Church and Hall As-- 
sociation in 18S3. , 

Weddings and occasional i 
church services and civic affairs 
under the auspices of the West 
jdarendoa Church and Hall As- 



sociation have been held in re- 
cent years. 

Another Baptist preacher, Ben- 
jamin Hough, was in town in 
1773-74. His adherence to the Ly- 
dius and New York rights caused 
him to be one of those to re- 
ceive the "beech seal" a total of 
200 lashes on his back. He was 
then escorted out of the N e vv 
Hampshire Grants by a party of 
the Green Mountain Boys, 

The present most active church 
in town is the Congregational, 
j generally known as the "0 1 d 
5 Brick Church." The members of 
jthe Ecclesiastical Society that 
i signed the constitution were; Na- 
' thaniel Crary, William Carr, 
Frederick Button, Enos Weller, 
Clarissa Weller, Sally Carr, Cyn- 
thia Weeks Oliver. Thankful 
Weeks, William Crossman and 
Elizabeth Button. It was dated 
Jan. 23, 1822. The Rev. Henry 
Hunter, resident evangelist, and 
the Rev. Stephen Martindale of 
Tinraouth, organized the church 
in February the same year. Meet- 
ings were either held in the brick 
Echoolhouse just north of the land 
deeded by Caleb Hall io the Sec- 
ond Religious Society or else in 
the old Baptist Church up the 
hill from the Hannibal Hodges 
place (now Minard's) for the next 
two years. Caleb Hall's deed 
specified the boundaries included 
half of the land under the brick 
schoolhouse and half of the yard 
in front of it. The consideration 
was 575. Contributions for the 
building totaled $1,787.50. The 
Rev. Henry Hunter continued as 
minister until October, 1827. 

The church was remodeled in 
1859. This consisted of rebuilding 
the pulpit, closing the singer's 
gallery, and removing the sound- 
ing board. The Rev. William T. 
Herrick, when he became pas- 
tor, remarked that it was 
"thoroughly rebuilt inside and 
very neatly finished." 

The bell was placed in the bel- 
fry in 1869, Its weight is over 
800 pounds. The first parsonage 
was sold and a new one was 
built about 1873. Sunday school 
officers, chosen December IS74, 
were Deacon J. C. Spencer, sup- 
erintendent; Deacon Willis Ben- 
son, assistant superintendent; 
Miss Mary Kimball, secretary; 
Albert Spencer, treasurer; John 
Kingsley, librarian; Mrs. Amelia 
Kingsley, organist; Miss Grace 
Powers, assistant organist. 

More repairs were necessary in 
JB81 when the classic steeple 
which had been damaged by 
storm was replaced by the pres- 
ent one said to have been design- 
ed by Mito Lyman of Rutland. 
This same year the original win- 
dows were removed and _ replac- 
ed by the colored memorial ones 
in honor of Mr. and Mrs. Han- 
nibal Hodges, Joseph and Sabra 



Gaskill, Mr. and Mrs. Silas Wil- 
lis Hodges, Henry Hodges, Dea- 
con Frederick Button, Deacon Na- 
thaniel Crary, Chester and Rhoda 
i Kingsley, Silas and Polly Bowen, 
John N. Pierce and George W. 
.Crossman. 

j The Clarendon Enterprise was 
ipublished by the Church and So- 
ciety and sold to raise funds to 
ihelp defray the expenses of the 
I rebuilding of the steeple, etc. 
Some historical facts are found 
in these booklets, a few of which 
have been located in pos.scssion 
of present members of the 
church. 

After 100 years, in 1924, t h e 
church had to be closed except 
for special services. It is believ- 
ed that Mrs. Grati Powers, a 
former member of the congrega- 
tion, made the suggestion that' 
the church be reopened during: 
the summer. The Rev. Robert] 
Seneca Smith of the Yale Divi- 
nity School and a Clarendon na- 
tive, sponsored the program dur- 
ing his lifetime. 

The annual Old Home Day has 
been very well attended in past 
years when many of the friends, 
and members of the church joitij 
in services of rededication andj 
sociality. j 

In 1837-1838, the Universalists 
built a church in North Claren- 
don. Forty-five men signed the 
constitution. It was situated 
where the Cozy Diner Motel now 
stands. It was voted that the 
meeting house be erected upon 
the location deeded by Clement 
:Brown to the Society. This was 
between J. Reed's property and 
Mosfts Brown's store. The build- 
ing may have been of brick or, 
it may have been a wooden struc- 
ture. It was razed about 1368. 
It is thought that a part was 
incorporated into the house now 
owned by Mrs. Cora Page on the 
southeast corner of the road to 
Shrewsbury. 

Spiritualism may have influenc- 
ed the members of the commu- 
nity at atmut this time when the 
tenets of this religion wer« quite 
popular, 1 

The iRutland Bsi^Aist Church j 
held mission Kervices in North I 
Clarendon and built a chapel 
there soon after 1870. It became 
established under the leacfership i 
of the Sunday School s«perinten- 1 
dent, Bert W. Marshall. For sev- 
eral years it prospered then fol- 
lowed a decline in membership. 
In 1942 it was converted for use 
as a diurch and community cen- 
ter. 

Various meetings of a religious 
nature, were held in the East 
Clarendon schoolhouse. This led 
to the inspiration to t>uild a Union 
Chapel. Land acro.ss from the 
East Clarendon cemetery wasj 
purchased from Emerson Barrows ■ 
in 1890. A few months earlier, ' 
Barrows had btviight the land of 



James Butler, Services were held 
by Advent ministers for years 
and members of the congregation 
in 1924 moved the church build- 
ing down the hill to a now loca- 
tion about a quarter of a mile 
south on old Rte. 103 wtere it 
now stands. In later years Sun- 
day school has been conducted by 
laymen. 

Mills and stores were in busi- 
ness early near Smith Flats. The 
estate of Capt. Eliphalet Eddy 
who died in 1775-76 included a 
grist mill and sawmill on Mill 
River. Elisha Smith was store- 
keeper there in 1773. Smith was 
mentioned by Conant in tilie 1881 
Rutliind County Centennial cele- 
bration. 

In West Clarendon Andrew Pot- 
ter \vas probably the first mill 
owner. He was the son of Capt. 
Oliver Potter who died before 
1777, and Mary, who later mar- 
ried Cq\. Increase Moseley. Col 
Moseley was the judge of Rut- 
land County Court for six years, 

1781-1787. 

There was several mill sites on 
tnarendon River, called Little 
River at an early date. Daniel S. 
Ewing was the owner of a wood- 
en building at Chippenhook used 
for a carding and fulling mill in 
1826. A stone building was built 
on the same site in 1830. Re- 
mains of the Ewing 's mill still 
stand precariously, with many 
open windows, exposed to the 
elements. It is rorthea.st of the 
bridge over Clarendon River in 
the village at the "Hook." 

Listed in towii in 1860, were 
two sawmills, one carriage mak- 
er, eight blacksmiths, and five 
shoemakers. Merchants were Wil- 
liam Crossman, Newman Weeks, 
John Spencer and Lewis Walker. 

Histories contain the names of I 
a number of other merchants; ' 
John Rob bins, Moses Goddard, 
Oliver Whitnev, Henry and Silas 
W. Hodges, Caleb Hall, Gaskill 
and Weeks, George and Almon 
Bullard, Calvin Crossman, Henry 
Brown, Ruet Parker, John Bow-i 
man. James Eddy, Henry Hitch- 1 
coclf, 0. B, Barlow, W. P. Hor- 
ton and John P. Merriam. 

Few manufacturing plants were 
noted in Claiendon history. Lo- 
cated southerly of Chippenhook 
near the Clarendon River, once 
al.so called Furnace Biook. was 
the Clarendon Iron Ore Furnace ! 
built by Samuel Allen and Noah; 
Shepardson before 1797. The fur- 
nace and lot were the property 
of Shepardson later and subse- 
cjueiitly belonged to Caleb Hall 
who married the widow Shepard- 
son. Advertised for sale by Hall 
were cooking, parlour aaid box 
stoves of different descriptions 
and superior to any that has yet 
bee.i3 made in this part o£ the 
country. 



A small stove made in West 
Clarendon is owned by George 
and Betty (Moran) Squier. 

Another manufacturing com- 
pany of Clarendon was incorpor- 
ated in 183S by Moses Strong, 
John Strong, George W. Strong, 
Ruel Parker, Edward Dyer, and 
James Colvin and Associates, 
llnis company was the maker of 
cotton and woolen goods. A chair 
factory owned by Alvah and Bent 

E, Horton was turning out chair 
stock in North Clarendon about 
16S0. In East Clarendon, 1880. 
Leonard and A! den Steward were 
manufacturing sap evaporators, 
buckets, tin and sheet iron ware. 

The business directory of (3ar- 
endon, 1911, included Albert New- 
ton, blacksmith; Lennie W. Gee, 
building mover; Judson Davis, 
Rollin N. Fish, J. G. Kelley, car- 
penters; Letmard F. Croft, 
civil engineer; C. Grigham Co., 
creamery and cheese manufac 
turcrs; John F. Keyes, cider 
mill; John H. Kingsley, Charles 
A, Spafford, grain dealers; John 

F. Keyes, John H. Kingsley. grist 
mills; I. S. Hall, Pearly S. Ma- 
son, Sadie R. Spencer, Charles 
A. Spafford, George Grove r, Wil- 
liam T. G. Stockwell. genera! 
stores; Clarendon Springs Hotel, 
hotels; Charles A, Spafford, in- 
surance agent; Ira Everest, liv- 
ery; Charles E, Pitts, lumber 
dealer; CSiarles Drinkwater, L. 
W. Gee, masons; Clarendon Mar- 
ble Co.. Orville Marble Co., mar- 
ble quarries; F. H. M a s o n, 
photographer; George R, Davis, 
Judson H. Davis, painters; Clar- 
endon Mineral Spring Co., miner- 
al springs; Rutland Railroad sta- 
tions — Clarendon, J. J, O'Neill, 
agent; North Clarendon, no agent; 
East Clarendon. Charles H. Ross, 
agent; Charles E. Pitts, sawmill; 

telephone — Rutland County Tele- 
phone Co. 

Mills and stores have passed 
on in all the villages except for 
a grocery store in North Claren- 
don. 

In 1779, there was a school- 
house in North Clarendon located 
on the road to Cold River. A 
modem school has been tiuilt re- 

cendy near the North Clarendon 
Grange Hall and was opened in 
the tall of 1960. This is not far 
from the vicinity of Wie early 
one.

Allen's command was the second 
company o[ Ihe Green Mountain 
Boys, which company was the Rev- 
olutionary ancestor of the company 
now called Company A of Rutland, 
lu 1773. Cap!. Peles Sunderland of 
Rutland was in , command of Ihe 
second oouipatiy when Ticondcroga 
and Crown Point were taken and 
Cnpt. Siimleriand signed the papers 
i May 12, 1775 with Setli Wnruer, who 
'was then captain of Ihe first com- 
pany iliat announced the capture nf 
Crown Point. 

The norsct Cnnvenlioti of .fiily 2-Cr. 
1773 elected Oliver Potter of Clar- 
endon captain ot the second com- 
pany, Ef)enczer Alien ot Tin mouth 
first lieutenant and James Cieghorne 
of Rutiatid second lieutenant, Capt. 
Oliver Potter died at the Siege of 
Quebec ill the winter of 1775-76 and

The federal project of hangiug sis 
murals, showing scenes in. Vermont's 
early history, in the lobby ol Hut- 
land's federal building was completed 
early yesterday afternoon. The paint- 
ings are by Stephen Beiaski of Bel- 
lows Falls. 

The work was carried out under 
the Treasurer's Relief Art project. 
The artists in charge o£ the placing 
o£ the panels were Ilerbert Mayer 
and Eohcrt Kicholls, both of New 
York city. 

The six paintings have added 
greatly to the lobby's appearance 
and have attracted favorable com- 
ment. Two of tlic hangings are near- 
ly the length of the wall. 



Two expert mural hangers arriv- 
ed yesterday to start the work 
which is expected to take several 
days. As the first panel was unroll- 
ed from the ceiling, the excellent 
coloring was noted by tliosc wlio 
watched Us placing. Mrs. Clara 
Reynolds, local artist who has 
studied in Europe, was one who not- 
ed the fine use of colors by Belaski. 

The mural first to go on the walls 
was placed at the right ot the en- 
trance near the oftice ot Postmaster 
Henry C. Brislin. 

Captain Ebenezer Allen of Ben- 
nington is the central figure o£ the 
panel already !u position. The 
mural tells the dramatic story of the 
freeing ot the first slaves in Ver- 
mont on November 2S, 1777, by 
Capt. Allen. It shows the Benning- 
ton captain reading an official cer- 
tificate of emancipation for Dina 
Mattis and her small child, who 
were found aboard a British bag- 
gage train. This historical incident 
occurred prior to the adoption oC the 
Vermont constitution forbidding 
slavery.

Tallest Ofiice Building In 
State to Go Up On 
Site of Baxter Bank. 



SEVEN STORIES HIGPI 



Rtitkinti is to Uave the tallest oJtice 
building iu Vermont. 

This becams kuowii today when Mr. 
and' Mrs. Carl B. Hinsnian ot Wash- 
ington street annotiiicetl that u'ork 
would begiB at onco on a modern, 
seven-sLory office buiirliug on the site 
nf the old Baxter National lianlt on the 
cast side ot Merchants Row, The 
structure, to ba known as the Service 
building, is scheduled to he completed 
by May 1, 1[)29, 

The north, south and east ivalls ot 
Ihe bank building, wliicli now stands 
on the site, will bo left intact and the 
rest ot the building will be entirely 
new. Two larga stores, each about 20 
by SO feet, will occupy the ground 
floor, one to each side of tho main en- 
trance. The entire six floors above the 
stores will bo devoted to office rooms 
and suites. 

Tower to Contain Lantern. 

Tba lirst-story front will bo built of 
ornamented cast stone, while the re- 
mainder ot the front will be of pressed 
brick ot a light color. A parapet wall 
about 10 feet in lieiiht will surmount 
the seven stories to baiancQ the long 
effect of the building. In the front cen- 
ter of the roof will be erected a lower 
with a lantern surmounting it. 

I-Iutchins and Frencli, Boston archi- 
tects, have compiete<l all plans for the 
structure and these have beea accept- 
ed by tbe'builders. 



Bine prints ot the building and a 
large framed architect's drawiufj may 
he soon in the office of Mr. Kinsman 
in the Central National bank ot Rut- 
land at the earner of Merchants Row 
and Center street. ' 

The contract for tho erection of tho 
building was let yesterday to tbe C. 
D, Marsh construction company of 
Woodsvilie, N. H. The building and 
all of its appointments will be tbe 
most modern known for present-day 
office buildings. Illuminated directory 
boards will be placed on each side of 
the entrance to tho building. Just 
insida tho lobby will bo installed an 
■Otis micro-leveling elevator,, which 
! automatically stops at'tlie exact level 
jof oacii floor. A Cutler mail cbnte 
will also be Installed so that mail may 
: be deposited in any floor of the build- 
j ing and will drop to the large mail 
j box at the street floor and bo collect- 
i ed by the postofficc department five 
ij times a day. 

100 Feet in Heiabt, 
On each of the six oEfice floors will 
be 12 rooms. Tbe second, third and 
sixth floors will be completely finish- 
ed and the balance will be arranged 
to suit the tenants. Much of the space 
ot tho offices has already been en- 
gaged by tenants and many inquiries 
have been received in regard to . the 
leasing ot tho stores. 

The building will he about 100 feet 
high from tbe sidewallc to the Ian. 
tern, which will surmount the tower. 

The Mead building which is tho next 
tallest office building in Rutland, is 
five stories in height, while the tallest 
building of this typo in the state is 
that of tho National Life Insurance 
company in Montpelier, which is six 
stories tall. 

The old Baxter bank ivas built by 
Gen. H. H, Baxter in 1S70 on ground 
which was purchased from John W, 
Craraton, who was then owner ot the 
Bardwell hotel. General Baxter was 
first president of the institution and 
its largest stockholder. The bank oc- 
cupied the same building until April, 
1D2S, when it was moved to its pres. 
'ent location at the corner ot Mer- 
chants- Row and Center street, and 
the name of the institution was cbang- 1 
ed to the Central National bank o£i 
Rutland. Mr, Hinsman is its president.! 



The present occupants ot the sec- 
ond floor ot the building will move 
to temporary offices, elsewhere until 
spring when they will return to the 
new building. The offices ot the law 
firm ot Jones & Jones will ho located 
tor the winter at S5 Wales street, on 
the ground floor of the brick building 
on one of the corner of Wales and 
Center streets. Phillip Griffin, attor- 
ney, will also move from the old 
building to offices in some part of the 
business section.

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WORLD WAR CAPTAIN DIES IN 
SIX-STORY ELEVATOR PLUNGE 



Earl H. Lang, Carpenter 
at Service Building, 
Falls Into Shaft. 



While horrificcl fellow workmen 
looked on, Earl H. Lane, 33, ol 
Prospect street plunged six stories 
to his death through an elevator 
shaft at the' new Service building 
on Merchants Row aljout 1 o'clocl: 
yesterday afternoon. It "was the sec- 
ond fatal accident, -which has occur- 
red during the work on th(? structure, 
which when completed will be the 
iilghest office building in the state. 

Fate played a queer part in yester- 
day's tragedy. Last winter Lang 
and Norman McCloud of Scotland 
■were working outsido the "building. 
A plank dropped, narrowly missed 
Lang and killed his fellow workman. 
This was fhe first fatality at the 
building. 

Yesterday the Prospect street 
man, -who during the World war was 
a ca^itain in the 101st amnxunition 
train, 2Gth division, over-seas, was 
■working alouo as. a carpenter beside 
the elevator' shaft. No one knows 
what happened. Employes on nearly 
every one ,oI the six floors saw liia 
body, come hurtling through space 
and heard the dull thud as it struck 
the concrete floor at tlie bottom. 



Screamed As He Feli. 

F. D. Stevens, who -^vas working 
on the second floor, said that he 
heard Lane scream as he fell into 
the' shaft. "L heard those screams 
as he went by my floor, then the 
dull tbud, then all was was silent," 
he said. In' a second all was com- 
motion in the building. Workmen 
left ' their posts and rushed to the 
ground floor, where the body of Lane 
^va.3 lying next to the elevator sha£t. 

He was still alive, but not con- 
;SCious. Dr. F. E. Quiglcy was called 
:and starte<l with the injured man in 
! ambulance for Rutland hospital. 
Lang died on the way from a. broken 
neck. His face -was hadly crushed 
in and many bones in his body were 
broken. ' 

Accident Cause Unknown. 

W. 0. Erskine, superintendent of 
the. p. D. Marsh Construction com- 
pany of Woods ville, N. H., Which ,is 
in charge of the construction proj- 
ect, was unable to state yesterday 
just what caused the accident. 
Whether Lang lost his balance and 
plunged into the elevator shaft or 
whether he was seized with a 
; "dizzy" spell, will never be known. 

The superintendent and the work- 
men were saddened by the death ot 
Lang, ys'^o was one of the most 
popular men on tlie job, it is said. 
He began work on the building, when 
the construction company arrived 
last year. His home was in Lyudon- 
villo and his wiife and two children, 
a boy of 10 and a girl of six, moved 
hero several weeks ago from tliat 
town. His parents live In Lyndon- 
ville. 

During the war he had a long ser- 
vice overseas and he also saw ser- 
vice at the .Mexican border.

In 1901 Mr. George Hunt purchased the small g:rcen- 
hoitses that had been staited back in the eighties at 
the present site, 127 to 131 Church St, By dint of long 
hours of hard labor he built up the business to the 
present range of four large greenhouses, flower shop 
and work rooms. In 1944 he purchased the Baker 
greenhouses on Park St. which were run in connection 
with the Church St. range, 

Soon after the Armistice was signed in 1918 Lawrence 
Hunt, returning from service, started to work for Ms 
uncle and in 1949 purchased the business when his 
uncle retired at the age of 81. A wholesale department 
was established using the Park Street range for that 
purpose, and the retail flower shop department at the 
Church St. location was enlarged to take care of the 
increase in the wedding and corsage work as well as 
the birthday and anniversaiy bouquets, the funeral 
flowers and potted plants. There are ten employees at 
the present time beside Mrs. Lawrence Hunt who is 
bookkeeper and office manager. Thus the name of Hunt 
has been connected with the flower and plant business 
for 60 years, and for 39 years members of the Florist 
Telegraph Delivery Association. 

Hunt's looks forward to supplying the floral needs of 
the community for many years to come.

Old Clock In 
Court House 
Goes to War 

Oct. k i^k2 

■Prabably no one in the city- 
worked harder to get in the 
scrap than Charles Hill, 71- 
year old janitor of the County 
court house, who took apart the 
old courthouse clock and low- 
ered it in pieces by rope from 
the bellry. The seventy-odd 
year old handwinding clock, 
. unused since the new electric 
timepiece was installed about 
18 year ago, was estimated to 
have yielded 300 pounds of 

brass, cast i-ron and steel. 

Hill passed the dismantled 
clock out the window of the 
belfry onto the roof and 
lowered the pendulum, which 
weighed 60 pounds, and buckets 
of wheels, cables, and gears 
first to the attic and then to the 
ground floor. 

The old clock caused some 
trouble around 1880, it was re- 
called by George N. Harman, 
present county clerk at the 
courthouse. At that time, he 
. said, the clock belfry was in the 
center of the building. "Whpn the 
clock struck, the vibration dis- 
lodged a section of plaster mold- 
ing weighing several hundred 
pounds from the courtroom 
ceiling which fell directly across 
the judge's desk. The court was 
not in session. To remedy this a 
wooden ceiling was installed 
and the belfry was moved to its 
present position at the front of 
the building.

The work of repairiog and improving 
the court house cannot be quite com- 
pleted before the opening of the Septem- 
ber term oC the County court this after- 
noon, although the committee have oiade 
every effort to finish the work sooner. 
The long seasiou of the last term delayed 
the beginning, and there have siuce been 
ani;oyiDg delays in filling orders for 
pieces of furniture for which the com- 
mittee ia not responsible. Of the ^5000 
tax authorized by the le.siskture to be 
levied for the work, $4970 was raised by 
county tax. Lieut-Gov. Ormsbee of 
Brandon, R. C. Abell of West Havea 
and A. F. Davis of Kutlaud have bad 
charge of the work, which has nearly 
all been done by day labor uader he 
\ euperintendaoce of Mr. Uavis, who was 
[ ab'c to be on the ground to attend to it. ■! 

Although the buildiog cost $72,000 and ' 
j should have kept in good repair to this 
i time the parlitionaand ceilings were found 
j to be practically worthless. The tower was ■ 
I over the center and, not being properly) 
1 supported, swayed with the wind and j 
j loosened the plaster. of the main ceiling j 
£0 that pieces were continually falling. | 
Several pieces of the cornice, weighing i 
about 40 pounds apiece and more, fell on 
different occasions ia the main court- 
room, endangering life, so that taking all 
into consideration, there was no question 
about the necessity of the repairs which 
have been made. The bell tower was re- 
moved to the front of the building so as 
to rest OD substantial brick walls, and 
plans were made for remodtUing the in- 
terior by Architect M, F. Gummings of 
Troy, N. Y. These included the remov- 
al of the stairway on the right of the 
building, which was not needed, and 
gaining a convenient room on each 
of the three floors in its place. 
He also planned a screen behind 
the ju ages' bench, 13 feet high, I 
made an ornament, but affording a hall ' 
\ so that those using the back stairway . 
' need not go through the judges' or 
lawyers' rooms, as before, but pass di- 
rectly into the main room. A railing has '

The previiiiing tint of the walls and 
ceiling in the court room is terra cotta, 

j which appears in two shades on the j 
latter, where it is tastefully se' off j 
with a delicate shade of robin's egg blue, j 
The body of the ceiling is of wood, fin- 1 
ished with a cornice on the side-walls and j 
a tile freeze. Chamfered timbers, with i 
gilded beads, divide it cfl into panels, \ 
the center one enclofciog a circle, divided 
into eight panel devices. Four highly j 
ornamental lotua leaves on a grouna of 
green are in the center of this, branching 
out from the chandelier, and its 
corners are finished in Pompeian !

Granite Monument, 26 Feet High, 
Fittingly Dedicated. 

JVTemorial Is the Gift of Col. Olin Scott 
— Appropriate Inscriptions On the 
Four Faces of the Pillar — Parade I 
Followed by Appropriate Exercises. 

Beuninglon, Aug. IS. — (Special.) — 
The monument to Col. Sctli Warner, 
commander of the Green Mountain 
Boys at the battle of Bennington, 
August le, 1777, was formally dcdi- . 
cated today ivith appropriate ceremo- I 
nies and an address by former speak- 1 
er of the Vermont house of represen- j 
tativee, James K. Batcheltler of Arl- ] 
ington. 

The memorial, which is the gift to 
the organisation of Col OHn Scott, 
president of the Bennington Battle 
WomimcTit and Historical society, 
stands at tho head of Monument Ave- 
nue at Bennington Center on stale 
land snrrounding the Bennington bat- 
tie monument and is the first of a 
series which the association hop-cs to ' 
eventually see erected on the grouml.-i. 

The monument, which is 2G fv<-t 
hi^h includini; the statue, is earvfd 
from Uarre granite. Th« statue is of 
heroic sixe and represents an offict'i' 
in continental unilorni. As there is no 
lil^eness of Col. Warner in existence 
the only available method of securing 
anytihing like a resemblance was 
through the use of photographs of the 
colonel's descendants. 

The donor of the memorial, whose 
ancestors took an active part in the 
strtiggies of the " Green Mountain 
Boys " both during and previous to the 
revolutionary war, has always iTislstei] 
that Col. Warner was a much more 
prominent factor in the battle of Ben- 
; ningtoji than is acknowledged by writ- 
ers who have described this event and 
Incidents counecled with it It is be- 
cause of his admiration for Wai-ner 
aud tho ipart taken by him in the revo- 
lutionary struggle and a feeting that 
the leader of the Green Mountain Boys 
has never been given his rightful place 
in history that Col. Scott plann-ed sev- 
eral years ago to erect the memorial. 

The donor of the monument is a 
me,mber of the iSons of the American 
Revolution and, -so far as he is able 
to learn, is the only one who was ad- 
mitted into the society through the 
record of a woman i:i the war for Am- 
erican independence. 

During the year in which the battle 
of UeTin ington toolt .place Moses Sage, 
Oo). Scott's groat grandfather, oiier- 
ated a grist mill at North ■I3ennin,!;ton ' 
whicT'li wiis at that tiinfi the largest 
settlement in the towiiHhip. On the 
day before the battle Col, Warner and 
I his 147 Green Mountain Boys from the 
I northern section of the country arriv- 
ed in the village on their way to join 
Geii. John Stark's army. Every able 
bodied man and boy had gone to the 
fiont to fight the Hessians and had 
taken with them every particle of fnml 
to which they could lay their hands. 



Th" famished soldiers had to be I'l.'d in 
some manner and the problem was 
solved by the women. Mrs. Sa.ge man- 
aged to start the machinery which op- 
erated the mill-stones with a good sup- 
ply of corn in the hopper and the hoys 
w.ho were too small to tollo-w the army, 
together with their mothers, went out 
into the pastures and milked every 
cow in the neighborhood. 

Iteartcned with ag'ood ration of has- 
ty pudding and milk Warner's men fol- 
lowed on after Gen. Starlt's army, ar- 
riving just in time to turn the tide of 
battle in the clash that ^proved to be 
the turnitig tioint in the war. 

Moses Sago fought with Stark, a 
fact, that entitled Col Scott to niem- 
bership in the society of the Sons of 
the American Revolution but he made 
his application on the strength of the 
pari ihis great grandmother played on 
that strenuous day and it was accept- 
ed. 

The torabsLone over the grave of 
Warner at Roxbury, Ct., outside of '•'<<'■ 
customary dates bears no inscriptiisn 
further than the quotation, " Tell I ii- 
ture Ages What a Hero's Done " 'iiul 
the monument dedicated today wiJl 
preserve For many years a condenscil 
record of the life.-history of the mau 
iu whose honor it was erected.

Parade Procedes Exercises. 

The dedication exercises this luorn- 
ing were held about the monument, 
wliero a stand liad been erected for , 
the speakers. Preceding the exercises 
was a parade of the lienniugton fire 
department, the civic and social orgau- 
iwitlons and the veterans from the 
Vermont soldiers home. Judge K. L. 
Bates presided at the exercises and 
seated upon Uie platform v.-ere Col. 
Olin Scott, president of the Benning- 
ton Battle Jlouument Association and 
donor of (he monument. Gov. John A. 
Mead of Rutland and two members 
of his statf. Rev. Issac Jennings, pas- 
tor of the Old First church at Ben- 
nington Center and form.er speaker of 
the House of Representatives, .lames 
K. Batchelder of Arlington, v.-ho di-- 
llvered Iho historical address des- 
cribing the life and works of Warner. 

The invocation was delivered by 
Rev. Jennings wlio was followed by 
<'i)]. Scott with the prcacntiUion. Col. 
.^rott referred briefly to the historic 
Importance of Bennington in the war 
of the American revolution and in 
presenting the monument he stated 
Lbat its erection came about through' 
a desire on hiK part that the record 
of tlie caiitain of the Green Mountain 
Boys in the early days of Vermont 
and at the battle of Bennington might 
be preserved to future generations. ! 

In acc-ei?ting the monument . Gov. I 
Mead said that he was particularly I 
pleased to be present for the reason 
that the occasion gave him an oppor- 
tunity to consider in a public man- 
ner the acts of one who represented a 
prominent part in the formation per- 1 
iod of this republic as it exists today. | 
He spoke of the record of Vermont in ' 
the Civil war when the same spirit 
prevailed as during the days of the 
revolution. Warner, he said, could be 
classed with the great patriots oC his- 
tory. He was not even a Vermonter by 
birth but gave to the people of tiie 
state the best j-cars of his life and it 
was therefore all the more fitting that 
■the splendid memorial should have j 
been erected in his honor.

From the early history ot rhe town 
of Rupert, Benninston County, Vt. 
also follv lor« of the settlers and 
others, the following is written. 

Vermont waK at on<< it me au Inde- 
pendent sovernracnt a,n<l therefore! 
claltned for Itself the right to . coin 
money. 

When the legislature met in the 
early part of 17S5 it granted' to 
Reuhen Harmon, jr., who \i-as a 
typical Yankee, of Rnperl I he sole 
right to ''.din copper jnoney within 
the state for a period of two years. 
Bonds were refjuired from him to 
Ihe amount of i',=;.ono on his contract, 
and the weight of the copper was set 
ill not less than one-third of an 
ounce Troy weight. 

Under tlie shadow of Mount Antone. 
the mint house was located on a 
small stream called Mill Brook, in 
(ho north east part of the town. 
The dimensions of the house . were 
16x18 feet and it was made of rouKh 
liimher. Salt! huildin.? stood in (he 
same location for many years and 
was finally removed to the town line 
and used for a corn hotise. At the 
east end of the roosi was the furnace 

for melting the copper and machinery 
I for rolling out the plates w-hlch were 
I about IS inche.'i long and one-fourth 
inch Avide and one-sixteenth inch 
thicU. Afterwards they were tiinv 
med and polished ready tor stamping. 
The press was worked by means of 
a heavy iron screw attached to heavy 
timbers above and moved by hand 
with' ropes. The lower part of the 
press was set in the ground and 
I came up 12 inches above the floor, 
so that the man who handled the 
plates of copper sat on the floor with 
his legs hanging down in the pit. 
The mint could stamp out sixty cop- 
pers per minute, but thirty was an 
average number. 

The first copper coin was known 
as the Harmon cent and II, is now 
quite rare. This was issued in 17S5. 
Obverse: — Above a high range of 
hills on which were eight spruce 
trees, the svin just rising over them 
and in the foreground a plough to 
represent Agriculture underneath 
the date 17S5, Legend, '■Vermont 
Res Publica." He verse; — A radiated 
oye surrounded by thirteen stars. 
.Legend "Gurta Dceinia Stella." 

In ITSfi Mr. Harmon was granted 
an extertslon of his privilege to the 
end of the year 1705. In 1T95 a 
change was made in the iveight and 
design of the coin vIk: — Obverse, hills 
on which are nine trees, the sun just 
rising over them. Legend, "Vcrmoni- 
cnisnm Res Publica," plough in ttie 
foreground, tin derncath the date 17S6, 
A change was also made on the re- 
verse hut the Legend was the same. 
There were thirteen or more styles 
of coppers stamped out at the Har- 
mon mint from a numlier ot different 
dies, but for how many years no 
no record can bo found. The coins 
were circulated so extensively that 
the accumulation became great and 
the coins lost their value. 



I The firm (hen comsisted of four 
persons, vi^ Reuben Harmon, jr., Wm, 
Cooley of Rupert, Vt., Ellas Jackson 
of Litchfield. Conn,, tind Daniel 
Voolies of New York city. 

It is supposed that Wni. Cootey, 
better known as Col, Cooley, who had 
been a goldsmith iri New York, but j 
who afterwards removed to Rupert. 
, Vt,, cut most of the dies and assisted i 
in striking out the coppers. A Wm. I 
] Biiel. a man of considerable note in I 
I Rupert and a son of Abel Buel of 
New Haven, Ct.. who had for a !ong 
time beeh connected with the mint 
at that place came to Rnpert about 
that time and worked for Harmon. 
He brought with him the original 
dies used by his father at New Haven, 
so that Connecticut coppers were 
' struck out. In said Harmon mint. 
In 17S7 si.\ other members were 
added to the firm from New York 
and a mini was erected near Great 
Pond, Ulster County, New> York, 
i under the supervision of the New 
i York members, Mr. ^armon having 
charge of the Rupert mint, Mr. Har- 
mon was retiuired after the expiration 
of three years to pay two ami one- 
! half per cent of his coinage into the 
i State treasury. 

About the year 1S00, ;i large ; 
amount of counterfeit silver coin | 
was put into circulation and for 1 
some time no clue could he fgund to | 
the circulators, but finely suspicion 
fell on three brother.s by' the name of I 
Crane, and after a long search their 
machinery for coinage was located 
in the woods on the side of Mount 
Antone, Some of this proved to he 
from the old Harmon mint. It was 
all taken and TDroken up 
The Cranes made good their escape, 
and after a time it was reported 
that one of them was hung for crime 
d own sou th ,

"Tlic general plan of Uic instiln- 
tion ' inclndcH a Ihroc-Ktory ailiiiiniK- 
Iralioti building, witli two ivin;; luiilil- 
inijs, connected by covered corridors. 
Tlio wins buildings are liiealed some 
1 110 feel on eitbor side of Llie ailminls- 
l.rntlon biiilUiiii,' and sliKliLly in front 
oC it, one being dcMgued for man and 
one for women. Tlie IpniidinKB arc 
brick veneer construction AvIHi gray 
marble trim and, a slate roof. The

"Tbo cottages, or wIuk bufldinj;K. 
arc two-storied and c:cacMy alike, ami 
accommodate 12 patients each. In 
the center of each lloor is a g'.-neral 
11 vine rofim with a fireplace, and there 
aro aiuffle bedrooms for six palient.K 
wit.b the iiecessary bath and toilet, 
linen and storeroom K on each floor, 
Tbo patients' rooms are arranged in 
pairs, each pair oponin,i{ on a small 
porch, lit sufficient sixe: however, to 
allow for both p.atients in tho adjoin- 
U\S rooms to sleep out. 

"The buildings ;irc located on a 
level sand and fjravel plalcaii, facing 
Koutb with a hill risint; at 
tlio north, an<l with heavy 
woods, mostly cvertireeiis, on 
the norlli and wesl.

der. The staff will juobabiy consist 
of an intej-eiio and from two to four 
nurses, depondiiig somewbat upon tho 
clas.s of cases taken, although it Is 
expected that practically only incip- 
iRUt cases will be admitted.

The Rutland railroad's "Whippet." 
white hope of the new fast freight 
service which will be instituted Mon- 
day by the line, will receive its offi- 
cial dedication this afternoon when 
Rosemary Thomson, daughter of a 
veteran engineer of the line sends 
the train on its way at 3 o'clock with 
a few words', and the breaking of a 
bottle of champagne over Jts stream- 
lined nose. 

Rutland city officials, officers ol 
the Rutland Railroad Co-operating 
TrafTlc association and representa- 
tives of Chambers of Commerce 
from cities along the line of travel of 
the road have been invited to the af- 
fair which will be conducted from 
j a platform in the station park near 
the corner of Evelyn and West 
streets. 




Leon S. Gay of Cavendish, pres- 1 
ident of the association will serve as 
chairman and the spcalcers will in- 
clude Mayor Henry H. Branchaud; 
Albert A. Croe, president of the Ver- 
mont State Chamber of Commerce; 
Luis G. Morphy, receiver for the Rut- 
land railroad, and R. F, Eohman, 
chief traffic officer. Gov. George D. 
Aiken and Lieut. Gov. WiUs have re- 
ceived invitations to the eilair. 

The veteran crew which will pilot 
the crack freight over its initial run 
from Bellows Falls to northern New 
York will include Engineer Charles 
H. Thompson and B. J. Whitaker, 
fireman, E. L. Harrington, conductor, 
and C, C. Morris, brakeman. 

An amplifying system will carry 
the words of the speakers over a 
wide area in the vicinity of the depot 
and music will be provided by the 
GO-pieco Mount St. Joseph's academy 
band.

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Sleek in blaclc paint and silver trim, 
"The ■\Vhipp(>l," the Ruiland railroad's 
renewed bid for freight supremacy in 
Vermont, made it appearance Satur- 
day afteniuon in dedication cere- 
monies which attracted a huge crowd 
to the bunting-draped platform in 
Depot park. 

Inc cfuwd overi lowed the park into 
Evelyn street and Merchants Row. 
Kvery avniiable window space in 
neighboring buildings was occupied 
durini; llic brief ceremonies which 
began at 3 o'clock and ended less 
than an hour later, when II. F. Boh- 
man, traffic expert, hired recently by 
the road, made the concluding speecli 

Speeclies by Mnyuy Henry H, Bian- 
chaud, Albert A. Cree, president of 
the Vermont Chamber of Commerce, 
Leon S. Guy of Cavendish, president 
of the Rutland Railroad Co-operating 
Traffic association, Luis G. Morphy, 
receiver for the road and IBohman, 
comprised the brief program. 

The actual dedication of the train 
followed Crcc's brief address. Dressed 
in a gray fur coat and carrying a 
bouquet of American Beauty roses. 
Miss Rosemary Thomson, sponsor of 
the train, mounted a platform near 
the track and broke a bottle of cham- 
pagne over the engine. The crowd 
cheered and whistled as she spoke the 
dedicatory words; "i'or the Rutland 
railroad I ehrislen you, 'The Whip- 
pet.' " 

A somber note of warning that the 
road has not as yet mastered its finan- 
cial difTiculties was injected into the 
atmosphere of enthusiasm which 
characterized the dedication. It was 
Bohman who noted it. 

Charactei'izinj,' ruriiorsthat the rail- 
road kept a "secret set of boo lis," as 
"childish pvopa<;anda," Bohman set 
out to di.spcl any notions that the 
railroad had succeeded in solving its 
difficulties. 

Bohman recalled that the railroad 
had enjoyed oiily a small portion of 
New England's freight service in the 
past "because of its inferior service." 
Ho explained at this point that he did 
not intend his statement as an in- 
dictment o£ the management. "The 
Whippet," he dnehired would be tlie 
first big answer to the problem in 
that it would "cut down our run- 
ning time to the west by 24 hours." 

Leon S. Gay was chairman at the 
outdoor meeting. His brief speech 
was a forerunner, in its essence, of 
the suggestion.^ Bohman propounded, I 
He asked for further economy in op- 
eration!!, lower taxes, a readjustment 
of the capital structure and increased 
revenues. 

Receiver Morphy added his wishes 
for the success of the new freight 
service and expressed the road's in- 
debtedness to the various communi- 
ties for the efforts they made to aid 
the road. 

Mayor Henry H. Branchaud spoke 
briefly as did Cree. Fearing near- 
zero temperatures, the committee ar- 
ranging the dedication stationed the 
Mount St, Joseph's academy band on 
the third floor of the Clement build- 
ing. Their precautions were need- 
less, however, because of the thaw. 

Amjjliners carried the words of the 
speakers to the crowd and the listen- 
ers ensconced in the windows of 
nearby buildings. United Slates Judge 
Harbnd E. Howe, many of the rail- 
[road'.s official.? occupied the platform 
as did the representatives of several

among liis early pictures the labove 
phO'tograph oE a locomotive ■yvhich he 
took at Proctor '44 j'ears ago. Wood 
waK til© fuel mosfb commonly used by 
railroad engines of that day, all ot 
which were equipped with broad- 
topped smokestacks. 

This locomotive, which was named 



the Gen. Strong alter a resident of 
Vergennes, was considered one of 
the fastest engines o£ its ilny in tliis 
part of the country. 

When newer types took its place, 
It was used for many years as a 
switcher in the Proctor 3'ards and on 
the Clarendon Pittstord railroad, 
operated by the Vermon't Marble 
com'pany. It has since been junked.

Early View of Railroad Yard Here 




Practically all Rutland people 
are familiar with, the present ap- 
pearance of the Rutland trailroad 
yai;d3, but few rememher the scene 
reproduced above lay a photograph 
taken in 1855. There are only two 
buildings in the above view which 
are standing in the raijroad yard to- 
day, namely; the passenger station 
and the machine shop. 

The station, seen at the extreme 
right, is the nucleus of the present 
station which includes the addition. 
o£ the platform roofs,' the express 
office on the north side, and the 
restaurant and baggage room on the. 
south. The mail station, trainmen's 
office and freight offices have been 
built to the south of th& station, 
on the vacant land seen in the fore- 
ground of the above photo. 

Tiie building at the right center 



was the car shed, long since torn 
down. The machine shop near the 
center of the picture is still in use, 
but other structures have heen add- 1 
ed to it as the railroad increased 
in size. ^At the left of the picture 
is the old round house which was 
razed to make way lor the present 
round liouse. 

The picture was ■ taken about 
three years after the celebration of 
the* opening of the road on the day 
of the funeral of Horace Clark, one 
of the principal workers for the 
organization of the railroad com- 
pany. The land occupied by the 
i"ailroad yards was formerly a 
pasture on the farm of John Ru;^- 
gles. It is now a network of main 
and switching tracks- Many new 
building also have bei/n added.

Retired Railroader Recalls Engine 

He Helped to Build 6§ Years Ago 



As modern locomotives, fitted with 
abbreviated ismokestaclts that will 
pass under bridges, steam through 
the railroad yards, few Rutland resi- 
dents recall the wood burners, hav- 
ing tall, broad-topped stacks, which 
were in service during the first 
quarter century of railroading in 
Vermont, \ 

It was customary 'during the lat- 
ter half of the last century to name 
locomotives ' after some official of 
the railroad. The "Col. Merrill," 
pictured above as it aood just to 
the east of a building which now 
fojrms a part of the Rutland railroad 



shops, was fitted with the best of 
materials. The cah was finished in 
black walnut and hrass was used 
wherever possible so that the metal 
parts might be kept highly polished. 

When." the "Col. Merrill" was put 
into service in 1S64, the official for 
whom it was, named gave a banquet 
at' the Hotel Bardwell, there being 
a large number of guests. 

Michael McGinn of IS East Wash-' 
ington street, retired railroader, 
who went 'to work for the Burling- 
ton &, Rutland railroad in 1SG4, help- 
ed to huild the "Col. Merrill." The 
locomotive was in use here as late 
as 1887, perhaps later.

William Brislin Has Been 
Employe . of Rutland 
R. R. for 67 Years. 



Doctors, firemen and telephone 
operators may win command ation for 
valiant service, but when it comes 
to genuine faithfulness to duty, Wil- 
liam Brislin of 30 West street, a 
Rutland railroad switchman, appears 
to hold a record unbeaten anywhere 
la this- country. He is SI years old' 
and is now aerving his 67th year 

I In the employment of the Rutland 

I railroad. 

I Brislin Is railroad pension appli- 
I cant No. 1, if years of service and 
age are 'to be considered. And he i-s 
ready for retirement. He said yes- 
terday, "sixty-seven years is a long 
time, I've tad enough; I'd like to re- 
tire." He is looking forward to June 
1 when the railroad peusion system 
is now scheduled to start oneratins. 



Every day from early morning 
until late afternoon, Brislin is at his 
post at the north end of the Rut- 
land railroad yard h&re. His job is 
to see that trains entering the yard 
have a clear track and are siwttod on 
the right rails. 

There Isn't a single person still in 
service in either the shops, yards 
or on the trains of the Rutland rail- 
road today who was employed there 
whflfi Brislin started work hack in 
1869. There is no one who really re- 
members left for him to talk with 
about the old days of the woodhurn- 
ers. 

It Is a long way into the past to 
the day when Brislin, a mere boy of 
14, took his first job with the 'road 
as flagman on a wood train. Rail- 
roading has had many changes. In 
those days there was but one train 
a day each way over the lines. Wood- 
burning engines swallowed logs as 
fast as firemen could heave them 
into the fire-box. The link-and-pin 
coupler was in use. It took all the 
strength of a he-Tuan to operate and 
was responsible for untold number 
of "bralting" accidents. Brakes then 
were as efficient as a hoy's toes 
dragging behind a speeding sled. 



The aging switchman was born in 
Rutland December 13, 1S55. Superin- 
temlent George A. Merrill -was in 
charge of the railroad in 1S69 when 
he bogan work as flagman. T]m 
wood train was engaged in picking 
up logfi from lumbermen along the 
line and distributing them to vari- 
ous stations where t!io logs were 
sawed ready for use In the en.giues. 
His job was to protect other trains 
on the line from ramming the wood 
train. 

The train was involved in one 
fatal crash and two close calls wliile 
Brislin wae flagman. Tne first result- 
ed from failure of telegi-aphic orders 
to reacli the conductor of the wood 
train. This precipitated a wreck at 
North Clarendon in which a south- 
bound mixed Li-ain and the wood car- 
rier were demolished. Crews of both 
trains jumped, but the engineer of 
the -down train struck his head on 
a boulder and was killed. 

It was quick thinking on Brislin's 
part which saved the wood train on 
two other occasions. Both times the 
wood train was delayed by storms 
and was unable to reach sidings. 
Brislin, s-ent ahead to flag ap[U'oach- 
ing' passenger and freight trains, 
was unseen by the engineers, one 
time because of stormy conditions 
and another because hi.s signal lan- 
tern went out when the sperm oil 
fuel froze solid. On both occasions, 
Brislin stopped Uie ajiproaching 
train by throwing his signal piece 
througb the engineer's window, shat- 
tering the glass. 

I After a few years on the wood 
j train, Brislin was made freight in- 
I speetor In the yards here. In the 
'SO's he was transferred to switch- 
ing and has been at the joib ever 
since a period nearing a half cen- 
tury. 

Among tlie national personalities 
whoso special trains Brislin has 
switched in years gone by are 
jfresident William Howard Ta£t, 
President Theodore Roosevelt, Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan, jMarshal Joffre 
of Prance and President Calvin 
Coolidge. 

He enjoys robust health and' is as 
quick at the switch now as he was 
40 years ago. The old railroader 
looks forward to years of quiet en- 
joyment after his retirement.

Tlic signals used at that time rnd 
those ill use .today differed widely. 
The regulations sLalcd Lhiit; "A red 
hag home oii the engine shows Uiat 
a train is following, which is to he 
waited for as a regular train, and is 
to bo governed by the same ruic.s 
which govern the leading train." Now 
green flags borne on the en.qino ehuw 
that a train is following. 
" A white flag on the engine in those 
days meant that a train was to follow, 
but would keep out of Lhc way of all 
regular trains. Now a . white Hag ou 
the engine denotes that the train is 
running extra. , , 

Trains ninniug in Llio night In tho 
early days had , to carry red lights In 
the rear to dcnole the and ot the train 
which la the same as now. 

Some of the rules relating to the 
safety of the train, were as follows: — 

"Any train following a ' pas.sen.gcr, 
or other train.' wilt proceed with great 
caution, keeping at least a mile in 
the rear of it. 

"Trains having occasion to stop on 
the road for any cause, must' .stop 
where the view is long and c'r;:ir, 
licepini; ^signals out in such position 
as to ^guard against tho possibility 
of eoilLsIon ,with any , ■ approaching 
train. . Special care niust ;ilso bo ta- 
ken in case a train gets bob in d lime, 
and is liable to be overtaken by a fol- 
lowing train, to guard against collis- 
ion. ' I 

'Tn any case where there ii^ room 
for. doubts as to tho right to the road 
or the safety of iirocceding, from any 
other cause, adopt the safe course. 
Keep signals far enough ahead to ob- 
viate any danger to your own, or to 
other trains. 

"Approach all stations slowly, pass 
all s witches cautiously and be sure 
the switch is segn by its lever to be 
right. No excuse will be received for 
running off a .switch, when tho lever 
shows it is -wrong. 

"In case of accident or uii.ivoida- 
ble detention, the conductor is to get 
help from Lhc nearest train or engine: 
freight trains; yielding to passenger 
trains, and gravel traini; yielding to 
freight 'trains. Should a train be fol- 
lowing, a mail Is to be sent liack 
with a red tlag In the day time and a 
lautcrn at night, to give warning."

"Mr. Smitli aslted if the Itutiatid road

"Now, what would bo the result, if I 
you undertook to put up a bridge with- I 
oat the consent of the railroad? You 
would have to .apply to the railroad 
coinniissioiicrs for an order, and might 
get it and might not. In either ease 
tllere could be an appeal to the Supreme | 
bourt, and at the end of three or four 
years you might have the thing settled. 
The railroad would of course olijcet to 
the structure because of the danger — ! 
men jumping out from between cars 
might strike against the piers and lose 
their lives, and the like — -besides the in- 
couvciiicncc. 



"My opinion is lhat as a practical 
matter the best ihiog the town eau do is 
to either accept the proposition em- 
bodietl in this niemoraiiduni or ask for 
some modilications aud have a raeuting 
of lawyers representing the town and 
tlic road to see if au agreement eau be 
reached.

Mr. Olemeiit answered tliathe thought 
the strneturc as lilcely to be left undis- 
turbed in the ptaee cho-^cn as anywhere, 
lie dill not believe that the bridge wonhl 
ever be moved.

Gen. Kiiigsley— "Yes, but tlds might 
be an exception, ajid the town be coin- 
pelled to move the bridge."

STATUS UNCHANGED 



No liirther developments are ei- 
pecLed belore Monday ia the siLua-

the Brooltlyn & Queens Screen Man- 
uliicturiug company, general contra c- 
tovs. 

Work lias Iieeji stopped for several 
da,ys. because a lialf-dozen or more 
sub-contractors have not received 
jWLyments from tho general contrac- 
tors lor work done in August. Gov- 
ernment notice has been given the 
general contractors but they have 
taken no action as far as is known. 

A National Surety company agent, 
William Miller ot New York has re- 
turned trf his home .office after an 
investigation of conditions tiere. Ac- 
tion is now in the' hands of this 
company, which bonded the Brook- 
iyn and Queens concern. 
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Congressman Is Confident 
Work on Building Soon 
Will Be Resumed. 



Congressman Ernest ' W. Gibson,' 
who was In Rutland yesterday con- 
ducting aji investigation into the 
situation Kith regard to the new 
Federal building on West street, 
expressed confidence that construc- 
tion would he resumed soon. He 
also voiced the hope that workmen 
and those who turnished materials 
would receive payments due them 
without further delay. 

Congressman Gibson said, in sub- 
stance: 

"I made an investigation of con- 
ditions in response to a. number of 
complaints received from the Kut- 
Jand Chamber of Commerce, the 
su'bcontraciora and workmen wlio 
had not received pay for the work 
and materials they had furnished 
for the job, I came here to fami- 
liarize myself -with the situation so 
that I shall be able to confer with 
Congressman John E. Weeks. 

"I learned that the National Surety 
company, bondsmen for the original, 
general contractor, the Brooklyn & 
Queens Manulaoturing company, re- 
ceived bids I for completing the 
building from general contractors 
today and will open tiiem tomorrow. 
With this information at hand, the 
bonding company can determine 
how to proceed. That is, whether 
to give out the coutra.ct for com- 
■pleting the work to another general 
contractor, or to finish the job with 
its own staff. 

Lauds Bonding' Cempariy, 

"Good, progress has been made by 
the bonding company. This iirm, 
with the government ' representa- 
tives, have done everything poasiMe 
to hasten the continuing o£ the con- 
struction. The "bonding company 
ha.s given the government the full- 
est co-operation possible, 

"I am anxious that the workmen 
.and those sub-contractors who fur- 
nished materials, receive payment 
lor these services as soon as pos- 
slWe. I hope that plans now under 
consfderation will result In the early 
payment of these claims. They may 
get their payments in due time, and 
if not they can proceed under the 
Heard Saw and bring action in the 
name of the government. However, 
this will yield them but a pro-rated 
amount on their claims. 

Will Watch Situation. 

Congressman Gibson visited the 
repuTjlican headquarters for a short 
conference with party officials. He 
urged the workers to appeal to all 
the voters to get out 'to the polls, 
for unless they do they should not 
complain ol clicurastancea such as 
the postofllce situation, he em- 
phasized.

Bonding Company Agent 
Expects to Hear Today of 
Award; Workers Unpaid. 



An announcement is expected here 
this afternoon ol the successful bid- 
der for the contract for completion 
ot the Rutland postoffice, it was 
learned last night from George Clos- 
say, representative ot the National 
Surety company. Bids were opened 
Friday by the bonding firm at its 
New York office. 

Tho company, however, has the 
choice ot awarding the contract to 
another general contractor, or com- 
pleting the building with its own 
staK of engineers. Today's announce- 
ment is expected to make clear 
which course Avill be taken, Clossay 
said. 

Meanwhile a number of men who 
were employed by sub-contractors 
on the building while construction 
was under the Brooklyn & Queens 
Screen Manufacturing company, are 
In hard straights, Tliose who were 
in the employ of the Abbott company 
o£ Detroit, plasterers, claim to be in 
the worst situation. They have com- 
plained ot not receiving pay for their 
work for many weeks. These men 
are now living on the generosity ot 
landlords and grocers of this city. 
Get "Trusted" at Hotel. 

Six ot the men are staying at a 
small local hotel where their hill 
has already risen to $500, tliey claim. 
Two men have been living in a tent 
on Pine hill. 

When the contract is let for the 
completing of the building, these 
men probably will be the first to re- 
turn to work. It is understood to 
be the policy ot the bonding com- 
pany to settle .the labor claims as 
soon as possible when taking over a 
job as is being done in the case of 
the Rutland postoffice. 

However, the bonding company is 
not bound to settle with the men un- 
til als months atler the completion 
of the building, Atter that time, the 
men may bring action in the name 
Cf the government to recover on 
their claims. 
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Bonding Company Seeks 
to Protect Structure; No 
Word of Contract Yet. 



Rutland contractors and work- 
men are still awaiting an announce- 
ment from the National Surety com- 
pany or New York ol the successful 
bidder on the contract tor the com- 
pletion ot the Rutland ■postoffice and 
federal building. A report expect- 
ed yesterday was not received. 

Meanwhile employes of the Ufford 
Roofing company of Bellows Falls 
are busy making tho root of the 
structure watertight as a protection 
for the remainder ot the building. 
This work is continuing at the order 
of the honding company. 

Although work was stopped about 
September 15, only a few men were 
thrown out of employment entirely. 
These are principally employes ot 
the Abbott Plastering company of 
Detroit, The firm of liarle & Merry 
of this city had other work for their 
men. The Jandria Construction 
company of Gardner, Mass., brick- 
layers and partition builders, had 
practically if not entirely completed 
their work on the building at the 
time of suspension. The Ufford com- 
pany had other work also. 

The other subcontractors who 
were working on materials for the

Patch company oE Barre, granite 
manufacturers and the Vermont 
Marble company. The granite com- 
pany was working on the material 
for the front steps and tlie marble 
company was getting out interior 
decorations. Both of these concerns 
had other work for their men. The

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Rainstorm Finds 
New Postoffice 
Rooi Is Tight 

Rain yesterday found the roof of 
the new postoffice on West street 
watertight. Rooters employed by the 
Uitord Roofing company of Bellows 
Falls, at the order of the National 
Surety company, had just completed 
the temporarj' repairing of the roof 
pending the resumption of construc- 
tion work on the building, .suspended 
when the general contractor failed 
to pay certain sub-contractors, 

George Glossy, representative of 
the bonding company, who is sta- 
tioned at Hotel Berwick here, sail 
yesterday that lie had received no 
information yet regarding the let- 
ting of the contract for the comple- 
tion of the building. It is understood 
that Charles G. Noyes, Rutland con- 
tractor, is one ot the bidders. 

There are about 12 or 15 plaster- 
ers, employes ot the Abbott com- 
pany, still in the city awaiting the 
reopening of construction.

Other sub-contractors were able, 
in most cases, to lind other work for 
their men pending the start of con- 
struction.

DAIES BACK TO 1792 



Twenty-Nine Men Have 
Had Charge of Mailing 
Depot During 141 Years. 



The "United Stateg govefnmonl 
established the Hntland postofflce 
In 1792, with Frederick Hill as j^. 
master, but before that date, Ver- 
mont had a postoltice department 
of her own, and Anthony HhswoII 
of BeuulngtuJi was postmaster 
Beneral. 

Under his admiuistrattuu, Iil- the 
year 17S4, there were established 
Ave postoftices In the state; one at 
Rutland, one at Bennington, one at 
Brattleboro, one at Windsor, and 
one at Now bury. 

When \hn United Stalf>s covern- 
ment esta.blished the postoftice in 
Autland, It was located in a little 
red building, north ot the old County 
courthouse on Main street, on the 
sits of Mrs. Ellen O'Keefc's resi- 
dence and Mansfield place. 

In ISK the office was moved Into 
the County courthouse, and iu ISil 
It was moved into the printing office 
.and book store, which etood on 

{Main street, on tlio site ot Mrs. J. li. 
llolllstei's lioiisu oil Center street, i 
but llie bulld^n^ faced Main streut ! 
as tliere was no Center sirt:et at [ 
that time. Afterwards the nftice i 
was moved to tlie town hall on 
Washington street, on land now own- 
ed by Franklin H. White, and when 
the Federal building on Court street 
was finished Jn lSo7, the office was 
moved into that building with John 
Cain as postmaster. 
The receipts of the Rutland office, 

-when it was first established ia 1732, 
amounted to only f3S.71, while today, 
the total money transactions ot the 
office amount to over iialt a million 
dollars. 

Deliveries Started in 1886. 
The free delivery system was 
established in 1S8G,. under the ad- 
ministration of the late L. W. 
Red ins ton with six carriers, while 
today the city is covered by 13 cnr- 

' Tiers and there are 14 clerks in the 
postofflce. 

Station A or the branch postofflce 
down towu, was established iu ISsiO 

■ under the administration ot Fred A,

north half of the J. C. Dunn store on 
Merchants Row, now owned by Ihe 
PJconomy store.

Modern Equipment Will 
Facilitate Service to 
Public, Eraployes Say, 



After years of uneertainty and 
strusgle, the Rutland postofflce Is at 
la^t settled In a modern building of 
its own. 

Today, the headquarlei's, located 
in the Iciposiug new federal build- 
ing on West street which was built 
at a, cost of J330,000, wiU be the me- 
dium of an Improved service, under 
conditions which will f&cilltate the 
work (ft the posloflice employes. 

The new oftkes will be open for 
business at 7 o'clock. Beginning 
today airmail received or dispatched 
from Rutland will he handled In the 
new building, Praulically all of the 
work of moving the equipment trom 
the former branch hi 'the Gryphon 
hnilding and from the postofllce 3n 
the old federal buildirig on Court 
street wa.s completed yesterday. 

The lobby ot the new postofflce is 
similar to those of well ordered mu- 
nicipal buildings In large cities. The 
walls and floors are of marble, and 
■writing tallies and desks are conven- 
iently placed. Several stamp win- 
dows, Instead of one or two, ' will 
afford better service. A large sec- 
tion has been marked off for the reg- 
istered mail and money order de- 
partnieut. 

Location of Offices. 

Conitorlable, tastily furnished of- 
flees are located on the main floor 
tor Charles H. West, post-master; 
Miss Nora ' E. CroVley, assistant 
postnaaster:' and Edwin P. Bassett, 
superintendent ol mails. The Inspec-. 
tor's office Is located on the second 
floor. 

The workroom is about five times 
larger than that ot the former .head- 
quarters. A feature new in Rutland, 
Is a series of "peep-holes" In the 
celling, which makes possible at all 
times surveillance ot the actions ot 
one or all ot the employes by Inspec- 
tors. Several new steel letter racks, 
la addition to the large "horse-shoe" 
rack for papers' and packages and a 
letter case, moved from the main 
postofflce, also new working tables, 
comprise the workroom equipment. 
Employes Have Shower Bath. 

A stairway trom the workroom 
leads to a- balcony and reat-room tor 
employes,' Individual fireproof lock- 
ers are provided for each clerk and 
carrier, a finely equipped wash room 
and shower baths, are other new 
features. 

Among the employes beginning 
service today , in the new headquar- 
ters are George M. Fernandez, who 
bas worked for 39 years in the post- 
office here and Walter Nourse and El- 
wln Ch Ranger, who have seen 29 
years ot service each for the govern- 
ment here.

The parade, wti ich started about 1 i

City Clerk Whitticr and City Treas- 
urer Davis decided not to trust their 
records to the jirc-proof vault and be- 
gan moving tfietti out at n,:(0 o'cloelt. 
Tlie nUiciiils of ilie lUitLind railroad 
oflered the use ol their vanlc in Uic 
Clement building for the temporary 
storiiig n£ the records and the olPir was 
.icccptcd. Some ot the city engineer's 
maps and records were taken over to 
the Uardwcll iiousc. 

■ Tho lire was so hot on the cast side of 
the building that it looked lor a time as 
ir Dr. .r. K. Tliomson's house on W.ald'i 
street would be burnOd, A stream was 
kept on ihe toof of the house, however, 
and the hnildiugi with the others ad- 
joining it, vfiiS saved. The firemen got 
Ihe (ire under control at miduight and 
the Unnics did not reach the olliccs and 
the fire station on the lovirer floor. Tbc 
front stairway, however, was burned, 
t'bc brick walls arc still standing prac- 
tically uniiijercd, . Above tlio second 
door the buildiog is completely gutted.

The Hutlaiid city ball was built in 
ISTLand it had never been burned be- 
fore. Ulilo -Lyroivn was tbc architect 
and .lolin Cain, father of Juwcltl'. Caiu, 
supcrinteudcd the work of construetion. 
The laud on -^vlilch the hall stood was 
bought tiy the, town anil tho village 
tfom Alljort F. Davis. The hitildiug 
cost over §.'15.000. .Tohn W. Cramton 
contributed S2000 of this amount.

There w.as more architecture than 
wood destroyed iu the city linll lire 
Its plnn was a rebuke to the building 
ift-t. 

l''irst Assistant Engineer ,1. J, Caieo 
was strueli iu the hcid by a brick while 
directing operations on the east side of 
llie building. He was knoclccd down by 
tbc blow and received a alight cut under 
the car, which was dressed by Drs. 
Grain and Thnmsoii. 

"Jack" Corey and "Kig" Blaucbonl 
were in bad shape when they came down 
out of ibe atlic. 

A, C. Gravel and another lircmcn 
fell cir a ladder in the 
rear of the building and - Gravel 

bruised his hip so hadiy that he bad to • 
be taken home.

With the cicdirs ol a (Irst-class lire in 
our eyes, we arc not prepared to S!Vy 
mucli .about a new city hall. There arc 
one or two ihings, however, that go 
without s.ayiiig. In the lirst place, the 
city government should he lioused iu a 
lire-proof huilditis, and it should 
be erected in a place which will give it 
grounds and an arcliitoctural relief so 
that it will be an attraelioti rather- than 
a reproach to tho artistic sense cf the 
community. Tbc location of the old 
city hall was against It even it it had 
been an attraction iu itself. It is a noisy 
and smoky corner, and ' the - contiguous 
builrtingsdid not contribute to its dignity 
or security. Its prodoeesaor stood on 
Washington street, not far from Morse 
place. Thirty yearft ago tiiat part Of 
Washington street was given up some- 
what to Uusiness, hut business drifted 
toward Merchants row. It would have 
been v/isor to have put up the toivn ball 
farther to tiio norLli. 

There arc many good sites lor a city 
hall which would be much more con- 
venient tlian the old one. The wooden 
building region on West street, west ot 
Wales strct't, would bu one plaec. The 
block running from Center to West 
street on the east sidu of Wales 
street would he an other good place 
for a city Iiall. Here would he afl'ordcd 
an opportuuity.to grade and improve tbc 
surroundings so as to give to the public 
a small and attrr.ctivc park. 

Tbere is no reason why tbc now city 
hall should not include a public hall or 
theater, which would Lend to mni;o 
Ilutland a convention town. If 
■it can be showu that the revenue from a 
theater would justify the outlay iu 
addition to the aecommodatioua rc- 
(juircd hy Llic city, wo see no reason 
why a^ symmetrical public building 
cannot be put up in a convenient lo- 
cality.

The citi/cus of Ilutland continue to 
taliu a deep interest iu the question as to 
the location of the new city hall, uow 
that the old onch.as been practically 
ruined by fire. Wc would judge from 
what we have iieard that a large majoriiy 
of i,h<', voters oppose rcbuikVmg oii the site 
of the ruins. It is a uoisy place; aad, 
if the new city hall is to contain a 
theater, this is a fatal objection to suuh 
a site. Wc have received a eoramuuiea- 
tion from a prominent eiti/.eu on this

itself. IJe thought the city should have 
a good hall for its own people which 
could be used as well for conventions 
and the like. lie did not consider it a 
b'ld plan to build a hall separate froru 
the city olUee buildlut;. 

JCgbort C. Tuttie agreed with Mr. Gll- 
s.'in in doubtinjT the wisdom of the eity 
biilldin!; an opera house, but he thought 
a suitable convention hall was needed ii; 
Ilittland. 

Jiobert A. Lawrence favored a special 
t.ax tor the new hali, if one wore buiit, 
rather than an issue of bonds. He 
thought it would do uo harm to wait a 
year, until the crude plans for a new iiall 
have taken definite shape. lii his opinion 
a new convention hall in Uutland was 
inevitable. 

Thomas fl. Browne was a believer in 
public meetings. Ifc said aa exprossifu) 
ot approval or disapproval liy the oir.l- 
Koiia asEonibled in pubHo had p;re!it 
wci.ijht wilh the bo,".rd 0' aldermen, lie 
would nut deprive the people of 
privilege ol a free hall for mass meet- i 
inp:!;. 

D. L. Morgan bcUeved in reitiodellnff 
the ruins ot the old hall. He tlioaghr. 
the site was a. good one and feared chat 
the city would como out he.ivUy h: debt 
if an entirely new ?trueturo were built. 

K, K. Merriam favored a new hall. 
He thought the old hall was entirely too 
near Ltie whistles. 

J^tlieh.ird Kyan was in 'or a good coa- 
vention hnll, lie told how Kutlar.d bad 
lost many bis conventions on aeeoni^t of 
having no suitable hall. 

I'ev Cicorfje Kliot Cooity Epoho hi 
favor of submitting the queatiOii to the 
iy;ople. lie , did not agree with one ol 
the previous speakers, whc had saiu that 
Uie hall would receive better care if 
owned by individuals, lie wondered 
why the voice of the people was 
not heeded when they voted two years 
ago to remodel the old city hall. 

W. C. Smith knew somotbiuK' about 
what weight the voice of the people etir- 
ried. He was on the committee which 
waited ou the board of aldermen aoon 
after the eiti/.cns voted to remodel tic: 
hall, and he described in graphic lii'.i-' 
guage the way he aud his associates 
were 'Hurued down cold." 

George E. Chairaers thouirht the 
present location of the city hall could 
be ntiliKCd iu the line ot economy. 

Alderman C. B . Kinsman (laid there 
was no (iuostloD tliat the city 
needed a new convention hsll, hut he 
vt3.i not certnin about the bei't mean; 
for seeurin,* it. He thought there 
would be a liov/l if atpeelHl t.ix or bond 
issue were ordered. He doub ed the 
v?i*dorii of the city goiuf; into such a 
veutnrc without any Idea of coming 
out even. He thought syndicate or 
private enterprise could be depended

I hall. 

President Garj' was the last spt^akcr 
and he went over the whole subject in 
detail. He thought the ijuostion could 
be settled euly by giving it to the peo- 
ple. The preaeut meeting, iic said, was 
called not to advance any pet scheme, 
but to get expressions of opinion from 
business men. He did not look favor- 
ably on the old building. It was built 
wrong, he flaid, from the start. It was 
set in the mud with ao celiar except two j 
small excavations XorhoiitiuK "PPfra-^^- 
The ollices were so damp as to be hardly j 
iuhahituble. The city ensiaeer h.id no 1 
vauli and this caused him to lose !=f'20(iO ! 
worth ot hooks and papers at the !a:.e 1 
tire. 
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la his opinion the fire dopartment 
Klieuld be nuarterod in a separate build- 
leg whore there would besnflicient room 
for the Qre apparatus and where the noise 
ef dances and cntertaiunicnts would not 
keep the liremen a-s'ake nights. He 
thought it would cost as much to tear 
down the old hall and build -it up again 
as it wotdd to build a new hall*. He 
knew, however, tliat adjaccut laud 
could be bought if it was decided to en- 
large the old hall. 

At tiie conclusion of President Gary's 
remarks the rcsolulion printed above 
v/as oftered by Mr. "Ryan and adopted 
on motion of Ii£r, lloore. 
'I'hc meeting then adjourned.

The city o£ Kutland will get $11,;>17.40 
insurance on the city hall and its con- 
tents, which were partially destroyed 
by lire two v/ecks ago. W. ,T. Kelley o£ 
l'ott.?inouth, Jf. H , and M. J. Francisco 
and Mayor J. 15. Kollistor of this eity 
iiuiahed the v.'orkof appraisal yosterd.iy 
aud agreed upon the amount to be paid 
by tho insurance companies. They 
placed the value of tho hall at ^oO.OOO ; 
the loss on the building at ,Si:i,7L'). The 
furniture destroyed was uppraised at 
Sl!)14.35. 

The city hail was insured at a reduced 
j rate ou an SO per cent basis. Eighty 
per cent of its value would have been 
82-1,000, but ic was insured for less than 
5-20,000. The city thus comes iu lor a 
dead loss of which might havit 

been covered by insurauce. This ^i25i!l 
is figured i)ro rata v/ith the ieaurance 
policies, just as if the city were an in- 
surance company aud held a policy on 
.he ij tlic buildinj; lor that atnouot. Mr. 
Fnanoiseo eays ho often urged tl c 
aldermen to put more iosu ranee on the 
building, but that they did not heed his 
advice. 

Anotlier peealiar fact about tho elt)' 
hall iusurauce is that the con teats were 
mentioned in only two of the six pel - 
eies on the building. The couteuts 
clause was stricken out of four policies 
a few years atco by order of the board 
n; aldermen. By not )iaving the fur- 
li-reldthc building properly insured 
ii." i-ity lost .f:SJ^l.

The money has been temporarily 
bniroivcd by the city to aavo issuing 
temporary loan warrants, but will be re- 
paid to the fund when the Lixos become 
available. About §2000 of this insurance 
money lias been devoted to paying for 
temporary repairs lo the hall, rcplaeinj: 
articles destroyed in the lire, rentals and, 
similar oxpcnsca. 

The insurance and the bonds, it they 
are sold at' par, malte.a total or$;)l,[l'l7.'iO 
In the city ball fund. The' contract price

?2072. Thia makes a total of $23,337, 
whlcti, with tho 52000 expended as 
stated .above, leaves about $1200 for 
putting in lights and for incidentals.

Gen. William Y. W. Itioley, 
formerly mayor ot the eity, made the 
following statement to a lii;i:Ai,i) re- 
porter Tutsday ; "I am not at all sure 
that the .520,000 of bonds authorised to 
be issued at the Jlarch meeting, ISOO, 
can be lavvtully issued for the purpose 
j indicated by the vote ot the aldermen 
last nlaht. I do not remember the exact 
i terms ■ of the vote authorizing those 
] bonds, but the purpose, as understood 
by the voters, was to enlarge the build- 
ing, making a larger and liner hall, 
adding a kitchen, pantry, dressiug and 
other retiring looms, and also, I think, 
enlarging the quarters of the city 
olllcials. The cow proposed use of that 
vote is for only a part of what was con- 
teniplatt'd by tho people. Tiicrc m an- 
other strong reason why this proposed 
issue of bonds should not be made. It 
has been the policy ot the city for some 
years to reduce the bonded and other 
debt. This has been done to a very 
satiaf.ictory extent, and it would be a 
sad mistake to commence again the old 
mctliod of adding to instead of decreasing 
our debt. The city has sonlo 312,000, 
realized from inauranec, or should have 
it; the additional sum needed lor repairs 
should be raised by taxation. Let us 
pay as we go, avoid contracting now 
debts and pay up the old one. Nearly 
or quite 20 per cent ot all moneys raised 
by taxation is now required to pay 
simply the interest on what we now 
owe. Do not let us add to that burden."

WALLINGFORD - The French 
end Indian wars were ended and. 
although the Treaty of Peace had 
not been signed, groups ot men 
in the surrounding colonies were 
interested to start settlements in 
the strip ot land, which tor many 
jfcars had been a pathway for wai 
parties to and from their raids 
on the colonists. 

In 1761 a group of Gfi men in 
Wallingford, Conn,, petitioned 
Gov. Benning Wentworth of New 
Hampsliire, "for a parcel of land 
in the wilderness, lyir.fi between 
the colonics of New York and New 
Hampshire, as they wished to 
start a new town but to retain the 
old name." 

A charter was granted on the 
Z7th of November, 1761, and a 
parcel of land, six miles square, 
divided into 72 lots became the 
Town of Wallingford, Vt, 

It was nine years before a sur- 
vey was made by Remember ' 
Baker and two years elapsed be- 
fore a meeting was held to assign 
the lots, of 100 acres each, to tlic ; 
proprietors. The result of the sur- 
vey and numbering of the shares | 
were drawn on deer skin which , 
is still in existence and may be ' 
!cen at the Town Clerk's office; ' 
also tlierc is a book containing the ' 
records of the proprietor's meet-; 
ings held in Connecticut in 1772, 
1 surveyor's description of cacli [ 
lot and the numbers allolcd to '. 
;ach proprietor. 

In 17V3 ADraiiam jacitson wiJi 
lis wife and ten children, some

'n 1792. 13,388 acres were taken 
rom Wallingford to help form the 
Town of ML Holly and in the

o Wallingford moving the west 
loundary from the base to the 
op of West Hill.

*orth. South and East Wallingford

Each district 
had its own trustee, elected by 
the voters in the district, who 
hired the teacher and tended to 
all business connected with the 
school. All pupils furnished their 
own books. This method of con- 
ducting school affairs continued 
until the early 1890s when slate 
law turned the management of 
sciiools over to a board, elected 
by the voters of the town, and 
made compulsory the u.se of text 
booliE, uniform in each district 
and furnished by the town. When 
the first district school in the 
North village was outgrown, the 
brick building, now owned by the 
Rotary Club, was built in 1818, 
Tills was used until 1851 when a 
two-room hou.se was built on 
School St. Then in 1871 more 
rooms were added and a graded 
school system put into effect. 

Provision in the Charter for the 
support of religion, fostered the 
growth of church societies. The 
BaptisLs organized in 1780, the 
Congregationa lists formed a so- 
ciety in 1702. In lEOO a Union 
Church was built, "by a tax on 
the polls and ratable estate of the 
inhabitants." This church was 
used Oft alternate weeks by the 
two denominations until 1827 when 
the Baptists built a church of their 
own and two years later the Con- 
gregatioiialisls had completed 
their church. Both of these houses 
of vvorship, with some additions 
and repairs arc still in use.

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Epitaph 
For a tree 

A link with Vermont's past 
is ^one but not forgotten

If a tree falls in the forest and no 
one hears it, does it make a sound? 

This is' one of those maddeningly 
useless questions which lead in- 
variably to equally useless 
answers... well, almost invariably. In 
the case of one particular tree — one 
very special tree — the .sound of its 
fall was felt, if not heard, across 
Vermont. 

In the second week of May 1978, 
one of the last living links to 
Vermont's past, a giant white pine 
tree believed to have served as the 
model for the original Vermont state 
seal, was downed by high winds. The 
tree, one of the oldest and largest in 
the nation and designated a historic 
site, was located just off Route 313 
along the Battenkill River west of 
Arlington. 

Birth dates of trees are hard to 
come by, but some believe the tree 
stood for almost 300 years. Historical 
references to the tree are somewhat 
sketchy, but the old-timers and folk- 
lorists are more than happy to help 
fill the gaps in telling the story of one 
of nature's noblest, the Vermont State 
Seal Pine. 



.^n English lieutenant considered 
himself to be somewhat artistic. And 
he was feeling especially inspired on 
that sunny day in the fall of 1778. As 
a secret courier for Vermont's first 
governor, Thomas Chittenden, the 
Eng!i.shman was looking forward to 
spending several days with the gov- 
ernor, who was living in Arlington. 

Some would debate that several 
days spent in the company of the 



legendary Chittenden should inspire 
such anticipation; but everyone 
would agree that, yes, the governor's 
hired' girl was quite a ."specimen. 
Sparking was on the lieutenant's 
mind, and the sheer exuberance of it 
all moved him to create. 

He engraved the scene from his 
window — a majestic white pine, a 
grazing cow, a wheat field — on one 
of the governor's drinking cups. The 
cup, made from a section of a horn 
and bottomed with wood, attracted 
the attention of Ira Allen during one 
of Allen's many visits with Governor 
Chittenden. 

Allen adopted the engraving 
(with a few changes) as the first state 
.seal, and engaged Reuben Dean, a 
Windsor silversmith, to make the 
seal It's believed that Dean's seal was 
fashioned along the lines of the 
samplers of the day, the only works of 
art commonly found in early Ver- 
mont. 

No one seems to know of the 
English lieutenant's success (or fail- 
ure!) with the governor's hired girl. 

Romantic notions aside, however, 
there is another reason the giant 
white pine in Arlington became such 
a dominant theme of the Great Seal. 

Under the Royal Charters of Brit- 
ish rule, Vermonters were relatively 
free in everything except the own- 
ership, use and disposition of pine 
trees growing on their lands. The 
Charters specifically reserved all pine 
trees for the sole use of the Crown, for 
masts on the ships of the Royal Navy. 

Needless to say, this rubbed many 
a Vermonter the wrong way. So,

when Vermont became an independ- 
ent, sovereign state and adopted its 
own constitution, it seemed only nat- 
ural for the designers of the Great 
Seal to give prominence to the pine 
tree. It was a symbolic declaration 
that Vermonters would, from that day 
forward, ' have ' authority oyer the 
pines, as well as the mountains, farms, 
flocks and herds within the state's 
lx)imdaries. With this as,sertion of 
newly-found authority, the last token 
of royal ownership was destroyed. 

"The original Vermont state seal 
was accepted by the General As- 
sembly on Feb. 20, 1779. Ira Allen's 
original design for the seal underwent 
several revisions through the years; 
new seals were authorized in 1821, 
1862, 1878 and 1898. But the stately 
white pine of Arlington and the 
words "Freedom and Unity" re- 
mained the most prominent elements 
of each design. 

Then, in 1937, the Vermont Leg- 
i.slature authorized the newest and 
current seal, a "faithful reproduction, 
cut larger and deeper, of the original 
seal, designed by Ira Allen, cut by 
Reuben Dean of Windsor, and ac- 
cepted by resolution of the General 
Assembly dated Feb. 20, 1779." This 
new, old seal was put into commission 
on Oct. 26, 1937. 

Aside from its importance in the 
development of Vermont's state seal, 
the giant pine contributed greatly to 
yet another symbol of Vermont's 
absolute and unquahfied independ- 
ence. Some 25 years ago, a broken 
branch 50 feet above the ground was 
removed from the stately pine under 



the authority of the state .forester. 
The wood was carefully seasoned and 
fashioned into a "passion cross," 

The wooden cross was framed 
with 99,77 percent pure gold, which 
was recovered from the refining of 
copper from Vermont mines. This 
same gold was also used in fashioning 
"...sun rays, of gold or gold plate, 
having nine rays between each arm of 
the Cross," and the solid gold state 
seal which was mounted at the center 
of the ornament. On the back of the 
cross was fastened one of the copper 
coins minted in Vermont from Ver- 
mont copper during the 13 years 
when Vermont stood alone, outside 
the Union of States, a completely 
sovereign commonwealth with its 
own coinage, 

-The^.resultirig dazzling adorn- 
ment, the; grand commander's jewel 
of Knights Templar of Vermont, is the 
only documented use of wood from 
the state seal pine. A ceremonial 
ornament to be worn on formal occa- 
sions by the grand commander, the 
jewel not only denoted the rank of his 
office. It also bears witness to the 
peculiar significance of the heritage 
and history of Vermont. 

The state seal pine played .such an 
important part in the heritage and 
history of Vermont, it seems only 
fitting to offer at its passing the 
epitaph to which so many Ver- 
monters have aspired; 

"Here lies one of nature's 
noblemen,"

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ORIGIN OF VERMONT'S SEAL. 



Interesting Data Brought Out As Re- 
sult of Inquiry. 

Edward A. Chittenden of St. Al- 
bans has sent the editor of the Free 
Press "A iragment of the apple tree 
which stood on Gov. Thomas Chitten- 
den's home lot in Arlington, Vermont, 
nnder which the British otfcer (artist) 
stood to sketch the scene that after- 
ward was used as the Great Seal o£ 
the Independent Depublic of Vcr- ' 
mont." 

This relic was brought out by the 
letter from Horace W. Bailey, recent- 
ly printed in the Free Press, calling 
for additional information in relation 
to the drinking horn used by Gov. 
Chittenden, the engraving on whicli 
■was made the original of the Vermont 
seal. Another interesting contribu- 
tion on the subject has been furnished 
by Mrs. Sarah K. Lord of this city 
in the shape of an article, the date 
of which she informs us she has been 
unable to discover. The article, which 
was found in a scrap book, was writ- 
ten by M. E. Baker and it is entitled, 
"The State Seal." The article fol- 
lows: — 

"In an old historical magazine, Hen- 
ry Stevens, Esq., state antiquarian at 
that time, gives the following account 
of the seal of Vermont: 'I had heard 
that the Vermont coat of arms orig- 
inated in Arlington and went there 
to obtain reliable authority for the 
story, from a Mr. Deming who was the 
only man of Gov. Chittenden's guard- 
roll then living.' Mr. Denjing said, 
'I boarded with the governor while 
on guard duty as I was a young man.' 
'Do you remember anything of the 
drinking cups he used at that time?' 
'Yes, they were of horn and the seal 
of our state was first engraved on one 
of them. I have drank out of it many 
a time.' An English lieutenant who 
i used secretly to bring letters to the \ 
governor stopped one time several ! 
days, and taking a view from the west 
window of the governor's residence, 
of a wheat field in the distance, be- 
yond which was a kiioll with a soli- 
tary /pine tree upon its top, he en- 
graved it upon this cup. The field 
was fenced off from a level space in- 1 
tervening between the house. Within 
this space he put the cow with her 
head over the fence for the grain." 

"The governor's drinking cups were 
made from the horn of an o.x, bottom- ; 
_ed with wood. First was cut off a cup j 
; from the end 6f' the horn that nieas- ' 
ured half a pint, next a gill c\ip, then ■ 
a third cup whicli was a 'glass.' 

"The engraved cup attracted the 
notice of Ira Allen, who adopted its 
device for our stale seal, only when 
he took hold of it he brought the co^^! 
over the fence iuto the midst of the 
grain — bundles on either side, so when 
she had eaten one side the other was 
ready. 

"It may be of interest to add that 
the house occupied by Gov. Chitten- 
den in Arlington, Vt., from v/hieh the 
view on the state seal was taken, is 
still standing, and is near the Ethan 
Allen well, so often spoken of. The 
lone pine is still standing (or was a 
short time since) on what is known 
as 'Hog's Hack' knoll. 

"Mrs. Lord states that the pine tree 
in the sketch accompanying the arti- 
cle is conventionalized and leafless 
and the state motto is in large letters 
below the 'fence,' and she would like ' 
to know when the star was added and 
why it has been left out." 

Some very interesting data have been 
secured as a result of the discussion 
growing out of Mr. Bailey's communi- 
cation, and ii; is to be hoped the sub- 
ject will not be allowed to drop until 
additional data have been obtained that 
will clear up the remaining obscure 
points in connection with the origin 
of the state seal and Gov. Chittenden's 
drinking cup.— Burlington Free Press,

It is expected that the dome the 
rftilroad rouudbousc, lor mnny years the 
most promiccDt Isiudmark iu its part ol 
the town, will today disappear forever. 
The eupporta uudcr its Iwae Jiave been 
cut away more thatiball the way arouud, 
and tho plan la to pull out with loconic- 
tivcs some temporary braces and let the 
structure collapse. Wire Ciibles will be 
used to connect tlio supports with cu- 
giaes out in tho yard. Tho rouudhouso 
was built iu 1SG4. The doaie carries a 
great uccumulation ol soot and dirt mid 
great clouds of dust urc expected to 
come from its fall. Atter the dome Is 
dowu the walls will be removed in the 
ordinary way. The old turn table hiis 
been taken out and the house is eom- 
plctcly dismantled aud abandoned. liut- 
land railroad locomotives nre now kept 
out- ot doors or in the other round- 
house. 

Work on the new roundhouse, which 
ij being built southwest ol the 
old one, i3 going on fsst and tiie build- 
ing will probably be linishcd in a. lew 
weeks. The new house will be in tho 
form ol a scmi-circlc with a "pitch 
roof." It will have a turn table outside 
the buildiug but within the scmi-eirolo. 
It will hold IS ciigiucE— tv.'O more than 
the capacity nf the old house.

The railroad folks did not get arou nd 
yesterday to'fiull tho old roundhouse 
dome down. The cables wore attached 
to the building, however, and the pulling 
is Used lor this inoruing. 

There arc IG supports under the dome 
and 10 of them arc stripped at the base 
of the structure and have wire cables 
attached wtiieh run to the ground. A 
locomotive will be used to pull ou these 
cables, oQc or two at a time, until tho 
supports come out .ind the dome 
collapses. The dome is built of wood 
and haa relatively little weight, hut is 
about SO Xeet iu di.iuiutcr and 50 feet ia 
height, not counting the lantern. The 
; supports ate attacked ou the southwest | 
' side and the pulling will be done from ! 
' the south. 

The destruction of this roundhouse 
and the building o£ a new one come as a 
result ot the iucrease in weight of roll- 
1 ing stock in recent y^ars. It comes 
1 with tiic laying of heavier rails and the 
I building of stronger bridges. The old 
', turn-table was buti.yO feet long and the 
: Bta'ils about it in the. old rouudhouse 
g'crc of about the same length, which 
was abundant when the building was 
erected. But modern engines arc longer 
; than the old ones and Uie.turu-tablc for 
1 Dhc new house is accordingly CO feet 
( long, with stalls In proportion. It was 
practically impossible to enlarge the old 
house as much as was rcijuired, and 
therefore it cornea down. 



The old lUitland railroad 
house, or rather its site, looks 
as il a cyclone had been that 
way. The great dome has disap- 
peared and with it tho shelving roof b."- 
!ow it. Nothing Is left standing but the 
outer brick wall of the building, and 
that is broken at the top in many places 
and looks ragged. There is a great 
tangle Of sooty woodwork^ twisted and 
broken, with iron bolts and columns and' 
odds and ends within the building and 
some of the same sort without the walls. 
The whole building is this morning a 
wreck of the most dismal sort. The 
operation was uudcr the direction ol 
Hogineer Koys, and was accomplished 
without accident beyond breaking a few 
chains and cables and without tho slight- 
est injury to any person. 

Work began promptly in tho morning 
and continued all day. The fall of the 
bulk of the dome was at 11 o'clock. 
Engine Ko. 3-10, a big, now freight loco- 
motive, was used at first. It pulled on 
a wh'C cable hitched to one o£ the 
southern supports of the dome, and 
kept pnlliug until the cable— an inch in 
diameter — broke. More attempts ivcro 
made, and several of the supports were 
pulled out. One which came at about 
10 o'clock started things so that a part 
o£ the dome fell, leaving a great, 
ragged rent in iti surface. Then engine 
T\'C. 240 went aw.'iy to t^ke a train and 
^"■0. 233 took its plnce. Work was con- 
tinued with this until 11 o'eioclf, wlien 
the loosening or a support was followed 
hj the collapse o£ the dome, ivhich fell 
to the ground with a crashing roar, 
throwing up an immense cloud ol soot 
and du.'it. One portion on tlic oast side 
fell outward and lodged on the shelving j 
roof.

This 
operation took all tlie afternoon, with 
frcijucnt crashing of iron and limber 
aud resulting clouds of smoke.

Tho first floor will 
he niatie Into tine large waiting , room, 
enough space being reserved for tho I 
ticket ofTice, toilet rooms and news 
room. The front entrances will he two 
double doora located as at present. 
There will also be two entrances from 
the traclt siile, Tho ticket oillcc wll! 
he In the front of the building be- . 
twcen the entrances and will bo 12 j 
feet .squ:ire and will bo made of glass 
partitions protected by woven wire 
scrcns.

The City 
not having any kind of apparatus for.doitig that kind "of 
work conveniently, the street committee' engaged the 
railroad company. to take down the sjpan and approach; 
and they have been taken down and piled up bri the, 
yard and the bridge has been out' of commission ever 
since. In order to make the bridge passable again this 
span will have to be put" back with quite a portion of it 
new and, as I understand, another span of some fifty or 
severity-five feet added, and when that was done the 
railroad company could order it changed, or taken down 
altogether, just at their pleasure, and, under the condi- 
tion of things, the street committee did not feel warranted 
in either expending the amount of money on it to make 
it .passabJe or of taking the remainder of the bridge dowm 
I would recommend that ihe remainder of the bridge be 
taken down arid that a tunnel be built from the east end 
of Union Street to the south end of Freight Street, or 
under Landon's Crossing, so called. The bridge has never 
been an accommodation to but very few people. Those 
who were very strong and robust and not too "corpulent 
could go over the bridge, but people who were not very 
strong, and especially women with baby carriatjes, must 
go around by River Street or by the way of Pine Street, 
Some people may argue that a tunnel at Landon's 
Crossing would be so hear Pine Street tunnel that one 
might as well go that way, but that is not so. The Pine 
Street route is nearly, if not quite, twice as far to the 
foot of Center Street, which, I think, would be conceded 
by all to be the most central part of the business part of 
the City,, as it would by the way of Landon's Crossing.

It is expected that the dome of the 
railroad rouudbousc, lor many years the 
moat promincDt laadmark in its piirt oil ' 
the town, will today disappear lorevcr. . 
The iupporta uudcr its haao have been 
cut away more than hull the way around, 
and tho plau is to pull out with locomo- 
tives some temporary braees and let tbe 
structure collapse. Wire cables will be 
used to connect tho supports with cu- 
gincR out iu tho yard. TLc roundhouse 
was built iu 1SG4. The dome carries a 
great aocumulatiou oL soot and dirt and 
great clouds ol dust arc expected to 
come from its lall. Alter tlie dome is 
dowu the walls will be removed in tile 
ordinary way. The old turn table has 
beca taken out and tlic house is com- 
pletely diamftutled aud ubaadoucd, Kut- 
]and railroad locomotives are uow kept 
out- ol doors or in ttie other rouud- 
bouse. 

Work on the new roundhouse, wbieh 
i3 being built southwest o£ the 
old one, is going on fast and Uie build- 
ing will probably be fiuishcd in a lew 
weeks. The new house will be in the 
form ol a acm;-circ!c with a "pitch 
roof," It will have a turn table outside 
the buildiiij; iiul withiu Uie scnii-circlc. 
It will hold IS cugiiiCE— two more tlian 
the capacity of tlic old house.

Tlic railroad lolks did not got arou iid 
yesterday to'Imll the old rouudbousc 
d 0 to c d 0 w u . Tl 1 e cab Ics w c re u t tachcd 
to the building, ho wever, and tbe pulling 
is fixed lor this morning. 

There are IU supports under tho dome 
and 10 of them arc stripped at the base 
o£ tlic structure and have wire cables 
attached which run to the ground, A 
locomotive vvill be used to pull on those 
cables, one or two at a time, uutil tlie 
supports come out and the dome 
collapses. Tho dome is built ol wood 
and baa relatively little weight, but is 
i about SO leet iu diameter and 50 feet in 
1 height, not couutiiig the liiuteni. The 
! supports are attacked on the southwest ] 
' side and tbe pulling will be douc from | 
tbe south. 

The destruction ol this roundhouse 
.and the building o£ a new one conic as a 
result ol the iucrcase in weight ol roll- 
1 jag stoelt in recent years. It comes 
1 ^vith tlie laying ol heavier rails and tbe 
] building ol stronger bridges. The old 
I turn-table was butifiO Icct long and the 
'ita'ds about it in the old rouudbousc 
^'erc of about the same length, which 
was abuudaut when tbe building was 
erected. But modern engines are longer 
1 than the old ones and thc.turu-tablc for 
the new house is aecorcliugly GO feet 
long, with Stalls in proportion. It was 
practically impossible to enlarge the old 
bouse as ' much as was required, and 
therefore it comes down.

The old llutlaiid railroad round- 
iiouso, or viitlier its site, looks 
as if a cycloDC hiul been that 
way. The fjrcut dome iias disap- 
peared and with it the shelving roof br,- 
!ow it. Nothing is left standing but the 
outer briek wall of the building, and 
that is broken at the top in many places 
and ioolis ragjjed. There is a groat 
tangle of sooty woodwork, twisted and 
liroken, with iron bolts and columns and' 
odds and ends witliin the building and 
some of t!ie same sort witljout the walls. 
The whole building is this morning a 
wreck of the most dismal sort. The 
operation was uuder the direction ol 
fjiiglneer lioys, and was accomplislicd 
without accident beyond breaking a Icvv 
chains and cables and vvitjiout Iheslijjht- 
est injury to any person. 

Work began promptly i:i the morning 
and continued all day, Tlio fall of the 
balk of the dome w.ts at 11 o'clock, 
Knginc No. 210, a big, new freight loco- 
iiiof.tve, w.aa used at lirst. It pullfld ou 
a wire cable hitched to one ol the 
soulberii supports of the dome, and 
kept pulling until the cable— an inch iu 
diasnoter— broke. More attempts were 
made, and Ecvcrr.l of the supports U'crc 
pulled out. One which came at about 
10 o'clock started things so that a part 
of the dome fell, leaving a great, 
ragged rent in itj surface. Then engini; 
Nc, 2-10 went aw:iy to take a train and 
No. 2:]5 took its pl.'iec. Work was eon- 
tiuued with this until 11 o'clock, when 
the loosening or a support wars followed 
by Uic collapse o£ the dome, which fell 
to tlie ground with a crashing roar, 
throwing up au immense cloud of soot 
and dnst. One portion on the cast side 
fell outward and lodged on the slielvinjf 
roof. And not all of the dome went 
down. Ilagged portions stucl; up i 
around on the north side, iO or iiO feet. ! 

T;ie reiviuauts ol the dome were 
dropped in the afternoon by chopping 
the supports w'Mi axes. And then caine 
tbe tearing do-vu ol tbe shelving rooT, 
BOmethiug like CO feet wide, luuiiiug all 
around the dome, wbieh had in fact 

I 

covered the engines as tbej' were in tbe 
. still la. To do this engine No. 227 , 
" hauled the beams out which ran from , 
the outside wttlls iu to the iron eohimna ; 
which stood under tlic base of the dome, ; asltcd 
surrounding the old turn-table. This j 
operation took all ihe afternoon , witli 
' frciiucut crashing of iron and limber 
and resulting clouds of smoke, A crowd 
oC several hundred people went to the 
scene early, lui'ating on the Piivor street 
bridge and in other places where ihcj 
could see, and remnants of it, including 
many boys, stayed all daj'. 

It v.'iis remarked that locomotives 
seem alive, and that tho engines about 
the yard might say interesting tlduga i( 
they talked last night. And an nbsorv;r 
j who thinks tbcy did talk h.mds in the 
I following as a fragment of their dis- 
\ course :— 

■ Ten -Wheeler — "'L'liis has been a great 
I day. I'm glad to eec the old hencoop 
down at last. There was never room 
enougJi in it for a bell to ring, to say 
nothing of sleeping and resting." 

No. *Jli5 — "I'm glad it's gone, ton; and 
I'm the boy who pulled it down, please 
understand." 

No, '2-lG— "It isn't always the fellow 
'who strilics the last blow who drives 
t!ic nail. I did the really liard work in 
the case myself, but T couldn't drop 
regulsr work to finish it. Somebody 
else must h.ave the glory. IJnt I biokc 
the big eaijlo and pulled out the hard 
stielis." 

Tiie Mogul— "It sceiMS to mo that 1 
he!vrd somebody say that No. 210 pulled 
its tender wheels into the air !" 

Derisive chorus — "Choo, elioo, choo, 
chool" 

No. 210— "Hello, old slowcoach Mogul; 
Are vou awake? .lust wait until I get a 
good cleaning in tlie new roundhouse 
and I'll show yon how to haul a train !" 

No. 22!!— "IJoys, you don't, know what 
you are talldag jilfont! It diaisrayold 
stcara gauge to hear such words. That 
old roundhouse has boon my home ever 
since I was Urst painted — it w.as new 
when I came bcrc as a boy — and I want 
it spoken of fospcctfully. You afc a 
stout; fellow, Ko. 'il!l, but you are young 
yet, and you don't know what trouble 
Is. Just wait until you Stick your 
! smokestack into the ditch some darl: 
i night and you v;ill tai;c a more serious 
I view of things," 



No. 240— "Pooh, pooh ! When I don't 
know enough to stay on the iron I'll 
start for the scrap heap I" 

No. 22'J — ^'Perhaps yon know every- 
thing that's worth knowing, but I w.as 
the war and cost three 
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made during 

times^^s muc!:i as you did, if I am small. 
.Vnd what will you do it somebody Ects 
the switch wrong for you ? Did you 
ever bear what happened to old Ches- 
ter?" 

No. 2;J"i— "Who was Chester?" 
No. 220 -"W-li-c-w! Tliink of the 
ijuostion ! Chester was here v/orhing 
with the rest of us but yesterday, and 
has gone to its reward. I'eace to its 
scrap! How very young these big fol- 
lows .are! Chester was one of the first 
settlers, let mo tell you. Chester always 
bad .sainl in its box and steam for 
its whistle. Chester never failed to 
attend to business, but it liad an awful 
accident." 

The Mogul — "Whathapocncd to Ches- 
ter?" 

No, 220 — "Chester struck an open 
switch with a passenger train just the 
other side of Uio bridge at IJ rock way's, 
liown toward r.ellows ]?"a!!s. It makes my 
headilgiit dii;;;y to think Of it. Chester 
did the best possible thing— it saeriliecd 
itself and saved the train.
